De.  Chambeeland,  the  inventor  of  the  well-known  filter 
cylinders,  died  last  week  (p.  699). 

The  Shops  Bill  has  passed  the  second  reading,  but  there  is 
no  chance  for  it  this  year  (p.  708). 

Mr.  D.  W.  Gbeenhough,  a  well-known  Mincing  Lane 
chemical  broker,  died  last  week  (p.  706). 

The  names  of  those  who  passed  the  apothecaries'  assistants' 
examination  last  month  are  given  on  p.  697. 

An  Eduardo's  Wine  case  of  more  than  usual  interest  is 
reported  from  the  City  of  London  Court  (p.  704). 

Me.  E.  J.  Bevan,  F.I.C.  is  henceforth  to  receive  2.200/.  a 
year  for  his  work  as  Middlesex  public  analyst  (p.  697). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  to  spend  700/.  on  improving 
the  Major  Laboratory  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  (p.  716). 

An  Aston  chemist  has  been  fined  under  the  Medicine-stamp 
Act  for  a  sale  in  his  shop  of  unstamped  antikamnia  (p.  703). 

"Specialist"  is  the  latest  title  which  has  brought  an  un- 
registered dental  practitioner  into  court.  He  was  fined 
(p.  703). 

There  is  not  yet  to  be  an  Official  Directory  of  Nurses.  The 
House  of  Lords  has  rejected  the  Bill  which  was  to  effect  that 
purpose  (p.  708). 

Fish  Guano  is  not  a  mixture,  of  dried  fish  and  chemical 
manure.  Such  is  the  finding  of  Mr.  Justice  Walton  in  a  High 
Court  case  (p.  701). 

Mr.  John  Gibson,  F.C.S.,  of  Hexham,  is  the  new  President 
of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians,  whose  annual  meeting 
has  been  held  this  week  (p.  714). 

A  Beadford  Retailer,  who  is  not  a  registered  chemist,  has 
been  fined  under  the  Licensing  Act,  1902,  for  selling  quinine 
wines  without  a  wine-licence  (p.  703). 

Mr.  Chas.  A.  Hill,  B.Sc,  and  Mr.  George  Lunan  have 
been  appointed  members  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  Com- 
mittee of  Reference  in  Pharmacy  (p.  717). 

Messrs.  Reynolds  &  Branson  have  successfully  enforced 
through  the  High  Court  an  agreement  with  a  former  assistant 
as  to  limitation  of  service  within  a  specified  area  of  Leeds 
(p.  702). 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Pereira  medal  it  has 
been  this  year  awarded  to  a  lady,  Miss  G.  H.  Wren,  who  has 
also  taken  the  principal  honours  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
(pp.  715  and  716). 

Two  weights  and  measures  questions  have  been  answered 
in  the  House  of  Commons  this  week,  one  in  regard  to  inspec- 
tion, and  the  other  about  marking  glass  measures  on  the 
makers'  premises  (p.  708). 

Those  who  have  authority  to  use  industrial  methylated 
spirit  should  pay  particular  attention  to  their  accounts  of  its 
use.  A  general  order  has  been  issued  to  Excise  officers  in 
regard  to  the  matter  (p.  710). 

"Violet  Oatmeal  Soap,"  introduced  by  the  Crown  Per- 
fumery Co.,  has  been  the  subject  of  a  successful  action  to 
restrain  the  Me-Mosa  Soap  Perfumery  Co.,  who  put  on  the 
market  a  soap  of  similar  "  get-up."    It  is  reported  on  p.  702. 

The  Ulverston  County  Court  Judge  has  ruled  that  a  medical 
practitioner  holding  the  Scotch  triple  qualification  is  not 
entitled  to  recover  for  medicines  supplied.  We  question  the 
legality  of  this  ruling,  as  being  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  6  of  the  Medical  Act,  1886  (p.  711). 

Although  price  alterations  in  the  markets  are  numerous 
they  are  mostly  slight,  the  bulk  of  them  being  favourable  to 
buyers.  Articles  that  have  more  or  less  appreciated  in  value 
include  menthol,  cascara  sagrada  (spot),  aniseed  oil  (c.i.f.), 
and  green  copperas,  while  those  on  the  easier  side  include 
camphor,  castor  oil,  turpentine,  vanilla,  quicksilver  (seconds), 
arsenic,  _opium,  and  cocoa  butter.  The  drug  auctions  are  fully 
reported  oh  f.

TOURNAMENT  PRIZE-MEN. 

In  the  analytical  tournament  which  closed  with  the  report  of 
April  25.  Mr.  Edgar  Hill  took  the  first  prize  with  an  aggre- 
gate of  564  marks,  and  Mr.  Werner  Sivertsen  second  prize, 
with  553  marks,  the  latter  also  concluding  the  series  by  taking 
the  first  prize  in  last  month's  competition.  Both  these  com- 
petitors have  written  to  us  in  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
that,  the  "  Corner  for  Students  "  has  been  to  them. 

Mr.  Hill  was  apprenticed  to  Mr.  D.  S.  Priestley,  chemist, 
Whetley  Hill,  Bradford,  and  afterwards  acted  as  assistant 
to  Mr.  T.  F.  Walker,  chemist,  Redcar,  and  Mr.  C.  Dewing, 
chemist,  Grimsby.     He  then  gained  a  scholarship  at  the

Bradford  Municipal  Technical  College,  and,  returning  to  his 
native  town,  took  up  the  work  of  the  scholarship — simul- 
taneously acting  as  part-time  assistant  to  Mr.  H.  G.  Dutton, 
26  Tyrrel  Street.  At  the  College  he  gained  the  first  prize  in 
the  pharmaceutical  course,  and  his  scholarship  was  made  into 
a  maintenance  one,  which  enabled  him  to  attend  the  day 
courses  at  the  College  for  two  years.  Besides  taking  the  sub- 
jects for  the  Minor  and  Major  examinations,  Mr.  Hill 
attended  courses  in  biology,  zoology,  physiology,  and  mathe- 
matics. A  year  ago  he  obtained  certificates  in  the  second 
stages  of  chemistry,  zoology,  botany,  and  physiology  at 
the  Board  of  Education  examinations,  and  is  now  proceeding 
to  tho  third  stages  of  these  and  the  second  stage  of  biology. 
He  passed  the  Minor  examination  in  September  last. 

Mr.  Werner  Sivertsen  is  a  native  of  Christianssand,  the 
southernmost  town  in  Norway,  and  as  a  boy  attended  the 
Real  Skole  there,  and  afterwards  was  two  years  in  St.  Michaeli 
Kirchenschule,  Hamburg.  On  returning  to  Norway  he  was 
engaged  for  some  years  in  the  export  timber  trade.  Before 
this  he  had  visited  England  and  the  British  Colonics  with  his 
father,  who  was  then  a  sea-captain,  and  thus  acquired  a 
working  knowledge  of  English.  His  parents  settled  in  this 
country,  and  he  was  apprenticed  to  his  relative,  Mr.  E.  G. 
Varlev.  chemist,  Castleton  Pharmacy,  Newton  Road, 
Mumbles,  near  Swansea,  four  years  ago.  Having  passed  the 
Preliminary  examination  Mr.  Sivertsen  commenced  to  study 
chemistry,  and  attended  the  Swansea  Municipal  Technical 
College.  He  has  passed  the  advanced  stage  of  the  Board  of 
Education  examinations  in  theoretical  and  practical  inorganic 
and  organic  chemistry,  and  is  now  studying  for  the  Minor 
examination. 

We  give  these  particulars  as  an  encouragement  to  other 
students  who  feel  that  they  are  not  very  well  placed  to  take 
advantage  of  the  "  Corner  for  Students."  It  will  be  seen  that 
in  each  case  the  success  is  entirely  due  to  the  personal  efforts 
of  prize-men.  Any  advantage  that  they  enjoy  is  the  result 
of  their  own  labours  and  perseverance. 

Danish  Customs  Tariff. — A  new  Customs  tariff  has 
been  adopted  by  the  Danish  Parliament,  but  dees  not  come 
into  operation  until  January  1,  1909.  The  most  notable 
changes  include  the  abolition  of  the  duty  on  petroleum  and 
a  reduction  in  the  duties  on  salt,  sugar/chemicals,  tar,  etc. 


Brevities. 

Damage  to  the  extent  of  about  100?.  was  done  by  a  fire 
which  broke  out  at  the  premises  of  the  Standard  Malt 
Extract  Co.,  Willow  Mill,  Oswaldtwistle,  near  Blackburn, 
on  April  29. 

Claims  against  the  estate  of  Mr.  Frederick  Boxall. 
chemist,  100  The  Broadway,  Cricklewood,  should  be 
lodged  with  Mr.  C.  Montague  White,  C.A.,  14  Old  Jewry 
Chambers,  London,  E.C,  on  or  before  May  16. 

All  employes  at  the  Manchester  works  of  Messrs.  F.  C. 
Calvert  &  Co.,  manufacturing  chemists,  whe  wish  to  serve 
in  the  Territorial  Army,  will  be  granted  full  pay  during 
their  annual  training. 

At  Malton,  on  April  25,  the  wine-licence  held  by  Mr. 
John  Spanton,  chemist  and  druggist,  Norton,  was  trans- 
fered  to  Mr.  William  Ernest  Sellers,  chemist  and  druggist, 
who  has  succeeded  to  the  business. 

In  the  Canterbury  window-dressing  competition  on  May 
Day  the  display  of  Messrs.  Walker  &  Harris,  chemists,  was 
"  very  highly  commended,"  and  that  of  Messrs.  Lander  & 
Smith,  chemists,  was  "  highly  commended." 

A  fire  broke  out  on  May  6  at  44  Christian  Street, 
London,  E.,  on  the  premises  of  G.  Scott  &  Son  (London), 
Ltd.,  engineers  and  makers  of  pharmaceutical  machinery. 
The  fire-brigade  was  promptly  on  hand,  and  the  out- 
break was  soon  subdued. 

Mr.  W.  A.  SaviH,  chemist  and  druggist,  Portslade-by- 
Sea,  had  a  silver  watch  sold  on  April  29  to  meet  the  demand 
for  the  educational  portion  of  the  poor  rate,  which  he 
refused  to  pay.  Mr.  Savill  bought  the  watch  back  for 
15s.  6d.,  the  sum  demanded  by  the  authorities. 

The  two  Magistrates  at  the  Tynemouth  Borough 
Police  Court  on  May  2,  where  a  milk  case  under  the  Sale 
j  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  was  tried,  were  chemists  (a  rare 
occurrence) — viz.,  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Williamson,  of  Messrs. 
Williamson  &  Hogg,  North  Shields,  and  Mr.  John  Taylor, 
who  has  retired. 

On  May  1  a  bullet  was  fired  through  one  of  the  plate- 
glass  windows  at  the  premises  of  Francis  Newbery  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  Charterhouse  Square,  London,  E.C.  Fragments  of 
glass  were  strewn  about  the  ground  floor.  Fortunately  no 
one  was  struck,  though  several  of  the  staff  were  close  by. 
It  was  not  discovered  by  whom  the  shot  was  fired. 

In  the  High  Court  of  Justice  on  May  4,  Mr.  Justice 
Neville  granted  an  injunction,  with  costs,  restraining  the 
London  County  Council  from  pumping  unpurified  sewage 
and  storm-water  into  Battersea  Creek  so  as  to  cause  a  nuis- 
ance to  Price's  Patent  Candle  Co.,  Ltd.,  freeholders  and 
occupiers  of  extensive  works  on  the  banks  of  the  creek. 

The  Postmaster-General  has  announced  that  a  fully- 
prepaid  letter  weighing  lees  than  1  oz.,  sent  from  one  place 
to  another  in  the  United  Kingdom,  may  be  redirected  to 
any  foreign  country  in  the  Postal  Union  for  an  additional 
postage  of  l|rf.,  provided  that  it  is  re-posted  under  the 
conditions  specified  on  pages  62  and  63  of  the  "  Post  Office 
Guide." 

At  Leicester  Police  Court  on  May  1,  John  Frederick 
Spencer,  draper  and  Sunday-school  teacher,  Leicester,_  was 
committed  for  trial  in  connection  with  a  series  of  sensational 
1  burglaries.  One  of  the  witnesses  for  the  prosecution  was 
]  Mr.  Francis  J.  Young,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  who  had 
examined  some  powder  on  a  piece  of  meat  found  in  posses- 
sion of  the  prisoner.  Mr.  Young  said  the  powder  was 
strychnine— the  alkaloid  being  present  in  the  free  state 
and  not  as  a  salt.  There  were  more  than  2  grains  of  the 
poison. 

On  May  1,  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Curphey,  manufacturing 
chemist,  gave  evidence  for  the  defendants  in  an  action 
(heard  by  Mr.  Justice  Bigham  and  a  special  jury)  by  a  hrni 
of  exporters  of  Manchester  goods  against  the  London  and 
I  Lancashire  Fire  Insurance  Co.  for  the  payment  of  insurance 
in  connection  with  the  earthquake  at  Kingston,  Jamaica. 
Plaintiffs  allege  that  the  fire  broke  out  on  Mr.  Curphey  s

premises,  67  King  Street,  Kingston,  three  minutes  before 
the  first  shock  of  the  earthquake.  Mr.  Curphey  deposed 
that  when  the  shock  was  felt  he  was  on  a  ladder  in  his 
office  packing  bottles  of  tinctures  on  a  shelf.  He  saw 
nothing  for  some  time  after  that  to  indicate  that  the  house 
was  on  fire. 

Royal  Institution. 

Professor  Joseph  Larmor  gave  a  discourse  at  the  Royal 
Institution.  London,  W.,  on  May  1,  the  subject  being  "  The 
Scientific  Work  of  Lord  Kelvin.''  The  lecture,  which  dealt 
with  the  evolution  of  physics  during  the  nineteenth  century, 
was  experimental,  and  was  also  illustrated  with  lantern- 
slides. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Royal  Institution  on  May  1, 
most  of  the  retiring  office-bearers  were  re-elected,  including 
Sir  William  Crookes  as  Secretary.  Among  the  managers 
are  Mr.  George  Matthey  and  Dr.  Ludwig  Mond.  The 
visitors  include  Mr.  Charles  E.  Groves,  F.R.S.,  and  Mr. 
Robert  Mond.  Mr.  J.  Y.  Buchanan,  F.R.S.,  has  given  100/. 
to  the  Fund  for  the  Promotion  of  Experimental  Research 
at  Low  Temperatures. 

Dr.  Teed  and  Bloomsbury  Square. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Court  of  Common  Council  of  the  City 
of  London  on  April  30,  the  Lord  Mayor  laid  before  the 
members  a  letter,  received  from  Mr.  R.  Bremridge.  Secre- 
tary to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  dated  April  10,  1908,  in 
which  the  writer  said  : 

I  am  instructed  to  inform  you  that  the  attention  of  the 
Council  of  this  Society  has  been  directed  to  the  quarterly 
report  of  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  City  of  London  for  the 
quarter  ended  December  31,  which  was  presented  to  the 
Common  Council  on  February  27.  My  Council  will  be  glad 
to  be  informed  of  the  particulars  of  the  cases  referred  to  in 
that  report,  in  which  this  Society  is  stated  to  have  the  power 
to  institute  proceedings,  as  it  is  impossible  for  them  to  judge 
without  such  particulars  whether  the  cases  referred  to  do, 
or  do  not,  come  within  their  powers  of  administration. 
I  am  also  directed  to  say  that  my  Council  ventures  to  suggest 
that  the  aspersions  east  upon  this  Societv  are  not  germane 
to  the  subject  of  the  report,  and  should  not  have  found 
expression  in  it. 

The  letter  was  referred  to  the  Sanitary  Committee  for 
consideration. 

London  Weights  and  Measures. 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  for  the 
City  of  London  reports  that  10,921  apothecaries'  weights 
were  stamped  at  his  office  during  1907,  the  fees  charged 
amounting  to  45Z.  10.?.  Id.  In  1906  the  number  was  8.189 
and  the  fees  received  34Z.  2s.  Id.  Of  apothecaries'  liquid 
measures  97,085  were  stamped  last  year,  as  against  103,424 
in  1906.  and  the  fees  amounted  to  1,262/.  8s.  b±d.  and 
1,311Z.  8s.  respectively.  The  weights  verified  were  from 
4  drams  to  ^  gr.,  and  the  fee  charged  was  Id.  each.  The 
tees  for  liquid  measures  varied  from  ^d.  to  Is.  4id  each 
Most  (42,267)  were  stamped  at  2±d.  each,  35,352  cost  M 
each,  and  7,238  were  charged  6d.  each.  The  apothecaries' 
weights  rejected  totalled  2,019  in  1907.  and  656  in  1906  • 
and  the  measures  3,243  in  1907,  as  against  2,795  in  1906. 
.  Local  Organisation  Meeting. 

The  last  meeting  arranged  by  the  Committee  on  Organisa- 
tion of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  in  the  Grand 
ttotel  Bridge  Street,  Sunderland,  on  Wednesday,  April  29, 
at  2.30  p.m.,  when  the  divisional  officers  and  delegates  re- 
presenting the  Hartlepools  and  District,  Newcastle-on- 
tyne,  Sunderland,  and  Teesside  Chemists'  Associations  were 
Pr^en*-.  At  3  P-M.  a  general  meeting  of  registered  chemists 
in  the  district  was  held,  when  sixty-six  attended.  Mr.  J.  R. 
Young  (President)  occupied  the  chair,  and  was  supported 
oy  Alderman  John  Harrison  and  Mr.  R.  Bremridge  The 
President  gave  a  risumt  of  the  Pharmacy  Bills  and  their 
position  at  present.  Thereafter  a  general  discussion  fol- 
lowed, when  many  valuable  suggestions  were  made. 

A  Jubilee  Celebration. 
The  staff  of  Messrs.  Dakin  Brothers,  Ltd.,  to  the 
number  of  nearly  a  hundred,  assembled,  at  the  invitation 
ot  the  directors,  at  the  Manchester  Hotel,  Aldersgate 
Street,  on  Saturday,  May  2,  to  commemorate  the  fiftieth 
ATniVrerSai'y  °f  Mr"  JoEePh  Atto's  service  with  the  firm. 
-Mr.  J.  Harrison  Dakin,  senior  director,  was  in  the  chair, 
and  in  the  course  of  a  short  speech  narrated  the  history 


of  the  firm  and  Mr.  Atto's  connection  with  it,  expressing 
the  strong  regard  in  which  Mr.  Atto  is  held  by  all  con- 
nected with  the  firm.  He  concluded  by  presenting  him 
with  an  illuminated  address  and  a  substantial  cheque. 
Among  the  visitors  was  Mr.  Clarence  Nobbs  and  several 
members  of  the  Pickwick  Bicycle  Club,  of  which  Mr.

Analysts'  Affairs. 
The  Lewisham  analyst  (Mr.  A.  W.  Harris,  M.R.C.S.) 
found  two  samples  of  camphorated  oil  to  be  deficient  in 
camphor. 

The  public  analyst  for  Wandsworth  (Dr.  John  Muter) 
had  two  samples  of  decoc.  aloes  co.  to  examine  recently,  and 
one  was  55  per  cent,  deficient  in  extractives  and  alcohol. 

Bermondsey  has  been  paying  Mr.  Richard  Bodmer, 
F.I.C.,  public  analyst  of  the  borough,  16/.  13.s.  4rf.  a  month, 
and  fees  quarterly.  At  his  request  the  committee  have 
agreed  to  double  the  monthly  payment  and  reduce  the 
quarterly  one  proportionately. 

According  to  a  report  of  the  medical  officer  of  health  for 
the  City  of  London,  the  samples  submitted  to  the  public 
analyst  during  the  five  weeks  ended  April  18  included 
two  of  preserving  fluid,  six  of  olive  oil,  one  of  almond  oil, 
four  of  light  magnesia,  four  of  mercury  ointment,  ten  of 
boric-acid  ointment,  and  three  of  ammoniated-mereury 
ointment.  A  certificate  of  sophistication  has  been  received 
in  respect  of  a  sample  of  olive  oil  (said  to  contain  50  per 
cent,  of  earthnut  oil),  and  the  evidence  relating  to  this  is 
to  be  referred  to  the  City  solicitor. 

The  Middlesex  County  Council,  at  its  meeting  on  April  30, 
again  considered  the  question  of  the  remuneration  to  its 
county  analyst,  Mr.  Bevan  (see  C.  <£■  D.,  April  4.  p.  506). 
As  a  result  of  further  communications  between  the  General 
Purposes  Committee  and  the  analyst,  Mr.  Bevan  intimated 
his  willingness  to  agree  to  the  omission  of  any  reference  to 
a  period  for  which  his  remuneration  is  to  be  fixed.  The 
amount  paid  to  the  county  analyst  in  1907  was 
2.251/.  14s.  6d.,  a  sum  of  51/.  14s.  6d.  in  excess  of  the 
amount  recommended  for  fixed  remuneration.  In  the 
ordinary  course  of  events  the  number  of  samples  would  un- 
doubtedly considerably  increase,  so  that  there  would  be  a 
corresponding  increase  in  the  amount  saved  in  the  future. 
The  Council  agreed  to  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  analyst 
at  2,200/.  per  year  as  from  May  1,  1908,  such  sum  to  in- 
clude attending  courts  to  give  any  necessary  evidence, 
attending  consultations,  meetings  of  committees,  etc.,  as 
occasion  may  require. 

Chemists'  Licences. 

At  Br^ry  St.  Edmunds  last  week,  the  West  Suffolk 
Licensing  Committee  granted  the  application  of  Mr. 
Thomas  John  Green,  chemist  and  druggist.  High  Street, 
Lavenham.  for  an  off  wine-licence,  subject  to  applicant 
undertaking  to  sell  only  medicated  and  invalid  wines. 

A  similar  application  by  Mr.  John  Henry  Freeman, 
chemist  and  druggist,  High  Street,  Newmarket,  was  re- 
fused, it  being  stated  that  a  grocer's  shop  adjoining  had  a 
wine-licence  and  also  other  chemists. 

A  Sodium  Accident. 

The  action  of  the  atmosphere  on  sodium  was  the  cause 
of  a  serious  explosion  at  Handsworth,  as  a  result  of  which 
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a  boy  named  Adamscn  now  lies  in  a  dangerous  condition. 
The  boy,  who  is  a  son  of  Dr.  P.  Adamson,  Birchfield  Road, 
purchased  the  sodium  and  other  chemicals  from  a  Birming- 
ham drug-store.  When  he  reached  home  he  placed  the 
articles  on  the  kitchen  table  and  went  to  wash  his  hands. 
He  had  not  gone  many  steps  when  a  violent  explosion 
occurred,  which  caused  serious  injuries  to  his  head,  face, 
and  neck.  It  is  supposed  that  the  sodium  which  was  in  a 
bottle,  was  not  securely  packed. 

In  the  Thames  Valley. 

The  optical  department  of  Uurbin  Bros.,  Ltd.,  at 
Market  Place,  Kingston-on-Thames,  which  has  been  car- 
ried on  by  Mr.  Hill,  F.S.M.C.,  has  been  transferred  to 
The  Pavement,  Clapham  Common. 

The  premises  occupied  by  Mr.  H.  E.  Clement,  chemist 
and  druggist,  at  Hampton  Hill  (the  freehold  of  which 
belongs  to  Mr.  A.  Higgs,  chemist.  Kingston),  have  been 
acquired  by  the  London  United  Electric  Tramways  for 
street  widening.  Mr.  Clement  is  shortly  removing  to 
other  premises. 

The  freehold  of  the  house  a.nd  shop  occupied  by  Mr. 
Arad  Feather,  chemist  and  druggist,  at  11  King  Street. 
Twickenham,  was  last  week  submitted  to  public  auction, 
when  there  was  a  spirited  contest.  Mr.  Feather  holds  a 
lease  with  seven  years  unexpired  at  a  rental  of  42Z.  per 
annum,  and  he  was  successful  in  securing  the  freehold 
for  840/. 

Keen  Competition. 

A  private  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  Arthur  Howard, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  Hall  Quay,  Great  Yarmouth,  was 
held  last  week,  when  a  statement  of  affairs  was  submitted 
showing  liabilities  amounting  to  1,121/.  2.s.  9c/.,  and  the 
assets  are  expected  to  produce  747/.  2  s.  Id.  It  was  re- 
ported that  the  debtor  had  been  in  business  for  about  nine 
years,  and  his  turnover  had  been  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  950/.  a  year.  The  expenses  of  the  business  were,  how- 
ever, rather  heavy.  The  present  position  was  attributed 
to  keen  competition.  The  business  had  been  offered  for 
sale,  but  without  success.  Considerable  sympathy  was 
expressed  with  the  debtor,  and  it  was  decided  that  the 
estate  should  be  administered  under  a  deed  of  assignment. 
Mr.  A.  •  E.  Lark  was  appointed  trustee,  and  he  was 
authorised  to  carry  on  the  business  with  a  view  to  disposing 
of  it  as  a  going  concern. 

The  Terrier  Immune. 

A  correspondent  to  a  Bristol  paper  last  week  told  his 
experiences  of  trying  to  poison  an  Irish  terrier.  The  dog 
had  bitten  a  child,  and  it  was  resolved  to  poison  the  biter. 
Accordingly  the  terrier  was  taken  to  a  Bedminster  chemist, 
who  "  emptied  the  contents  of  a  syringe  down  his  [the 
dog's]  throat  and  informed  me  that  two  minutes  would 
be  the  longest  he  could  live."  The  dog  was  in  good  form 
in  two  hours  after,  and  next  morning  he  was  as  lively 
as  ever.  Then  the  chemist  "  saturated  with  deadly 
poison  "  a  piece  of  meat,  and  the  terrier  gulped  down  the 
lot.  The  chemist  was  sure  that  would  finish  him,  and 
the  owner  of  the  dog  left,  promising  to  call  and  remove 
the  corpse  in  the  evening.  He  went,  accompanied  by  his 
son  and  a  large  hamper,  but  found  "  the  animal  as  sprick 
as  ever."  Then  they  gave  up  the  attempt,  and  the  terrier 
is  still  alive.

The  Chemist's  Assistant  Vindicated. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Hammersmith,  on  May  5,  on  the 
body  of  an  illegitimate  child  found  in  a  cupboard  at  a 
refreshment-house,  it  was  stated  by  the  proprietress  that 
she  had  not  realised  the  condition  of  the  mother,  a  waitress 
in  her  employ.  The  girl  said  she  was  unwell  through  de- 
layed menstruation,  and  her  mistress  advised  her  to  go 
to  a  chemist  for  medicine.  The  girl  returned  with  a  packet 
of  salts,  which  the  chemist  had  sold  her  (so  the  witness 
said)  as  the  best  thing  to  take.  Ernest  Bolton  was  then 
called,  and  the  Coroner  said  that  in  view  of  the  statements 
made  he  must  caution  him.  Mr.  Bolton  elected  to  give 
evidence,  and.  in  reply  to  the  Coroner,  said  he  was  a 
chemist's  assistant.  He  had  passed  the  Preliminary  ex- 
amination, but  was  not  registered.  He  was  an  assistant 
with  Boots,  Ltd.,  at  11  King  Street,  Hammersmith.  On 
May  2  the  girl,  whom  he  knew  as  a  waitress  at  the  coffee- 
shop  opposite,  came  to  the  shop  and  asked  for  a  packet  of 
salts,  for  which  she  paid  l±cl.  She  did  not  say  what  it 
was  for,  nor  did  she  say  anything  as  to  what  was  the 
matter  with  her.  If  she  had  said  anything  of  the  sort 
he  would  not  have  served  her.  The  assistants  in  the  shop 
have  strict  orders  not  to  prescribe.  He  quite  recognised 
the  danger  of  giving  anything  in  case  of  delayed  menstrua- 
tion. The  Coroner  said  Mr.  Bolton's  evidence  was  very 
satisfactory,  and  had  put  a  different  complexion  on  the 
suggestions  made  against  him.  After  other  evidence  the 
inquiry  was  adjourned.

The  Devil's  Game. — One  of  the  windows  of  the  Grande

day,  with  cheap  "  diabolos,"  and  a  notice  announced  that 
one  of  them  is  presented  to  every  purchaser  of  2f.  worth  of 
goods — patent  medicines  and  mineral  waters  excepted. 

Chemistry  on  Canvas. — One  of  the  paintings  in  the 
"Salle  d'Honneur"  in  the  Salon  des  Artistes  Franeais, 
opened  in  Paris  on  May  1,  represents  M.  Ogier,  the  well- 
known  Director  of  the  Toxicological  Laboratory,  Paris, 
seated  at  his  laboratory  table.  The  artist,  M.  Alleaume, 
has  himself  executed  a  lithographic  reproduction  of  the 
portrait,  which  is  shown  in  the  engravings  gallery  of  the 
Salon. 

The  Riviera  Season  seems  to  have  been  fairly  good  this 
year.  One  hears  the  oft-told  tale  that  people  do  not  stay 
so  long  as  they  used  to  do — that  they  go  to  an  hotel  for  a 
few  weeks  instead  of  taking  a  villa  for  months,  etc. ;  but 
I  heard  no  actual  complaint  of  bad  trade  or  slackness  during 
my  recent  brief  stay  ;  and  both  Cannes  and  Nice  seemed 
as  "  full  up  "  as  the  deliciously  summerlike  climate 
warranted  them  to  be. 

A  Stupid  Act  of  Vandalism  has  been  perpetrated  at  the 
Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  the  handsome  frescoes  by 
M.  Albert  Besnard,  which  decorate  the  walls  of  the  prin- 
cipal hall  of  the  School,  having  been  pierced  with  holes, 
scratched,  and  otherwise  damaged.  The  Under-Secretary 
of  State  for  Fine  Arts  has  ordered  an  inquiry  to  be  made 
regarding  the  matter.  The  artist  has  a  complete  set  of 
copies  of  the  seventeen  fresecec. 

M.  Vaillant,  head  of  the  radiographic  department  of 
the  Saint-Louis  Hospital,  has  contributed  to  the  Academy 
of  Sciences  a  paper  on  a  new  method  of  determining  by 
the  help  of  x  rays  whether  a  child  that  has  been  declared 
stillborn  has  ever  breathed.  When  the  child  has  not 
breathed,  no  visceral  organ  is  visible  on  the  radiograph; 
if  it  has  breathed  from  one  to  fourteen  hours,  the  stomach 
is  more  transparent  and  has  increased  in  volume,  and  the 
intestines  become  visible.  If  life  has  been  prolonged  for 
more  than  fourteen  hours,  the  lungs  are  discernible,  the 
liver  is  outlined,  and  the  heart  is  slightly  indicated. 

Obituary. — The  death  is  announced  at  Bordeaux  of 
M.  G.  Arnozan,  a  prominent  pharmacist  of  that  town  and 
Vice-President  of  the  Committee  of  Control  of  the  Phar- 
macie Centrale  de  France. — The  death  is  announced  of  Dr. 
Charles  Edouard  Chamberland,  Assistant  Director  of  the 
Pasteur  Institute,  Paris,  at  the  age  of  fifty-seven.    He  was 
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a  native  of  Chilly-la-Vignoble,  Jura,  and  for  a  good  many 
years  was  one  of  Pasteur's  leading  collaborators.  He  com- 
menced working  with  him  more  than  thirty  years  ago,  after 
taking  his  diploma  of  Doctor  of  Sciences,  and  was  the  author 
of  various  works  on  the  Pasteurian  theories.  Dr.  Chamber- 
land  was  a  member  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine,  an  Officer 
of  the  Legion  of  Honour,  and  from  1885  t  j  1889  was  a 
member  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies.  He  was  the  inventor 
of  the  well-known  baked  porcelain  water-filter. 

The  late  Professor  Eiche. — Few  professors,  past  or 
present,  of  the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy  were 
better  known  or  more  generally  respected  than  the  late 
Jean  Baptiste  Leopold  Alfred  Riche.  whose  death  was

announced  in  the  C.  <[•  1).  last  week.  It  is  just  fifty 
years  ago  that  he  secured  his  "first  class"  pharmaceutical 
diploma,  and  his  thesis  "On  the  Action  of  the  Electric 
Current  on  Certain  Metalloids"  indicated  that  the 
future  Director  and  Chief  Chemist  of  the  French  Mint 
had  already  traced  out  his  special  path  for  study  and 
research.  In  the  following  year  M.  Riche  was  named  an 
assistant  professor  at  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  his 
essay  at  this  competition  being  on  "Organic  and  Volatile 
Alkalies."  After  acting  for  some  time  as  assistant  to  Pro- 
fessor Bussy,  he  was  nominated,  in  .1873,  Professor  of 
Mineral  (Inorganic)  Chemistry  at  the  School,  a  post  which 
he  occupied  until  he  was  superannuated  in  1899.  He  had 
been  a  member  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine  since  1877, 
was  elected  Vice-President  in  1901,  and  in  the  following 
year  became  President.  In  1905  he.  was  appointed  a  member 
of  the  Permanent  Committee  for  the  research  and  control 
of  analytical  methods  under  the  new  Anti-adulteration 
Law.  In  1907  he  resigned  his  post  at  the  Mint.  His  last 
published  works  are  "Coins,  Medals,  etc.;  their  Assay 
and  Control  "  (1889),  and  "  The  Art  of  the  Assayer  "  (1888) 
in  joint  authorship  with  M.  Gelis.  M.  Riche  was  looked 
upon  as  one  of  the  most  active  and  intelligent  members  of 
the  Council  of  Hygiene.  It  was,  however,  not  only  the 
scientist,  but  the  man  himself  who  was  appreciated  by  his 
colleagues,  for  he  was  justly  popular  and  was  one  of  those 
charming  types  of  French  scientific  men  who  combine  a 
genial  disposition  with  devotion  to  science  and  great  apti- 
tude for  work.

Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — At  the  meeting  of 
the  Council  held  at  Blotmfontein  on  April  10,  Dr.  A.  B. 
Ward  presided,  and  there  were  present  Drs.  de  Kock, 
C.  H.  Bidwell,  Johnstone.  Swift,  Daniel  (Thaba  'Nchu), 
and  Pratt  Yule  (M.O.H.  for  the  Colony),  Mr.  Stafford  S. 
Hewitt,  chemist  and  druggist,  and  Mr.  R.  Lewis  Church 
(Secretary).  The  Secretary's  report  dealt  with  a  special 
examination  to  be  held  for  a  candidate  who  desires  to  be 
qualified  as  a  chemist  and  druggist,  and  with  the  revised 
syllabus  for  botany.  A  copy  of  the  syllabus  referred  to  was 
submitted  and  its  recommendr.ticn  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Examiners.  Mr.  Hewitt  moved  its  adoption,  but  Dr. 
Daniel  objected  to  Graminece  being  among  the  natural 
orders  the  characters  of  which  are  required,  on  the  ground 
that  the  order  is  so  extensive.  The  matter  was  by  a 
majority  referred  back  for  reconsideration.  It  was  re- 
solved to  submit  the  name  of  Mr.  F.  Carter  to  the  Under 
Colonial  Secretary  as  a  member  who  would  be  willing  to 
act  in  the  temporary  absence  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Dinwoodie, 
chemist  and  druggist.  Dr.  Bidwell  proposed  the  follow- 
ing additional  regulation  for  candidates  for  the  chemist 
and  druggist  examination  : 

That  all  candidates  who  shall  fail  to  satisfy  the  examiners 

shall  be  referred  bv  them  to  their  studies  for  such  a  period 

as  the  examiners  may  think  fit.  and  shall  not  be  examiner! 

before  the  period  for  which  they  have  been  referred  be; 

expired. 

Dr.  Daniel  suggested  that  the  period  be  fixed  at  three  ■ 
months,  and  so  amended  the  resolution  was  passed.  A: 
letter  was  read  from  a  correspondent  in  Clocolan  asking 
if  he  might  be  permitted  to  open  a  chemist's  shop  in  the 
district,  and  inquiring  whether  it  was  necessary  to  have  al 
qualified  man  in  the  shop.  He  stated  that  he  had 
numerous  inquiries  frcm  customers  for  medicines,  ut.l 
Ward,  on  referring  to  the  Ordinance,  said  that  it  was; 
quite  evident  that  he  was  barred  from  opening  a  thop.

Suggested  Conference. — A  committee  has  been  formed 
to  make  arrangements  for  a  Conference  of  New  Zealand 
chemists,  and  Mr.  Mackenzie.

(c)  chemists'  exclusion  from  serving  on  juries  ;  (d)  the  forma- 
tion of  a  "New  Zealand  executive"  to  handle  matters  of 
internal  interest;  (e)  the  best  methods  of  "  educational  im- 
provement "  ;  (/)  the  best  method  of  developing  the  country's 
own  chemical  and  botanical  resources,  etc. 

4.  That  this  conference  be  made,  an  annual  one,  with 
movable  headquarters,  and  that  the  executive  for  same  be 
appointed  annually  from  the  town  in  which  the  following 
one  will  be  held.  0

High  Court  Cases. 

Creditors  Sue  Guarantors. 
At  the  conclusion  of  evidence  and  arguments  in  the  case 
of  Morris  Little  &  Son,  Ltd.,  v.  Messrs.  Stavelev  &  Co. 
last  week  (C.  <Sb  D.,  May  2,  p.  666),  011  Friday,  May  1,  Mr. 
Justice  Walton  reserved  judgment. 

Exhibition  Privilege. 
On  April  29.  in  the  Dublin  King's  Bench  Division,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Boyd,  the  case  of  the  Irish  International  Exhi- 
bition (Incorporated)  against  Messrs.  James  Shanks  &  Co., 
mineral-water  manufacturers,  Dublin,  was  mentioned.  (See 
C._  <t  D.,  February  29,  p.  323.)  Mr.  Jefferson,  K.C.,  ap- 
plied on  behalf  of  the  defendants  in  the  action — which 
is  one  claiming  damages  for  conspiring  to  obtain  for  them- 
selves, without  the  knowledge  or  approval  of  the  plaintiffs, 
the  privilege  of  supplying  mineral  waters  to  the  Irish  Inter- 
national Exhibition — for  an  order  requiring  the  plaintiffs 
to  give  security  for  the  defendants'  costs  in  the  action. 
Counsel  said  that  there  was  also  a  separate  action  by  the 
same  plaintiffs  against  Messrs.  J.  Lyons  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
London.  Counsel,  in  making  the  application,  said  that  so 
far  as  his  clients  were  concerned  the  action  was  unfounded, 
and  they  had  a  good  defence.  On  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs 
it  was  stated  that  they  had  no  objection  to  give  security,  but 
that  this  was  an  attempt  to  get  three  sets  of  security  in 
what  was.  in  reality,  only  one  action.  Mr.  Justice  Boyd 
ordered  the  plaintiffs  to  give  security  for  100?.  in  each  of 
the  three  actions. 

A  Question  of  Notice. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  May  5,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Darling  and  a  special  jury,  an  action  for  damages 
for  alleged  wrongful  dismissal  was  commenced  by  Mr. 
Benjamin  J.  Edwards,  and  the  defendants,  Sir  Alfred  S.: 
Harlam,  Sir  A.  Durning  Lawrence,  and  Messrs.  Johnson, 
Matthey  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  disposed  of.  The  defendants 
had  carried  on  the  business  of  B.  J.  Edwards  &  Co., 
photographic  chemicals  manufacturers,  Ealing,  and 
plaintiff  had  been,  employed  as  manager  under  a  verbal 
agreement  from  October  1905  to  August  1807  at  a  weekly 
wage  which  rose  from  4/.  to  61.  In  the  latter  month  he 
received  a  week's  notice  in  writing,  and  this  he  considered 
insufficient,  although  the  defendants  said  it  was  accord- 
ing to  the  agreement.  Mr.  Sturgcs,  for  the  plaintiff,  said 
Mr.  Edwards  is  one  of  the  leading  experts  in  photo- 
graphy. Since  1862  he  had  carried  on  business  at 
Pfackney.  In  1900  negotiations  took  place,  and  his  busi- 
ness was  carried  on  as  a  company  until  1905,  when  another 
company  was  formed  to  take  over  the  business.  At  this 
point  his  Lordship  suggested  that  the  parties  should  con- 
sult with  a  view  to  a  settlement.  This  was  done  success- 
fully, but  the  terms  were  not  made  public. 

What  is  Dried  Fish  Guano? 
lN_the  King's  Bench  Division,  -on  May  4  to  6,  an  action 
was  brought  before  Mr.  Justice  Walton  by  Messrs. 
Hollinghurst  &  Co.,  of  Richmond,  Surrey,  against  Mr. 
John  Grindell,  chemical  manure  manufacturer,  of  High 
Street,  Kingston-upon-Hull,  to  recover  300/.  money  paid, 
24/.  2.?.  9rJ.  expenses,  and  damages  for  an  alleged  breach 
of  contract  to  supply  100  tons  of  dried  fish  guano  in  two 
deliveries.  In  delivering  judgment,  his  Lordship  said  that 
the  main  question  was  whether  the  50  tons  delivered  was 
dried  fish  guano  within  the  meaning  of  the  contract.  He 
said  it  was  plain  that  the  stuff  was  a  mixed  guano 
made  partly  of  fish  and  partly  by  the  addition  of 
chemicals  in  a  mineral  form.  He  thought  it  was  sulphate 
of  ammonia.  It  was  said,  however,  that  by  the  custom  of 
the  trade  that  must  be  accepted  and  was  understood  in  a 
business  sense  to  be  fish  guano.  There  was  evidence  both 
ways.  The  term  "fish  guano"  was  a  little  loosely  used, 
and  there  had  no  doubt  been  a  good  deal  of  adulteration  ; 
but  he  thought  the  Court  should  be  very  slow  to  con- 
clude that  a  custom  existed  by  which  a  man  might  sell 
something  which  he  called  fish  guano  and  deliver  some- 
thing else,  and  after  some  hesitation  he  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  defendant  had  failed  to  establish  the 
custom  on  which  he  relied.    His  Lordship  also  held  that, 
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inasmuch  as  he  persisted  in  tendering  something  not  in  it, 
defendant  refused  to  perform  his  contract,  and  he  entered 
judgment  for  the  plaintiffs  for  399/.  2s.  9</.  and  costs. 

A  Reinstatement  Question. 
In  the  King"s  Bench  Division,  before  Mr.  Justice  Channell 
and  Mr.  Justice  Sutton,  sitting  as  a  Divisional  Court,  the 
case  of  the  Old  English  Vinegar  Co.  v.  Shaw  &  Son  was 
heard.  It  was  a  motion  by  the  Old  English  Vinegar  Co., 
of  Wild's  Rents,  Bermondsey.  to  set  aside  an  award  given 
by  an  arbitrator  against  them  in  favour  of  the  respondents, 
tanners,  of  Decimer  Street,  Long  Lane,  Bermondsey.  The 
latter  occupied  premises  leased  to  them  by  the  Vinegar 
Co.  at  a  rent  of  130/.,  and  they  had  been  burnt  down  in 
October  1906.  According  to  the  lease,  the  company  in 
such  event  were  to  reinstate  the  respondents  within  six 
months.  When  the  fire  occurred  the  lessors  had  plans  pre- 
pared, which  respondents  approved ;  but  they  were  not 
passed,  and,  owing  to  delays,  the  respondents  took  other 
premises.  Two  arbitrators  to  whom  the  matter  was  re- 
ferred could  not  agree,  but  an  umpire  gave  an  award  re- 
ducing the  rent  and  ordering  that  the  lessors  should  pay 
21.  2s.  a  week  to  the  lessees  as  rent  for  new  premises,  other 
sums  being  allowed  for  boiler-hire,  etc.  After  hearing 
counsel,  their  Lordships  decided  that  the  matter  should 
be  referred  back  to  the  arbitrator  for  reconsideration,  and 
made  no  order  as  to  costs. 

An  Assistant's  Restriction  Agreement  Sustained. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  May  1,  Mr.  Justice 
Swinfen  Eady  heard  an  application  by  Messrs.  Reynolds 
&  Branson,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Leeds,  against  Henry  Goodson, 
a  former  laboratory  assistant  to  them,  to  restrain  him  from 
dealing  with  the  customers  of  the  plaintiffs  in  the  city 
of  Leeds  or  from  acting  as  manager  or  otherwise  of 
W.  A.  Wharram  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  North  Street,  Leeds,  in 
breach  of  an  agreement  of  November  28,  1902,  between  the 
plaintiffs  and  the  defendant.  It  was  provided  in  the 
agreement  that  on  the  termination  of  the  defendant's  en- 
gagement with  the  plaintiffs  he  should  not  within  a  period 
of  five  years  thereafter  enter  any  business  similar  to  that 
■carried  on  by  them  within  a  radius  of  fifty  miles  of  Leeds 
without  their  consent.  The  defendant  left  the  plaintiffs' 
employment  on  December  1,  1904,  and  was  afterwards  en- 
gaged in  Dublin  and  Norwich.  Then  he  returned  to  Leeds, 
and  entered  the  service  of  Wharram  &  Co.  as  their  traveller. 

Mr.  Micklem,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiffs,  asked  the  Court 
to  say  that  they  were  entitled  to  an  injunction  on  the 
ground  that  the  defendant  had  been  soliciting  the  plaintiffs' 
customers.  It  was  suggested  that  the  defendant  when  in 
the  plaintiffs'  employment  did  not  know  the  names  of  the 
plaintiffs'  customers,  but  that  contention,  counsel  sub- 
mitted, could  not  be  maintained. 

Mr.  Gatey,  on  behalf  of  the  defendant,  contended  that 
no  case  had  been  made  out  for  an  injunction  against  the 
defendant  in  that  no  damage  had  been  proved.  This  case 
was  not  covered  by  "  dealing,"  because  dealing  would  in- 
volve the  distribution  of  goods. 

His  Lordship  :  The  defendant  proposes  to  sell  goods 
on  behalf  of  his  principals. 

Mr.  Gatey  :  He  simply  takes  orders,  and  then  hands  the 
orders  to  his  principals. 

His  Lordship  said  in  his  opinion  what  the  defendant 
had  been  doing  was  a  breach  of  the  agreement.  By  it  he 
was  restrained  from  entering  a  similar  business  to  the 
plaintiffs  within  five  years  of  leaving  the  plaintiffs'  employ- 
ment and  within  a  radius  of  fifty  miles  of  Leeds.  Before  the 
expiration  of  the  five  years  he  had  returned  to  Leeds  and 
entered  the  employment  of  a  competing  firm.  The  breach 
having  been  proved,  the  injunction  must  be  granted. 

"Violet  Oatmeal  Soat." 
On  Friday,  May  1,  in  the  Chancery  Division,  Mr.  Justice 
Warrington  commenced  the  hearing  of  the  action  by  the 
Crown  Perfumery  Co.  agaip.st  the  Me-Mosa  Soap  Perfumery 
Co.  and  Richard  Wilki.ison  for  passing-off  in  respect  of 
an  article  called  "  Violet  Oatmeal  Soap."  Mr.  Astbury, 
K.C.,  Mr.  Terrell.  K.C.,  and  Mr.  Sebastian  appeared  lor 
■the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Walter,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  J.  M. 
Gover  represented  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Astbury,  in  opening,  stated  that  the  plaintiff  com- 


pany in  1902  invented  or  found  out  a  recipe  for  a  new 
soap  and  they  gave  it  the  name  of  "  Violet  Oatmeal  Soap." 
It  was  first  put  on  the  market  and  sold  in  that  year.  The 
"  o-et-up  "  of  the  soap  was  distinctive  in  every  way— boxes, 
wrappers,  and  tablets  of  soap.  Its  introduction  on  the 
market  proved  a  very  great  success.  In  April  1907  the 
plaintiffs  found  that  the  defendants  were  infringing  their 
soap  by  putting  upon  the  market  a  "colourable  copy  ot 
the  "whole  get-up"  of  plaintiffs'  soap  and  it  was  out  ot 
this  that  the  action  arose.  Counsel  said  that  prior  to  1906 
the  defendant  Wilkinson  was  in  their  employ  but  was 
dismissed  by  plaintiffs  without  notice.  Counsels  submis- 
sion was  that  this  was  a  deliberate  plot  by  Wilkinson  to  take 
the  plaintiffs*  business.  The  defence  was  that  the  get- 
up  "  of  the  plaintiffs'  soap  was  a  common  one  to  the  trade. 

At  this  point  the  hearing  was  adjourned  till  Monday 

On  resuming,  Mr.  Astbury  continued  his  opening  of  the 
case  and  said  he  noted  that  one  of  the  defences  raised  was 
that  the  name  "Oatmeal  Violet  Soap  was  m  use  This 
he  did  not  dispute,  and  he  did  not,  on  behalf  of  his  cliems, 
put  forward  a  claim  to  the  name. 

Witnesses  were  then  called  for  the  plamtins. 

Mr  Chas.  W.  J.  Tanner,  plaintiffs'  manager,  stated  that 
the  most  important  production  of  the  company  was  Violet, 
Oatmeal  Soap."  It  had  proved  a  very  great  success  and 
had  sold  in  very  large  quantities.  Displays  had  been 
given  in  shop-windows.  In  one  case  it  was  found  that  the 
display  comprised  boxes  of  the  plaintiffs  soap  and  part  of 
the  boxes  of  the  defendants'  soap.  In  cross-examination 
witness  stated  that ' '  Violet  Oatmeal  Soap  had  been  on  the 
market  some  time,  and  he  recognised  the  boxes  produced 
as  those  sent  out  by  other  firms.  They  supplied  soap  o 
Barkers  and  others  with  violets  on  the  boxes  but  the  soap 
was  packed  in  pink  wrappers.  All  the  plaintiffs  soap  sold 
by  them  direct  was  wrapped  in  green  wrappers.  In  re- 
examination witness  said  that  very  few  of  these  boxes  were 
on  the  market  before  the  defendants  started.  Now  theie- 
were  a  good  many  more  or  less  alike  or  different 

Mr  Herbert  Ed.  Worcester,  chemist,  of  Haverstock 
Hill, 'stated  that  plaintiffs'  soap  was  well  known  and  was. 
usually  asked  for  as  "  Violet  Oatmeal  Soap  When i  asked 
for  "  Violet  Oatmeal  Soap  "  he  always  thought  that  the  cus- 
tomers wanted  the  plaintiffs'  soap.  In  his  opinion,  plain- 
tiffs' soap  had  a  "distinctive  get-up  and  appearance 
With  regard  to  the  tablets  of  soap  produced,  that  ot  the 
plaintiffs  and  defendants,  he  saw  no  difference  between

Mr  Astbury  :  If  I  am  to  take  a  general  mj unction,  I 
do  not  want  to  differentiate  between  any  of  ^e  particular 
things  that  go  to  make  up  the  whole.  I  do  not  want  an 
order  for  delivery  up,  nor  do  I  ask  for  destruction  of  some 
things.  If  they' chose  to  issue  these  things,  then  i  snail 
have  my  remedy.  , 

His  Lordship  :  What  struck  me  was  that  one  ot  tne.e 
soaps  might  easily  be  taken  for  the  other. 

Mr.  Walter  :  I  think  the  same. 

Mr.  Astbury  pressed  for  damages  and  costs. 

Mr.  Walter  stated  that  his  clients  stopped  this  the 
moment  the  writ  was  issued.    They  withdrew  everything. 

His  Lordship  :  Then  the  damages  would  be  very  small. 

Mr.  Astbury  said  nevertheless  he  should  like  an  inquiry 
as  to  damages.  .  . 

His  Lordship  then  made  an  order  for  an  inquiry,  ti» 
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costs  to  be  reserved  of  such  inquiry,  and  granted  the 
plaintiffs  a  general  injunction,  the  defendants  to  pay  the 
costs'  up  to  the  commencement  of  the  action. 
Order  accordingly. 

Licensing  Act,  1902. 

Sale  of  Quinine-wines. 
A.t  the  Bradford  City  Police  Court  on  May  1,  George 
Herbert  Baker,  drug-dealer,  573  Manchester  Boad,  was 
summoned  by  the  police  for  infringement  of  Section  10, 
Sub-Section  1,  of  this  Act,  by  selling  wine  by  retail  with- 
out a  licence.  The  Chief  Constable,  who  appeared  for 
.the  prosecution,  stated  that  Detective  Thornton  purchased 
.at  the  defendant's  shop  Wincarnis  with  quinine,  and 
.orange  and  quinine  wine,  and  his  contention  was  that 
Wincarnis  with  quinine  could  not  be  sold  by  any- 
body who  had  not  a  wine-licence.  Mr.  H.  M.  Dawson, 
who  defended,  produced  a  copy  of  an  advertise- 
ment by  Messrs.  Coleman  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufac- 
turers of  Wincarnis,  to  the  effect  that  Wincarnis  alone 
rould  be  sold  by  any  chemist  with  a  wine-licence,  and 
Wincarnis  with  quinine  could  be  sold  by  any  chemist 
without  a  wine-licence.  The  defendant  had  found  that 
customers  preferred  to  have  Wincarnis  without  the 
quinine,  and  had  therefore  applied  at  the  last  sessions 
for  a  wine-licence,  which,  however,  had  been  refused, 
and  therefore,  on  the  strength  of  the  advertisement  issued 
by  Coleman  &  Co.,  he  had  purchased  and  retailed  Win- 
carnis with  quinine.  It  now  appeared  that  he  had  com- 
mitted a  technical  offence,  but  he  had  done  so  entirely  in 
ignorance,  and  much  regretted  the  fact.  The  Magistrates 
took  the  view  that  it  was  merely  a  technical  offence,  and 
dismissed  the  case  on  payment  of  costs,  which  amounted 
to  II.  4s. 


Medicine-stamp  Acts. 

Sale  of  Antikamnia  Unstamped. 
At  the  Aston  (Birmingham)  Police  Court,  on  May  6,  John 
Wilson  Atkinson,  chemist,  Six  Ways,  Aston,  was  sum- 
ironed  for  selling  unstamped  a  medicine  liable  to  duty. 
Mr.  C.  E.  Fitzlioy,  of  Somerset  House,  appeared  for  the 
prosecution,  and  Mr.  Guy  Pritchard  defended.  It  was 
stated  that  the  medicine  in  respect  of  which  the  summons 
was  issued  was  antikamnia.  The  defendant  advertised 
this  in  his  price  list  at  3s.  10rf.,  whereas  the  usual  retail 
price  is  4s.  6d.  A  messenger  visited  the  shop  and  pur- 
chased a  packet  for  3.s.  10d.,  and  it  was  found  that  no 
Inland  Bevenue  stamp  had  been  placed  upon  it.  Evidence 
as  to  the  purchase  was  given  by  Miss  Mary  Edith  Gosling. 
Defendant  went  into  the  witness-box  and  said  he  had  no 
lecollection  of  the  sale,  and  did  not  remember  having 
seen  Miss  Gosling.  He  had  occupied  the  shop  six  or 
seven  years  without  complaint,  and  his  customers  num- 
bered about  2,000  a  week.  He  had  never  sold  anti- 
kamnia in  packets,  but  kept  it  for  occasional  use  in  mak- 
ing up  doctors'  prescriptions.  He  could  only  suggest  that 
on  the  occasion  in  question  one  of  the  assistants  had  sold 
a  packet  mechanically.  Mr.  Guy  Pritchard  urged,  on 
behalf  of  the  defendant,  that  it  was  unfortunate  he  re- 
ceived no  intimation  of  proceedings  until  three  weeks  after 
the  alleged  sale,  when  he  received  a  letter  from  Somerset 
House,  and  therefore  he  had  been  quite  unable  to  trace 
the  sale.  He  submitted,  further,  that  the  defendant  was 
not  likely  to  intentionally  run  the  risk  of  a  heavy  penalty 
for  the  sake  of  a  6d.  stamp. — Defendant  was  fined  11.  and 
costs— 11  9s.  6d.  in  all. 


Apothecaries  Act,  1815. 

Is  Surgical  Treatment  Outside  the  Act  ? 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  on  Tuesday, 
May  5,  before  Mr.  Justice  Channell  and  Mr.  Justice  Sutton, 
sitting  as  a  Divisional  Court,  the  case  of  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries  v.  Gregory  was  mentioned,  Mr.  Stuart  Bevin, 
on  behalf  of  the  Society,  applying  for  an  extension  of  time 
for  leave  to  appeal  against  the  decision  of  Judge  Tindal 
Atkinson  in  the  Edmonton  County  Court  in  holding  that 
the  plaintiff  Society  was  not  entitled  to  recover  from  de- 
fendant penalties  in  respect  to  alleged  infringement  of  the 
Act,  as  reported  in  the  O.  <£.•  D.,  April  11,  p.  555.  Counsel 
explained  that  there  had  been  an  agreement  to  extend  the 


time  till  May  2,  but  they  were  then  told  by  the  officials  of 
the  court  that  the  time  having  expired  notice  of  appeal 
could  not  be  received  unless  application  for  extension  was 
made  and  granted.  He  accordingly  made  application  now. 
It  was  a  case  of  considerable  importance,  and  in  the  opinion 
of  the  learned  Judge  was  a  very  difficult  matter.  Mr.  Giveen 
resisted  the  application  on  behalf  of  the  respondent;  but 
their  Lordships  granted  an  extension  of  four  days,  the 
plaintiff  Society  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  application. 


Dentists  Act,  1878. 

-  Specialist." 

At  the  Birmingham  Police  Court,  before  Mr.  L.  Morton 
Brown,  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  on  May  4,  B.  Harley 
Lord,  168  Mary  Street,  Balsall  Heath,  answered  to  a 
summons  by  the  British  Dental  Association  for  contra- 
vening Section  3  of  the  Act  by  using  the  description 
"specialist  in  artificial  teeth,"  he  not  being  registered  as 
a  dentist.  Mr.  Henry  Percy  Joscelyne,  L.D.S.,  Birming- 
ham, was  the  principal  witness  for  the  prosecution,  and 
proved  that  defendant's  name  was  not  on  the  dental  ol 
medical  register.  It  was  proved  that  the  word 
"•specialist"  appeared  on  defendant's  house. — Mr.  Jesson, 
for  the  defendant,  submitted  that  no  offence  against  the 
Act  had  been  committed.  The  prosecution  was  mainly 
based  on  the  word  "specialist."  That  word  appeared 
alone,  and  not  in  conjunction  with  "teeth."  For  the  last 
fifteen  years  the  defendant  had  been  perfecting  a  non- 
poisonous  anaesthetic,  which,  when  applied  to  the  gums, 
deadened  the  sense  of  pain  and  allowed  teeth  to  be  removed 
painlessly.  He  was  engaged  in  dentistry  previous  to  1878, 
and  he  could  have  been  on  the  register  if  he  had  paid  the 
requisite  fee.  He  had  had  a  lifelong  experience  in  den- 
tistry, and  his  father  was  a  dentist  before  him.  There  had 
been  no  deceit  at  all.  On  the  contrary,  the  defendant  had 
posted  up  in  his  lobby  and  in  his  room  a  notice  to  the  effect 
that  he  was  not  a  registered  practitioner,  and  he  always 
drew  the  attention  oi  customers  to  the  fact.  The  defen- 
dant bore  out  this  statement  in  evidence. — Mr.  Morton 
Brown,  in  finding  the  charged  proved,  said  defendant's 
description  of  himself  was  such  as  to  imply  that  he  was  a 
qualified  practitioner.    He  imposed  a  fine  of  20s.  and  costs. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Chlorodyne  Lozenges. 
Two  adjourned  summonses  against  a  Padiham  grocer 
named  Edward  Hitchen,  for  selling  alleged  adulterated 
chlorodyne  lozenges  and  gum  sweets,  were  down  for  hear- 
ing at  the  Padiham  Police  Court  on  Monday,  May  4. 
When  the  case  was  reached  Superintendent  Pincock  asked 
that  they  should  be  withdrawn,  and  without  any  observa- 
tions the  Magistrates  gave  their  consent.  In  view  of  the 
result  of  similar  cases  at  the  adjoining  town  of  Nelson  last 
week,  it  had  been  expected  that  the  proceedings  would  not 
be  gone  on  with. 

Oxymel  of  Squill. 
Before  Mr.  Denman,  at  the  Marlborough  Street  Police 
Court,  on  May  5,  the  Foreign  Chemists,  Ltd.,  49  Hay- 
market,  London,  S.W.,  were  summoned,  under  Section  6 
of  the  1875  Act,  for  selling  oxymel  of  squill  which  was 
certified  to  contain  38  per  cent,  of  sucrose,  which  had 
been  partially  or  entirely  substituted  for  the  honey_  of 
commerce  prescribed  by  the  B.P.  Mr.  Rotton,  solicitor 
for  the  Westminster  City  Council,  who  prosecuted,  ex- 
plained how  the  B.P.  directs  oxymel  of  squill  to  be  made, 
and  how  the  sample  in  question  differed  from  the  official 
one. 

■  Mr.  Kirby,  of  Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby,  solicitors, 
instructed  by  defendants,  said  there  would  be  no  necessity 
for  the  prosecuting  authority  to  call  any  evidence,  as  the 
defendants  admitted  the  'offence.  In  reply  to  Mr. 
Denman,  he  explained  that  the  preparation  made  with 
sugar  cost  more,  tasted  better,  and  looked  nicer  than 
honey.  Coupled  with  these  points  was  the  fact  that  the 
article  sold  contained  the  full  principal  medicinal  agents 
of  the  mixture.  By  this  statement  he  did  not,  of  course, 
mean  to  imply  that  the  cost  of  the  sugar  added  to  its 
medicinal  value.  All  he  desired  to  point  out  was  that 
there  had  been  no  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  defendants  to 
gain  money  by  substituting  one  thing  for  another.  The 
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maker  simply  thought  that  by  the  use  of  sugar  he  was 
enabled  to  make  a  better  article.  Unfortunately  the  B.P. 
was  ten  years  old,  and  he  was  .if raid  the  ease  afforded 
another  instance  of  the  need  for  its  revision.  If  the  ques- 
tion at  issue  involved  the  value  of  the  article  he  should  be 
prepared  to  fight  the  case.  Oxymel  of  squill  was  an  old 
name,  said  to  be  several  hundred  years  old.  Since  then 
the  process  of  refining  sugar  had  so  improved,  and  bees 
had  not  improved  their  process  of  making  honey,  that 
sugar  had  to  a  great  extent  displaced  honey  in  the  making 
of  a  mixture  of  this  kind.  He  therefore  asked  that  the 
offence  should  be  treated  as  a  technical  one. 

Mr.  Denman  remarked  that  this  preparation  made  from 
sugar  ou^ht,  properly  speaking,  to  be  called  by  another 
name.  The  oxymel  should  be  made  with  honey.  He  im- 
posed a  fine  of  40s.,  with  12s.  td.  costs. 

County  Court  Cases. 

A  Machine  to  Make  Fly-papers. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  May  4,  before  Mr.  Tyrrell 
Paine  (Deputy-Judge).  Mr.  Kurt  Keitel,  Croydon,  sued 
Messrs.  Joseph  Armfield  &  Co.,  engineers,  20  Mark  Lane, 
for  79/.  16s.  6r/.  damages  for  breach  of  contract  (see  C.  '& 

D.  ,  April  18,  p.  588).  The  plaintiff  invented  a  machine  to 
produce  fly-catching  papers,  which  printed  an  advertise- 
ment on  the  paper,  made  a  border  of  resin,  and  put  on 
the  sticky  material  in  one  operation.  Defendants  were  em- 
ployed to  make  the  machine  from  plaintiff's  drawings, 
and  plaintiff  said  they  had  done  it  badly,  which  defendants 
denied.  The  case  lasted  for  three  days,  and  the  Deputy- 
Judge  found  for  the  plaintiff  on  the  claim  for  51/.  and 
costs,  and  for  the  defendants  on  the  counter-claim  for  42/., 
without  costs. 

A  Judgment  Summons. 
In  the  Shoreditch  Countv  Court  on  May  6,  before  Judge 
Bray,  the  Union  Cable  Co..  Ltd..  27  Eagle  Wharf  Road, 
N.,  sued  Messrs.  James  Walters  &  Co..  19  Wilson  Street, 

E.  C.,  for  the  recovery  of  4/.  0s.  5<7.,  which  had  become 
due  under  a  judgment  summons  out  of  a  debt  of 
157  18s.  lid.  Mr.  A.  E.  Robinson,  for  the  plaintiffs, 
said  that  Mr.  James  Walters  had  carried  on  business  as  a 
druggists'  sundriesman  in  Wilson  Street,  Finsbury.  Since 
the  judgment,  however,  the  trading-name  had  been 
changed  to  the  International  Manufacturers'  Agency,  and 
apparently  a  very  prosperous  business  was  carried  on. 
.fudge  Bray  :  And  who  does  this  agency  consist  of  ?  Mr. 
Robinson  :  The  defendant  and  his  wife  are  the  only 
directors  of  the  company.  Judge  Bray  :  What  sort  of 
premises  are  they?  Mr.  Robinson  :  I  should  think  the 
rent  would  run  to  about  75/.  to  100/.  a  year.  Judge  Bray  : 
The  defendant  is  not  here,  I  see  :  so  I  will  make  a  com- 
mittal order  in  default  of  paying  21.  a  month. 

Ointment-makers  Sued. 
Judge  Willis,  K.C.,  had  before  him  at  Southwark  County 
Court,  on  May  4,  the  case  of  Leah  Rush  r.  Mesdames  Hail 
and  Hummerctone,  ointment-makers.  York  Street,  Wal- 
worth. The  plaintiff,  a  cigarette-maker,  had  a  bad  finger, 
and  attended  the  German  Hospital  for  it,  afterwards  going 
to  the  defendants,  who  treated  the  finger.  Plaintiff  now 
alleged  that  as  a  result  of  the  removal  of  a  tendon  by 
one  of  the  defendants  she  had  lest  the  use  of  her  hand, 
and  claimed  damages.  The  witnesses  for  the  defence  in- 
cluded Dr.  W.  Stockert,  of  the  German  Hospital,  who 
deposed  that  the  tendon  was  necrosed,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Ann 
Hummerstone,  who  said  the  business  was  established  by 
her  husband's  grandmother  about  100  years  ago,  and  stated 
that. when  the  plaintiff  first  came  to  her  she  said  she  had 
been  told  at  the  hospital  that  she  would  have  to  have  her 
hand  off.  After  examining  the  wound  witness  told  her 
that  the  poison  had  taken  the  tendon  and  it  would  gradually 
rot  away.  She  added  that  she  could  treat  her,  but  her 
finger  would  be  stiff.  After  hearing  the  evidence  of  several 
grateful  patients,  the  jury  unanimously  returned  a  verdict 
for  the  defendants,  and  judgment  was  given  for  them,  with 
costs. 

Eduardo's  Wines. 
Tn  the  City  of  London  Court  on  May  5.  before  Judge 
Rentoul.  K.C.,  a  eliim  was  made  by  Eduardo  et  Cie..  Ltd., 
79  "Mark  Lane,  E.C..  wine  merchants,  against  Messrs. 
Boler  &  Co..  wine  dealers,  Climax  Stores,  London  Road, 


Sheffield,  to  recover  the  sum  of  16/.  4s.  for  meat-and-malt 
wine  supplied.  Mr.  Yaletta.  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  that 
on  February  19  their  traveller,  Edwards,  called  on  the 
defendants  and  saw  Mr.  Boler,  who  gave  an  order  in 
writing  for  the  wine.  Two  days  afterwards  the  wine  was 
despatched,  carriage  paid,  by  the  plaintiffs  through  Pick- 
fords,  and  on  February  24  they  received  a  wire  from  the 
defendants  saying  that  goods  should  not  be  sent,  and 
would  not  be  received  if  they  were.  Unfortunately  by 
that  time  the  wine  was  on  its  way  to  the  defendants. 
When  the  wine  was  tendered  to  the  defendants  they 
refused  to  accept  it,  and  it  was  now  lying  with  the  carriers 
at  Sheffield  awaiting  the  defendants'  orders  and  at  their 
risk.  Mr.  T.  H.  Aldous,  for  the  defendants,  contended 
that  the  property  in  the  goods  had  never  passed  to  them, 
as  they  had  never  been  received  in  a  technical  sense. 
There  was  a  very  good  reason  for  refusing  to  accept  the 
goods,  as  the  defendants  were  not  satisfied  that  the  plain- 
tiffs had  carried  out  their  arrangement.  Mr.  Valetta,  in 
reply,  quoted  the  Sale  of  Goods  Act,  and  Mr.  Aldous  did 
the  same,  whereupon  Judge  Reatoul  said  he  would  amend 
the  proceedings  by  enabling  the  plaintiffs  to  claim 
damages  for  non-acceptance  of  the  wine.  He  thought  it 
was  better  to  do  that  than  to  dismiss  the  action.  The 
proceedings  were  accordingly  amended.  Mr.  Victor 
Edwards,  plaintiffs'  traveller,  was  called  to  prove  the 
order,  and  in  cross-examination  was  closely  questioned  as 
to  promises  alleged  to  be  made  to  Mr.  Boler.  He  denied 
that  he  offered  a  sole  agency,  or  that  the  wine  was  sold 
on  sale  or  return,  explaining  on  the  latter  point  that  the 
wine  was  returnable  in  six  months  in  exchange  for  other 
goods.  He  said  there  is  a  ready  sale  for  the  wine  on  the 
market,  and  he  could  get  27.s.  per  dozen  for  the  goods  now- 
sued  for  anywhere  else.  Mr.  Aldous  said,  that  being  the 
case,  the  plaintiffs  had  suffered  no  damage  by  reason  of 
the  defendants'  non-acceptance  of  the  wines.  The 
defendant  in  evidence  said  the  plaintiffs'  traveller  offered 
him  the  sole  agency  in  Sheffield.  The  fact  was  to  be 
advertised  in  all  the  papers  in  Sheffield,  and  the  plaintiffs 
were  going  to  give  coupons  away,  and  the  people  who 
received  them  were  to  go  to  witness  for  the  wines.  He 
bought  the  wine  on  sale  or  return.  He  afterwards  found 
out  something  from  a  neighbour,  and  on  this  he  decided 
to  refuse  to  accept  the  plaintiffs'  wine.  Judge  Rentoul, 
having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances,  gave  judgment  for 
the  plaintiffs  for  2,1.  for  the  defendants'  non-acceptance  of 
the  goods,  but  he  would  not  allow  costs.  The  defendants 
would  return  the  wine. 


Bankruptcies  anfc  failures. 


Re  William  Carter,  East  Grinstead.  Chemist  and  Druggist. 
With  reference  to  this  failure,  reported  in  our  issue  of  April  18, 
p.  859,  and  previous  issues,  it  should  be  noted  that  it  is  per- 
sonal and  does  not  affect  the  business  of  Messrs.  H.  S.  Martin, 
Ltd.,  of  30  to  32  High  Street,  East  Grinstead,  of  which  Mr. 
Carter  was  lately  the  manager. 

Re  Edward  Christmas  Jones,  trading  as  Robert  Isaac! 
Jones  &  Son,  Drug  Vendor,  etc.,  Medical  Hall,  Tremadoc.— 1 
The  public  examination  of  this  debtor  took  place  at  Port- 
madoc  last  week,  the  liabilities  amounting  to  455/.  and  the 
assets  40/.  16s.    Debtor  said  he  was  fiftv-two  years  of  age, 
and  had  been  a  vendor  of  drugs  since  1905.    He  had  neveri 
had  any  free  capital.    The  jointure  of  the  businesses  had  been 
previously  carried  on  by  his  late  father.    Debtor  became  his 
lather's  partner  in  one  business  in  April  1901.    They  traded; 
together  for  a  few  years,  and  then  there  was  a  dissolution  of, 
partnership.    Debtor  had  introduced  no  capital,  but  he  waa 
to  pay  50/.    When  they  dissolved  the  father  took  about  32/. 
worth  of  book  debts  in  discharge.    Debtor  retained  the  busi- 
ness.   When  the  father  died  in  1905  debtor  succeeded  to  the 
business  at  the  Medical  Hall.    Debtor  said  he  was  entitle;, 
to  the  recipes  for  the  preparation  of  certain  proprietary  medi 
cines.    The  examination  was  closed. 

Re  Frederick  James  Towell  Long,  Chemist  and  Druggist ! 
1  New  Bridge  Street.  Dover,  trading  as  Long  Bros.— Th<j 
public  examination  of  this  debtor  took  place  at  Canterbury 
on  Anril  30.  The  liabilities  are  1.519/.  15.?..  and  the  deficienc:' 
843/.  lis.  5d.  Debtor  gave  particulars  of  his  failure  (see  C.  A-  !>■ 
April  11,  p.  556),  and  said  the  Dover  business  had  paid  all  thl 
way  along,  but  although  the  Ramssrate  business  was  successfu 
for  the  first  year,  three  years  after  he  found  that  it  did  not  pay: 
and  he  sold  it  to  his  brother  for  500/.    His  brother  had  sine; 
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isposed  of  it.  About  three  years  ago  debtor  found  he  could 
ot  pay  all  his  debts.  In  order  to  retrieve  his  position  he 
abbled  considerably  on  the  Stock  Exchange.  He  dealt  in 
differences,"  and  within  a  few  months  he  lost  between  400/.

per  dozen.  It  is  attractively  got  up, 
and  the  season  for  it  is  approach- 
ing at  home,  while  abroad  it  may 
always  be  in  demand,  for  it  is  as 
fatal  to  mosquitoes  as  it  is  to 
the  other  insects  named.

Edwards'  Harlene  Co.,  High  Holborn,  London,  W-C, 
inform  us  that  the  "Hair-Drill"  advertising  which  they 
have  recently  engaged  in  has  had  excellent  response  from 
the  public,  and  it  is  well  that  chemists  should  closely  follow 
this  by  meeting  the  demand  for  the  three  preparations  which 
are  used  in  the  "  Drill."  These  are  "  Harlene  "  itself, 
"  Uzon "  (a  brilliantinc),  and  "  Cremex "  (shampoo- 
powder).  The  last  two  preparations  are  comparatively  new, 
but  the  company  inform  us  that  they  have  a  considerable 
demand  for  them  from  the  public  direct,  owing  to  the 
difficulty  in  purchasing  locally.  The  company  would  much 
prefer  that  the  demand  should  be  met  by  retailers,  and  it 
may  be  noted  that  the  wholesale  and  retail  prices  of  all 
these  preparations  are  now  "  protected,"  so  that  it  pays  to 
handle  them. 

"  Doomo  "  Airship  Flycatcher. — Messrs. 
John  H.  Smith  &  Co.,  Newark-on-Trent,  are 
introducing  this  season  a  new  flycatcher  on 
the  roller-blind  principle.  It  consists  of  a 
tray  for  the  adhesive  material,  within  which 
is  a  roll  of  parchment  paper  16  in.  long  and 
3  in.  wide.  The  roll,  or  band,  can  be  drawn 
out  a  few  inches  at  a  time,  as  indicated  in  the 
sketch.  Each  "catcher"  is  wrapped  in  a 
grease-proof  cover,  and  three  dozen  packed 
in  a  box.  In  some  respects  the  band  is  an 
advantage  over  narrow  tape,  and  it  can  be 
hung  out  of  the  reach  of  children,  but  in 
the  fly  region. 

Pyrozone    Solutions. — Medical    and    surgical  prac- 
titioners are  awaking  to  the  value  of  hydrogen  peroxide 
as  a  bactericide  and  detergent,  and  in  recent  issues  of  the 
"  British  Medical  Journal"  there  has  been  some  correspon- 
dence on  the  subject.    For  example,  in  last  week's  issue, 
Dr.  G.  S.  Hovenden,  of  Barnes,  writing  in  regard  to  a 
refractory  case  of  boils,  tells  how  he 
wiped  out  the  small  opening  leading  to  the  inflamed  area 
with  a  pledget  of  wool  soaked  in  peroxide,  covered  it  with  a 
moist  dressing  of  peroxide  and  water,  1  in  3.    In  a  few  hours 
there  was  obvious  improvement,  and  in  three  days  the  place 
was  well.    On  a  similar  condition  developing  on  another 
finger  no  attempt  at  opening  up  the  bead  of  pus  was  made  ; 
an  application  of  the  peroxide  cut  the  inflammation  short  in 
a  night. 

We  have  had  tho  opportunity  of  seeing  the  value  of  the  per- 
oxide, but  the  matter  is  referred  to  now  with  reference- 
to  the  timely  introduction  into  this  country  of  Messrs. 
McKesson  &  Robbins'  pyrozone  solutions  (3  and  25  per 
cent. — the  latter  ethereal),  through  the  agency  of  Mr. 
A.  C.  Wootton,  14  Trinity  Square,  London,  E.C.  The 
solutions  are  prepared  from  absolute  H202,  dissolved  in 
menstrua  which  afford  stable  and  pressureless  solutions, 
and  they  have  acquired  a  high  reputation  in  the  United 
States.  Mr.  Wootton  will  supply  any  chemist  with  an 
interesting  pamphlet  on  the  therapeutic  applications  of 
pyrozone  solutions ;  and  in  view  of  the  growing  pro- 
fessional interest  in  the  subject  this  should  with  advantage 
be  introduced  to  the  notice  of  medical  practitioners.

Registration  of  Nurses. 
In  the  House  of  Lords  on  May  6  Lord  Balfour  of  Bur- 
leigh's motion  f  or  the  second  reading  of  the  Official  Direc- 
tory of  Nurses  Bill  was  defeated  by  fifty-three  against 
twenty. 

Deaths  under  Anaesthetics. 

Replying  on  Tuesday  to  Mr.  Bramsdon,  the  Home 
Secretary  (Mr.  Gladstone)  said  he  has  not  yet  completed 
his  inquiries  in  regard  to  deaths  from  anesthetics,  and 
added,  "  I  am  not  certain  that  a  formal  investigation  is 
either  necessary  or  desirable,  but  the  matter  is  receiving- 
careful  consideration. ' ' 
Commercial  Travellers  and  Bankrupt  Employers. 

The  position  of  commercial  travellers  engaged  on  a  com- 
mission basis  when  their  employers  go  into  bankruptcy 
forms  the  subject  of  a  question  to  be  put  by  Mr.  Summer- 
bell  in  the  House  next  week.  The  hon.  member  intends  to 
point  out  to  the  Board  of  Trade  that  commercial  travellers 
who  are  paid  by  salary  are,  in  the  event  of  their  firms  fail- 
ing, entitled  to  rank  as  preferential  creditors,  whereas  those 
working  on  commission  rank  as  ordinary  creditors  only. 
Mr.  Summerbell  will  ask  whether  the  Board  of  Trade  will 
promote  an  amendment  of  the  Bankruptcy  Acts  which  will 
provide  that  all  commercial  travellers,  whether  paid  by 
commission  or  salary,  shall  rank  as  preferential  creditors. 

Shops  Bill. 

Sir  Charles  Dilke's  Shops  Bill  was  read  a  second  time  in 
the  House  of  Commons  on  May  1,  and  was  referred  to  Com- 
mittee of  the  whole  House.  The  measure  proposes  to  amend 
the  existing  Shop  Honrs  Act  by  making  it  compulsory  on 
local  authorities  to  make  closing  orders  which  shall  fix  the 
hours  on  the  several  days  of  the  week  on  which  all  shops 
throughout  their  area  are  to  be  closed  for  serving  cus- 
tomers, and  also  fixes  a  working  week  of  not  more  than 
sixty  hours  for  shop  assistants.  It  will  not  apply  to  shops 
kept  open  solely  for  the  sale  of,  e.g.,  medicines  or  medical 
and  surgical  appliances.  The  Home  Secretary,  while 
agreeing  to  the  second  reading,  said  he  saw  no  prospect 
of  the  Bill  making  further  progress  this-  Session. 

Traders'  Weights  and  Measures. 
The  representative  of  the  Board  of  Trade  was  asked  by 
Mr.  Bowerman  on  Wednesday  whether  his  Department  had 
been  requested  by  local  authorities  administering  the 
Weights  and  Measures  Act  to  withdraw  or  modify  Regula- 
tion 9,  1907,  which  requires  the  authority  to  arrange  that 
the  premises  of  every  trader  are  visited  by  an  inspector  for 
the  purpose  of  inspecting  all  weights,  measures,  and  instru- 
ments in  use  for  trade  at  least  once  a  year,  or  once  in  two 
years  in  certain  cases  with  the  special  sanction  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  :  and  whether,  in  view  of  the  importance  of  pro- 
tecting the  interests  of  purchasers,  he  would  give  an  assur- 
ance to  the  House  that  this  regulation  would  be  strictly 
-adhered  to  and  enforced.  "  A  few  of  the  local  authorities 
administering  the  Weights  and  Measures  Act,''  replied  Mr. 
Kearley,  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Board,  "  have 
asked  for  the  amendment  of  the  regulation  in  question,  or 
that  their  districts  may  be  exempted  from  its  operation,  but 
the  Board  of  Trade  have  not  in  any  case  acceded  to  the 
application,  and  have  no  intention  of  doing  so." 

Sta>:'?ins  of  Glass  and  Earthen  Measures. 
The  new  weights  and  measures  regulations  prevent  in- 
spectors continuing  the  practice  of  verifying  and  stamping 
earthenware  and  glass  measures  on  the  makers'  premises. 
Mr.  John  Johnson  has  this  week  questioned  the  Secretary 
to  the  Board  of  Trade  about  the  matter,  and  has  received  a 
reply  to- the  effect  that  "the  stamping  on  manufacturers' 
premises  of  glass  and  earthenware  measures  is  on  a  different 
footing  to  that  of  other  measures  or  of  weights  or  weighing- 
instruments,  inasmuch  as  in  the  case  of  the  former  measures 
alone  an  allowance  may  be  made  to  the  manufacturer  under 
Section  13  of  the  Weights  and  Measures  Act  of  1904  for  the 
assistance  rendered  by  him,  or  for  the  use  of  tools, 
premises,  machinery,  or  instruments.    This  allowance  is 


expressly  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
and  in  order  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  allowance  being 
improperly  given  without  such  consent  the  stamping  of  the 
measures  in  question  on  manufacturers'  premises  without 
the  sanction  of  the  Department  being  obtained,  has  been 
prohibited  by  the  regulation  referred  to.  There  seems.no 
reason  why  the  regulation,  which  was  framed  to  secure 
uniformity  of  practice,  should  be  deleted."

Messrs.  Cuff  and  Gibson 

deserve  the  thanks  of  the  trade,  or 
at  least  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  for  saving  that  body 
from  the  discredit  of  an  uncontested  Council  election  a 
second  year  in  succession.  As  it  is,  only  one  candidate 
more  than  the  prescribed  number  in  two  years  is  not  a 
healthy  condition.  There  ought  to  be  so  much  emulation 
among  the  members  to  serve  on  the  governing  body  as  would 
ensure  a  vigorous  contest  for  the  seats  every  year.  It  is 
not  desirable  that  present  members  should  be  too  sure  of 
their  seats,  and  it  is  desirable  that  election  should  be  re- 
garded as  an  honour.  There  is  not  much  in  the  "new 
blood  "  theory  unless  three  or  four  new  members  come  in 
at  once,  and  come  in  with  a  distinct  purpose.  For  that  it 
is  necessary  to  wait  for  the  evolution  of  some  divine 
discontent  with  current  policy.  At  present  "loyalty," 
which  means  marching  up  the  hill  one  year  and  down  it  the 
next  at  the  bidding  of  the  Head  Centre,  is  the  necessary 
condition  for  successful  candidature. 

According  to  Dr.  McWalter 

modern  sick  persons  revolt 
against  nauseous  medicines,  and  signify  their  objection 
either  by  leaving  their  doses  untaken  or  by  changing  their 
doctors.  Probably  this  is  true  in  a  large  degree  ;  elegant 
pharmacy  has  made  cowards  of  us  all.  Our  robuster  an- 
cestors preferred  their  physic  to  be  nasty  ;  did  not  believe  in 
it  if  it  was  not.  Think  of  the  enormous  popularity  of  such 
medicines  as  balsam  of  sulphur  and  Dippel's  animal  oil  a 
century  or  two  ago  ;  or  of  the  "  extract  of  all  flowers  "  which 
was  the  euphemism  for  an  infusion  of  cowdung  ;  of  the  multi- 
tude of  medicines  made  from  all  kinds  of  excrements,  oils  of 
frogs  or  of  puppies,  dried  and  powdered  toads,  and  worse 
things  still.  "For  my  vapours,"  wrote  the  fashionable 
Madame  de  Sevigne  to  her  daughter  on  June  13,  1685,  "  I 
take  eight  drops  of  essence  of  urine."  In  living  memory 
brimstone  and  treacle  was  the  standard  medicine  for  child- 
ren, and  black  draught  for  adults.  Twentieth-century 
exquisites  would  hardly  sleep  at  night  with  the  prospect 
of  this  draught  before  them  in  the  morning.  Anaesthetics 
have  made  us  tender  in  regard  to  bodily  pain.  We  can 
hardly  bear  to  read  of  the  tortures  and  martyrdoms  of  the 
Middle  Ages;  we  cannot  conceive  that  we  could  suffer 
them.  .  Every  daily  paper  in  the  land  lifted  up  its  voice  in 
bitter  wading  because  of  a  cold  week  in  April-  our 
Untannic  parents,  with  only  a  coat  of  paint  between'them 
and  the  snow,  perhaps  scarcely  distinguished  between  32° 
and  90  It  is  right  to  be  thankful  for  our  ameliorations, 
nut  they  have  made  us  pitiful  degenerates. 
Goddard's  Drops 

are  always  credited,  or  perhaps  I  should  say 
debited,  to  Jonathan  Goddard,  Gresham  Professor  of 
f nysic  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Royal  Society  It 
Wears  that  the  present  Professor  of  Physic  at  Gresham 
-ouege  supports  this  opinion,  and  he  ought  to  know.  But 
do  not  gather  that  he  has  got  his  information  from

Roll  of  the  College  of  Physicians 

by  Dr.  William  Munk, 
published  by  the  College  in  1878,  the  invention  of  these 
drops  is  expressly  attributed  to  Jonathan  Goddard,  M.D., 
and  it  is  from  this  authoritative  source,  I  believe,  that  the 
"Dictionary  of  National  Biography"  takes  its  facts.  Dr. 
Munk  was  librarian  of  the  College  of  Physicians,  and  had 
access  to  the  best  sources  of  information.  It  must  be  recog- 
nised that  he,  too,  ought  to  have  known.  His  statement  is 
that 

Dr.  [Jonathan]  Goddard  was. a  good  practical  chemist 
and  the  inventor  of  certain  volatile  drops,  the  Guttse 
Goddardianaa  vel  Anglicanas,  as  they  were  termed  on  the 
Continent,  long  in  great  repute,  and  commended  by  Syden- 
ham, who  gave  them  a  preference  over  all  other  volatile 
spirits  whatsoever. 
Let  it  be  remembered  that  Jonathan   Goddard  was  inti- 
mately associated  with  Oliver  Cromwell,  was  his  principal 
physician  during  his  Irish  and  Scotch  campaigns,  was 
appointed  by  the  Protector  Warden  of  Mertcn  College, 
Oxford,  represented  the  University  in  the  "  Little  Parlia- 
ment," and  became  a  member  of  the  Council  of  State.  This 
career  was  not  likely  to  make  him  a  persona  grata  at  Court 
after  the  Restoration.    Dr.  Munk  mentions  besides  a  Dr. 
William  Goddard  who  was  admitted  a  Fellow  of  the  College 
in  1634,  and  informs  us  that  this  gentleman  was  by  vote  of 
his  colleagues  dismissed  from  his  Fellowship  on  Novem- 
ber 23,  lb49, ,  on  the  allegation  that  he  had  been  contu- 
macious by  refusing  to  attend  at  his  place  in  the  College, 
though  repeatedly  summoned  by  the  President  :  Decreto- 
Collegii  societate  locum  amisit.    The  offending  doctor  took 
his  case  to  the  King's  Bench,  but  was  defeated.    He  looks. " 
more  like  the  Goddard  of  the  drops  fame.  Contumacious- 
ness  was  sometimes  a  synonym  for  inventing  a  quack  medi- 
cine. 

Jay  Mack 

is  uncomfortably  modern,  and  not  properly 
reverent  towards  our  cherished  traditions.  Last  week  he 
put  his  profane  finger  on  that  most  respectable  fetish  of 
pharmacy,  our  "personality,"  our  faith  in  which  strikes 
him  as  "smacking  of  conceit."  He  immediately  hedges, 
however,  adding,  "  I  may  be  wrong."  Of  course,  he  is 
wrong.  Proper  recognition  of  the  margin  of  superiority 
which  distinguishes  us  from  the  rest  of  the  world,  and  the 
devotion  of  that  margin  to  the  service  of  our  customers,  is 
philanthropic  perception,  not  conceit.  The  trouble  about 
"  personality  "  as  a  business  asset,  however,  is  that  it  will 
not  take  you  far.  As  soon  as  your  business  grows,  you  try 
to  eliminate  it.  You  take  a  house  in  the  suburbs;'  at  the 
shop  you  leave  the  counter  to  the  assistants,  perhaps  you 
convert  the  business  into  a  company.  Then,  prosperous 
and  content,  comes  the  time  when  you  can  prepare  an  essay 
to  the  next  generation  on  the  importance  of  cultivating  ■ 
"personality"  in  their  business. 


New ^Regulations  affecting  the  importation  of  merchandise

Ebttorial  Comments, 

Industrial  Methylated  Spirit. 

A  General  Order  has  been  issued  recently  by  the  Excise 
authorities  to  their  staff  directing  them  to  obtain  a  return 
of  the  quantities  of  industrial  methylated  spirit  used  by 
each  chemist  or  other  person  authorised  to  use  it,  with 
instructions  to  call  for  a  similar  return  annually  hereafter. 
These  returns  have  now  to  be  obtained  and  forwarded  to 
the  Government  Laboratory  by  May  1,  and  neglect  to 
comply  with  this'  official  demand  will  involve  a  withdrawal 
of  the  official  permission  to  use  industrial  methylated 
spirit.  Last  year  we  drew  attention  to  this  annual  state- 
ment, with  a  view  to  care  being  exercised  in  its  com- 
pilation lest  the  inadvertent  admission  of  any  sup- 
plemental use  in  photography  or  any  manner  other  than 
that  sanctioned  might  involve  the  user  in  much  question- 
ing by  the  authorities.  There  is  reason  to  suppose  that 
the  warning  has  not  been  sufficiently  heeded,  and  though 
this  year  instances  of  delay  have  come  to  light  in  making 
the  required  return,  the  recent  action  of  Somerset  House 
in  proceeding  against  a  firm  of  chemists  for  a  technical 
infringement  of  the  regulations  is  sufficient  warning  to 
chemists   of   their   duties    and   responsibilities  in  this

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respect.  The  Excise  authorities  apparently  feel  them- 
selves to  be  on  thin  ice  over  this  usage  of  a  purer  spirit, 
and  the  surveying  examiners  are  specially  instructed  that 
they  must  satisfy  themselves  that  the  regulations  govern- 
ing the  use  of  industrial  methylated  spirit  are  strictly  ob- 
served. The  only  latitude  as  to  the  precise  limits  of  use 
allowed  is  in  the  case  of  public  analysts  and  other 
analytical  and  consulting  chemists  of  recognised  standing, 
the  multifarious  nature  of  whose  work  prevents  the  ap- 
plication of  a  hard-and-fast  rule.  Whether  the  particulars 
entered  by  chemists  on  these  forms  are  handed  on  to  the 
income-tax  branch  or  not  we  cannot  say,  but  the 
volume  of  the  trade  done  by  a  brewer,  distiller, 
tobacco-manufacturer,  and,  probably,  licensed  methylator 
is  so  treated ;  and  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
Inland  Revenue  Department  is  not  a  department  that 
exists  exactly  for  the  sake  of  benefiting  trade.  Excise 
officials  mean  to  have  a  yearly  overhauling,  which  will 
necessitate  an  annual  scrutiny  on  the  part  of  the  trade  ; 
and  we  repeat  that  all  who  have  the  authority  should  be 
most  particular  in  regard  to  what  they  do  with  the  in- 
dustrial spirit,  as  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  the 
recent  prosecution  is  intended  to  be  a  general  warning. 


Doctors  as  Physic-suppliers. 

another  interesting  question  is  at  present  causing  some 
stir  in  Lancashire.  It  bears  directly  upon  the  question 
of  dispensing  by  medical  practitioners,  and  the  legality  of 
their  charging  for  medicines.  The  question  arose  in  the 
following  manner  :  At  Ulverston  County  Court  last  week 
Mr.  R.  H.  Beardsley,  L.R.C.P.  and  S.E.,  L.F.I.S.G.,  of 
Grange,  sued  Mr.  Willan,  of  Holme  Island,  for  80/.  17.?.  6d. 
for  medical  attendance  and  medicine  supplied.  In  the 
course  of  the  hearing  plaintiff  stated  that  he  is  not  licentiate 
of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries,  and  Judge  Steavenson,  in 
giving  judgment,  said  he  did  not  consider  the  degrees  held 
by  Dr.  Beardsley  entitled  him  to  charge  for  medicines,  and 
that  part  of  the  claim  must  come  out.  A  sum  of  50?.  had 
been  paid  in  court,  and  a  verdict  was  given  for  plaintiff 
for  13/.  18s.  6d.  Thereupon  a  Lancaster  paper,  in  com- 
menting upon  the  case,  remarked  that 

the  present  method  of  most  doctors  supplying  medicines 
to  their  own  patients  is  surely  the  best,  because  they  can 
see  to  the  purity  and  excellence  of  the  drugs  used  and  the 
medicines  are  also  made  up  by  themselves  or  under  their 
direction. 

Lancaster  chemists  at  once  took  this  point  up  and 
declared  that  the  paragraph  is  misleading.  They  said  that 
chemists  and  not  doctors  are  the  men  who  are  competent 
to  dispense  and  compound  medicines,  being  specially 
trained  and  examined  for  that  very  purpose,  whereas  the 
training  of  doctors  in  this  particular  branch  of  the  pro- 
fession is  merely  nominal.  It  is  quite  as  unreasonable, 
they  said,  to  expect  doctors  to  be  experts  in  drugs  and 
medicines  as  it  is  for  chemists  to  be  experts  in  physiology 
and  therapeutics.  In  France  and  other  Continental 
countries,  doctors  are  not  allowed  to  dispense  medicines 
except  in  certain  cases,  these  countries  recognising,  they 
argued,  that  it  is  against  public  policy  for  the  person  who 
signs  the  death  certificate  to  also  supply  medicines;  in 
other  words,  the  chemist  is  a  check  on  the  doctor  and  the 
doctor  on  the  chemist.  And  it  is  done  not  for  the  benefit 
of  the  doctor  or  chemist,  but  for  the  safety  of  the  patient. 

Our  Lancashire  friends  are  probably  right  in  saying  that 
it  would  be  "  a  great  step  in  the  advancement  of  medical 
science"  if  physicians  gave  up  dispensing  medicines,  and 
if  Judge  Steavenson's  interpretation  of  the  law  be  right 
a  big  step  towards  that  desirable  consummation  would  be 


made.  But  we  are  afraid  his  Honour  has  overlooked 
Section  6  of  the  Medical  Act,  1886,  which  is  as  follows  : 

On  and  after  the  appointed  day  [in  June  1887. — Editor] 
a  registered  medical  practitioner  shall,  save  as  in  this  Act 
mentioned,  be  entitled  to  practise  medicine,  surgery,  and 
midwifery  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  (subject  to  any 
local  law)  in  any  other  part  of  her  Majesty's  dominions,  . 
and  to  recover  in  due  course  of  law  in  respect  of  such 
•practice  any  expenses,  charges  in  respect  of  medicaments  or 
other  appliances,  or  any  fees  to  which  he  may  be  entitled, 
unless  he  is  a  Fellow  of  a  college  of  physicians,  the  Fellows 
of  which  are  prohibited  by  by-law  from  recovering  at  law 
their  expenses,  charges,  or  fees,  in  which  case  such  pro- 
hibitory by-law.  so  long  as  it  is  in  force,  may  be  pleaded  in 
bar  of  any  legal  proceedings  instituted  by  such  Fellow  for 
the  recovery  of  expenses,  charges,  or  fees. 

Dr.  Beardsley  is  a  registered  medical  practitioner  and 
not  a  fellow  of  a  college  of  physicians,  so  that  he  has  the 
right  to  sue  for  medicines.  Accordingly,  there  is  no  hope, 
as  far  as  we  can  judge  from  the  report,  that  last  week's 
decision  is  one  which  can  be  sustained,  or  which  can  have 
general  influence  in  stopping  the  existing  practice. 


Chemists'  Privileges. 

Another  example  of  the  advantages  of  being  a  registered 
chemist  is  reported  in  this  issue,  where  a  Bradford  retailer 
who  is  not  a  chemist  and  druggist  (although  many  daily 
papers  said  so)  has  been  prosecuted  for  selling  quinine- 
wines  without  a  wine-licence.  The  prosecution  was  under- 
taken by  the  police,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  police 
authorities  in  other  centres  will  also  take  the  matter  up. 
The  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  qualifying  are  not 
confined  to  the  privileges  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 
and  it  is  for  registered  men  to  make  the  most  of  what 
they  have. 

Chlorodyne  Lozenges. 

There  is  trouble  still  in  the  Nelson  district  about  the 
sale  of  chlorodyne  lozenges,  and  much  correspondence  in 
local  papers.  A  "  lozenge  hand  "  complains  bitterly  of  the 
agitation  which  jeopardises  the  living  of  so  many  people — 
i.e.,  those  who  make  the  lozenges,  not  those  who  take  them 
— and  he  complains  that  "  there  is  now  on  foot  an  agitation 
to  compel  small  traders  to  take  out  a  drug-licence  before 
they  can  retail  chlorodynes."  This  is  interesting,  for 
chlorodyne  or  anything  called  chlorodyne  is  technically 
liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty,  which  means  that  it  can  only 
be  sold  by  a  chemist  or  licensed  patent-medicine  vendor. 
The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  in  1886  intimated  that  liability 
to  medicine  stamp-duty  would  not  be  incurred  by  using  a 
label  worded  "  Chlorodyne.  Dose  for  a  grown  person,  from 
15  to  30  drops  in  water."  This  is  a  concession  which  does 
not  do  away  with  the  licence  where  it  is  necessary.  The 
question  of  the  sale  of  chlorodyne  lozenges  is,  in  this 
connection,  a  subtle  one,  and  we  are  not  prepared  to  say 
that  the  title  is  per  se.  entirely  outside  the  Board's  ruling 
as  regards  chlorodyne.  The  law  takes  no  cognisance  of 
composition  in  such  matters.  Whether  a  thing  is  or  is  not 
what  it  is  said  to  be  is  immaterial  to  its  dutiability ;  but  it 
is  not  desirable  to  force  confectioners  into  the  patent-medi- 
cine business. 

A  Point  for  the  Committee. 

When  Mr.  Middleton,  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  gave 
evidence  before  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Bill  he  stated,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Idris,  that  one 
reason  why  the  Board  recommended  three  dips  free  from 
arsenic  was  the  restrictive  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
as  regards  arsenic.    Another  reason  he  did  not  mention  is 
stated  in  the  Board's  leaflet  on  sheep-scab,  where  it  is 
remarked  with  reference  to  preparations  containing  arsenic  : 
The  possible  danger  to  human  beings  attendant  upon  the 
preparation  of  such  dips  renders  it  advisable  that  they 
should  be  compounded  by  qualified  persons  only. 

It  seems  advisable  to  have  this  point  brought  before  the 
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Committee  once  more.  Danger  to  human  beings  is  the  main 
issue,  and  it  occurs  right  up  to  the  time  that  the  preparations 
are  used  by  the  dippers,  therefore  there  should  be  no  lapse 
in  the  seliing  of  them  because  makers  kick  at  the  legal 
precautions  placed  between  them  and  the  public  in  dis- 
tributing such  dangerous  articles.

Solution  of  carmine    6  fl.  dr. 

Simple  elixir,  sufficient,  to  make      ...     40  fl.  oz. 
Dissolve  the  salts  in  24  fl.  oz.  of  simple  elixir  by  trituration, 
add  the  tincture  of  nux  vomica  and  solution  of  carmine  and 
sufficient  simple  elixir  to  make  40  fl.  oz.    Filter  if  necessary. 
Elixir  Viburni  Compositum. 

Fluid  extract  of  hydrastis    I3  fl.  oz. 

Fluid  extract  of  viburnum  opulus     ...       3  fl.  oz. 

Fluid  extract  of  Scutellaria    1^  fl.  oz. 

Fluid  extract  of  mitchella  repens     ...       1^  fl.  oz. 

Aromatic  syrup  of  liquorice    6  fl.  oz. 

Aromatic  elixir,  sufficient  to  make  ...     40  fl.  oz. 
Mix  the  fluid  extracts,  then  add  the  aromatic  syrup  of 
liquorice,  and  agitate,  then  add  the  aromatic  elixir.  Filter 
through  paper  sprinkled  with  talcum,  if  necessary.

Dissolve  the  soluble  ferric  phosphate  in 
3j  fl.  oz.  of  water,  and  add  this,  under  stirring,  to  the  mixture, 
and  follow  with  sufficient  water  to  make  10  fl.  oz.

Sodium  bicarbonate    10  grains 

Oil  of  coriander   15  minims 

Oil  of  aniseed   ...       ...       ...     20  minims 

Alcohol  (95-per-cent.)    1  oz. 

Glycerin    24  oz. 

Distilled  water  (boiling)    100  oz. 

Mix  the  cascara,  liquorice,  and  magnesia  thoroughly,  and 
moisten  thoroughly  with  the  water,  stirring  well.  Place  the 
mixture  in  a  suitable,  well-covered  container,  and  macerate 
for  twenty-four  hours,  then  pack  moderately  tight  in  a  perco- 
lator, and  percolate  with  boiling  water  until  exhausted. 
Evaporate  the  percolate  over  a  water-bath  (or  steam-bath) 
until  it  measures  54  fl.  oz.  Dissolve  the  gluside  in  1  fl.  oz.  of 
water  with  the  aid  of  the  sodium  bicarbonate.  Dissolve  the 
oils  in  the  alcohol,  and  mix  both  solutions  with  the  glycerin, 
then  add  the  concentrated  percolate,  and  shake  thoroughly.

Statistics  were  given  as  to  the  number  of  women  chemists 
employed  in  various  positions,  some  60  per  cent,  or  moie 
being  connected  with  institutions,  while  the_  rest  are  in 
business,  dispensing  for  doctors,  or  employed  in  analytical 
work,  etc.  The  average  salary  in  institutions  appears  to 
be  about  70Z.  indoors,  or  118?.  outdoors,  the  latter  usually 
with  dinner  and  tea.  As  regards  prospects  ot  suc- 
cess in  business,  several  women  employed  in  it  are 
convinced  that  an  opening  for  others  lies  in  this  direc- 
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tion.  Miss  Buchanan  insisted  strongly  on  the  need 
of  care  in  the  selection  of  apprentices  and  suffi- 
cient training  under  qualified  persons,  and  on  an  in- 
creased esprit  cle  corps  among  women  and  loyalty  to  their 
brother  pharmacists.  She  suggested  the  desirability  of 
co-operation  in  business,  in  education,  in  protection,  and 
for  a  combined  pension  scheme.  The  paper  was  followed 
by  an  interesting  discussion  on  the  desirability  of  women 
taking  up  a  business  life,  the  competition  of  unregistered 
persons,  and  germane  topics. 


Cheltenham  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

A  VERY  successful  whist-drive  and  social  gathering  was 
held  at  the  Oriental  Cafe,  Cheltenham,  on  April  28. 
Among  the  twenty-five  guests  present  were  Mr.  John 
Fletcher  and  Mr.  W.  Barron.

Mr.  Northey  then  delivered  his  valedictory 
address,  briefly  reviewing  the  work  of  the  thirty-first 
session  He  commented  upon  the  satisfactory  nature  of  the 
work  done,  but  regretted  that  some  of  the  ideals  which  he 


had  set  up  at  the  outset  had  not  been  realised,  specially  men- 
tioning the  absence  of  increase  in  new  members,  which  he 
particularly  regretted.  He  also  thought  the  discussions 
following  the  papers  read  left  much  room  for  improve- 
ment.

Nottingham  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  Annual  General  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Mikado 
Cafe,  Nottingham,  on  "Wednesday,  May  6,  Mr.  R.  Fitz- 
Hugh,  J. P.  (President),  in  the  chair.  There  were  also 
present  :  Messrs.  C.  F.  Carr  ^"ice-President),  A.  Middle- 
ton  (Hon.  Treasurer),  W.  Gill  and  E.  E.  H.  Turton  (Hon.

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Association,  which  was  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  W.  Gill,  stated  that  the  work  of  the  Associa- 
tion had  been  carried  on  quietly  but  effectively.  The 
Association  concluded  its  fortieth  year  in  December,  and 
the  account  of  the  work  done  during  the  session  showed 
that  it  is  not  qualifying  for  an  old-age  pension.  Mr.  Carr, 
in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said  that  the  great 
drawback  of  the  Association  was  the  tremendous  apathy 
they  had  to  face,  but  it  was  gratifying  to  find  that  the 
membership  was  increasing.

Auditors,  Messrs.  C.  A.  Bolton  and  S.  H.  Plattin.  A  vote 
of  thanks  to  Mr.  Bolton  for  his  lengthy  period  of  service 
on  the  Council  was  heartily  passed.  Mr.  Bolton  has  at  dif- 
ferent periods  during  the  last  forty  years  filled  all  the 
important  offices  in  the  Association,  and  he  expressed  a 
desire  to  withdraw  from  the  Council.  Mr.  W.  S.  Adamson 
and  Mr.  A.  Middleton  were  elected  delegates  to  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  Aberdeen. 


Cambridge  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Lecture  Theatre  of  the  Uni- 
versity Medical  Schools  on  Wednesday,  April  29,  at  9  p.m., 
Mr.  Bernhard  S.  Campkin  (President)  in  the  chair,  the 
occasion  being  a  lecture  by  Dr.  G.  H.  F.  Nuttall,  F.R.S., 
Quick  Professor  of  Biology,  on 

Pathogenic  Protozoa  and  Their  Carriers. 
There  was  a  good  audience,  including  several  medical 
men  and  gentlemen  engaged  in  public  work  in  the  town. 
Professor  Nuttall  described  the  evil  effects  and  world- 
wide distribution  of  malaria,  now  almost  extinct  in  Great 
Britain,  but  it  occurs  in  many  parts  of  Europe,  and  espe- 
cially in  tropical  and  sub-tropical  countries.  In  Italy 
there  are  almost  two  million  cases  a  year,  including  over 
16,000  deaths.  In  Greece  half  of  the  population  suffers 
from  malaria,  and  6.000  deaths  occur  annually.  In  India 
malaria  causes  six  times  as  many  deaths  as  cholera,  and 
about  40  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  among  whites.  In  Africa 
there  are  places  in  the  Gambia  and  Congo  where  80  to 
100  per  cent,  of  the  children  and  60  to  70  per 
cent,  of  the  adult  indigeneous  population  suffer 
from  malaria.  After  discussing  the  nature  of  the  malaria 
parasites  and  their  relation  to  the  attacks  of  fever,  Pro- 
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fessor  Nuttall,  by  means  of  lantern-slides,  described  the 
species  of  mosquitos  which  transmit  malaria,  and  showed 
pictures  of  the  localities  in  which  they  breed  in  tropical 
countries.  The  life  cycle  of  the  parasite  in  man  and  the 
mosquito  was  outlined,  and  familiar  methods  of  preven- 
tion and  cure  were  also  referred  to.  The  lecturer  then 
discussed  the  malaria-like  diseases  of  animals  due  to 
protozoal  parasites,  the  Piroplasniata.  In  the  United 
States  alone  the  annual  losses  due  to  red  water  or  Texas 
fever  in  cattle  have  been  estimated  at  eight  millions 
sterling. 

The  lecture  was  greatly  appreciated  and  closely  followed 
by  those  present.  At  the  close,  on  the  proposition  of  Mr. 
E.  S.  Peck,  M.A.,  Professor  Nuttall  was  heartily  thanked. 


North  Staffs  Chemists'  Association. 

A  SrECiAL  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Roebuck  Hotel,  Stoke- 
on-Trent,  on  Thursday,  April  30,  Mr.  Edmund  Jones 
(President)  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Messrs. 
J.  Averill  (Stafford),  Allison  and  Tipper  (Stoke),  Charles 
and  Fernley  (Burslem),  Edge  (Wolstanton),  Bates  (N.S. 
Infirmary),  Corner  and  Burrell  (Hanley),  Challinor  and 
Kemp  (Eenton),  and  E.  Mellor  (Uttoxeter). 

Pharmacy  Legislation  was  the  principal  business  of  the 
meeting,  and  the  President  explained  the  proposals  of  the 
Government  Bill  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  measure, 
pointing  out  the  dangers  ahead  to  chemists  as  regards  the 
former,  and  emphatically  stating  that  no  case  had  yet  been 
made  out  for  departing  from  the  principle  of  the  1868  Act-- 
viz.,  qualification  of  the  vendor.  He  hoped  every  effort 
would  be  made  to  defeat  Clause  2  of  the  Government  Bill 
when  it  reached  the  House  of  Commons.  Mr.  Jones  also 
spoke  on  the  question  of  the  individual  title,  and  as  strongly 
advocated  a  fight  for  that  to  take  the  form  cf  petitions  to 
Parliament,  it  being  unjust,  in  his  opinion,  to  filch  the 
chemist  of  the  result  of  his  personal  efforts  and  expense 
in  qualifying  as  the  law  demands. — Mr.  Charles  supported 
the  President's  views  in  regard  to  the  facilities  existing  in 
all  parts  of  the  country  (including  Ireland — and  he  spoke 
from  experience  there)  for  obtaining  agricultural  and  hor- 
ticultural poisons  through  legal  hands. — Mr.  J.  B.  Blades 
considered  the  title  question  to  be  the  most  serious  one,  and 
commended  the  President's  idea  of  petitions. — Mr.  John 
Averill,  J. P.,  also  spoke,  saying  that  there  is  no  difficulty 
in  any  part  of  the  country  in  obtaining  agricultural  prepara- 
tions through  chemists.  He  agreed  that  it  would  be  most 
serious  if  the  use  of  individual  titles  by  corporate  bodies 
were  further  legalised.    He  moved — 

That  this  meeting  expresses  a  desire  that  petitions  should 
be  obtained  from  the  chemists,  doctors,  dentists,  and 
coroners  in  the  various  districts  of  the  country  and  sent  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  be  tabulated  and  presented 
by  them  to  Parliament  in  support  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill, 
that  the  Poisons  Bill  now  before  Parliament  is  an  injustice 
to  the  qualified  chemists,  and  that  the  sale  of  poisons  should 
be  confined  in  the  interests  of  the  public  to  those  yvho  are 
qualified  to  deal  in  them  as  hitherto,  and  that  the  titles  which 
have  been  sanctioned  by  Parliament  should  be  confined  to 
those  who  have  passed  the  examination  required  by  Act 
of  Parliament. 

The  President  said  he  had  some  time  ago  an  interesting 
interview  with  Mr.  John  Ward,  M.P.  for  Stoke-on-Trent, 
who  promised  his  support  to  the  chemists. 

Mr.  Allison  seconded  Mr.  Averill's  resolution,  and  it  was 
supported  by  Mr.  Mellor  and  Mr.  Tipper.  It  was  carried 
unanimously,  and  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  President, 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  Mr.  T.  C.  Cornwell,  Mr.  Charles,  and 
Mr.  Bates,  was  appointed  to  deal  with  it. 

Congratulations  were,  on  the  motion  of  the  President, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Averill,  extended  to  Mr.  T.  Bentley 
(Secretary)  and  Mr.  A.  G.  Cope  (Tunstall)  on  their  mar- 
riages, every  good  wish  being  expressed  for  their  happiness. 


Society  of  Chemist-Opticians. 

The  fourth  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  on 
May  6  at  the  Royal  Horticultural  Hall,  Vincent  Square, 
London,  S.W.  There  was  a  good  attendance,  and  several 
lady  members  were  present,  although  they  refrained  from 
participating  in  the  discussion.  The  chair  was  occupied 
by  Mr.  W.  H.  Crosland  (Vice-President),  and  the  first 


business  was  a  resolution  of  sympathy  with  Mr.  Julius 
Caesar  (the  President),  who  is  ill. 

The  Annual  Report,  which  was  taken  as  read  (see 
0.  da  D.,  May  2,  p.  683),  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Financial  Statement. — The  Treasurer  (Mr.  Bunker, 
Twickenham)  submitted  the  financial  statement.  This 
showed  the  income  during  the  past  year  to  have  amounted 
to  83/.  12s.  6d.  After  meeting  all  claims,  a  surplus  of 
11/.  3«.  5rf.  was  carried  forward. 

Council  Election. — The  Chairman  intimated  that  the 
following  gentlemen  had  been  elected  members  of  the 
Council  :  Messrs.  F.  S.  Horsey,  R.  Tocher,  J.  R.  Cornish, 
G.  Vogt,  H.  W.  Colley,  F.  Cherry,  and  W.  Maskew. 

Using  the  Society's  Name. — In  terms  of  notice  pre- 
viously given,  Mr.  Alf.  Higgs,  J.P.  (Kingston-on-Thames), 
on  behalf  of  Mr.  D.  S.  Bennett  (Cahirciveen,  Ireland), 
proposed — 

That  the  following  rule  be,  and  is  hereby,  rescinded: 
"  Membership  of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians  shall 
not  be  used  for  any  business  purposes  whatever." 
In  support  of  this  proposition,  Mr.  Higgs  argued  that 
the  retention  of  the  rule  was  a  deterrent  to  an  increase  in 
the  membership  of  the  Society.  The  rules,  he  said,  were 
drawn  up  by  a  committee  of  twenty-nine  members,  the 
majority  of  whom  were  members  of  the  Spectacle  Makers' 
Company.  The  word  "  Chemist-Optician,"  he  contended, 
could  be  used  by  anybody. 

Mr.  S.  Escritt,  Streatham,  formally  seconded  the  pro- 
position in  order  to  open  discussion.  Mr.  Bunker  objected 
to  the  proposition.  The  Hon.  Secretary  also  opposed  it. 
Mr.  Higgs  replied  to  the  objections,  and  on  a  show  of  hands 
his  proposal  was  defeated  by  ten  votes  to  three. 

The  Annual  Subscription. — Alterations  of  the  rules 
relating  to  the  amounts  of  the  annual  subscriptions  payable 
by  members,  associates,  or  assistants  were  proposed  by  the 
Hon.  Secretary.  The  effect  of  these  was  that  each  member 
should  pay  an  annual  subscription  of  7s.  6d.,  due  on  or 
before  January  1  of  each  year,  instead  of  5s.  as  formerly, 
and  that  those  whese  subscription  remained  unpaid  on 
March  31  should  forfeit  their  right  to  all  benefits  from 
the  Society.  Mr.  Higgs  proposed  to  defer  the  matter  for 
a  year,  and  Mr.  Spouse  seconded ;  but  on  a  show  of  hands 
the  amendment  was  defeated  by  fifteen  to  three,  and  the 
Secretary's  motion  became  the  finding  of  the  meeting. 

Votes  of  thanks  were  accorded  to  the  Chainnan  and  the 
Hon.  Secretary. 

Syllabus  of  the  Spectacle  Makers'  Company. 
In  the  course  of  a  paper  read  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  at 
a  conference  of  the  members  held  subsequent  to  the  annual 
meeting,  the  Hon.  Secretary  gave  an  interesting  history  of 
the  Spectacle  Makers'  Company,  and  followed  it  up  by  stat- 
ing that  in  future  the  examinations  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Company  would  be  altered.  After  a  preliminary 
examination  a  man  would  have  a  chance  of  deciding 
whether  he  should  qualify  in  sight-testing,  in  advanced 
optics,  or  in  the  making  of  scientific  instruments.  He  ako 
gave  details  of  the  new  syllabus  arranged. 

Mr.  Lovelock  (Wales)  regarded  it  as  a  mistake  that  it 
should  be  made  essential  that  a  candidate  should  be 
eighteen  years  of  age  before  being  allowed  to  enter  for 
the  preliminary  examination. 
The  meeting  then  closed. 


A  Council-meeting  was  afterwards  held.  There  were 
present  Messrs.  A.  Higgs,  J.P.  (in  the  chair),  C  J.  G, 
Bunker,  G.  Curtis,  R.  Blanchford,  and  the  Hon.  Secretary.

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COUNCIL-MEETING. 


WEDNESDAY'S  meeting  of  the  Council  was  long  drawn 
out,  the  chief  item  being  a  report  on  work  to  be  done 
in  the  Major  Laboratory.  This  part  of  the  building  is  to 
be  considerably  altered  and  refitted.  Eventually  the 
Council  sanctioned  the  report,  which  involves  the  expendi- 
ture of  about  700/.  The  work  is  to  be  commenced  at 
once,  and  will  be  completed  by  September.  Grants 
amounting  to  124/.  were  made  from  the  Benevolent  Fund. 
The  results  of  the  Council  prize  competition  were  an- 
nounced, the  Pereira  medal  being  taken  by  Miss  G.  H. 
Wren  and  the  silver  medal  by  Mr.  G.  F.  Morrell.  Miss 
Wren  has  also  obtained  three  silver  medals  in  the  Major 
course  examinations  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  while  two 
other  silver  medals  have  also  fallen  to,  the  share  of  Mr. 
Morrell.  In  connection  with  the  Minor  course  at  the 
school  it  should  be  noted  that  in  future  students  will 
not  be  required  to  enter  for  the  full  ten  months'  course 
if  they  can  produce  evidence  that  they  have  acquired 
scientific  knowledge  in  some  of  the  subjects  at  local 
schools.  Some  alterations  in  the  regulations  for  registra- 
tion of  pharmaceutical  students  were  made  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  two  Boards  of  Examiners,  who  have 
been  considering  the  question.  These  are  chiefly  in  the 
direction  of  giving  the  Council  a  wider  discretion  as  to 
the  certificates  that  can  be  accepted  as  evidence  of  general 
knowledge.  Towards  the  end  of  the  agenda  Mr.  R.  A. 
Robinson,  ex- President,  came  into  the  room,  and  the 
Council  at  once  adjourned  for  lunch.  The  chief  business 
on  resuming  was  the  consideration  of  the  annual  report, 
which,  as  finally  passed,  is  printed  on  page  717. 


The  monthly  Council  meeting  was  held  on  May  6  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London.  W.C.  There  were  pre- 
sent the  President  (Mr.  J.  R.  Young),  the  Vice-President 
(Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington),  the  Treasurer  (Mr.  Walter  Hills), 
and  Messrs.  C.  B.  Allen,  A.  S.  Campkin,  M.  Carteighe, 
W.  G.  Cross,  W.  L.  Currie,  R.  L.  Gifford,  A.  Hagon, 
J.  Harrison,  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  C.  J.  Park,  P.  F. 
Rowsell,  A.  Southall,  C.  Symes,  E.  White,  and  A.  C. 
Wootton. 

Some  delay  at  starting  was  caused  by  the  fact  that  the 
councillors  were  in  another  room  inspecting  the  plans  of 
alterations  to  the  laboratories,  to  which  reference  will  be 
made  later  on  in  this  report. 

Death  of  Mr.  Hawkes. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  having  been  con- 
firmed, the  President  referred  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Richard 
Hawkes,  of  Stratford-on-Avon,  who  had  filled  the  position 
of  divisional  secretary  and  had  also  been  Mayor  of  Strat- 
ford. 

Dr.  Attfield  wrote  thanking  the  Council  for  their  ex- 
pressions of  sympathy  with  him  on  the  death  of  his  son. 

The  President  mentioned  that  three  councillors — Mr. 
Gibson,  Mr.  Hobbs,  and  Mr.  Storrar — were  away  owing 
to  ill-health,  but  they  all  were  convalescent. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 

A  number  of  members  and  student-associates  were 
elected  and  many  restored  to  their  previous  positions  in 
the  Society.  Two  names  were  restored  to  the  register  of 
Chemists  and  Druggists,  the  customary  declarations  and 
fees  being  forthcoming. 

Finance. 

The  Vice-President  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report

The  Vice-President  having  called  attention  to  special 
donations  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  (Pharmacy  Club  10 
guineas,  Grimsby  Chemists'  Hockey  Club  16s.,  Chemists' 
Assistants'  Association  15s.  6c/.),  the  report  of  the  Finance 
Committee  was  adopted. 

Benevolence. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  taken 
in  committee,  after  which 

Mr.  Cross,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  stated 
that  grants  amounting  to  124/.  were  recommended  to  be 
made.  He  referred  to  a  pathetic  case  of  a  widow  who 
died  while  the  Committee  were  considering  her  case,  and 
stated  that  the  Fund  had  nevertheless  been  able  to  render 
assistance  to  two  daughters  of  the  poor  woman.  Mr. 
Cross  also  asked  for  votes  and  interest  on  behalf  of 
Richard  Ambrose  Reeves,  who  is  a  candidate  for  the 
London  Orphan  Asylum,  Watford.  The  boy  is  eight 
years  of  age ;  his  father,  a  chemist,  died  at  Norwich  in 
1903. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

L.,  M.,  S.,  and  H.  Report. 
The  report  of  the  Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House 
Committee  was  next  taken.  This  report,  which  was  a 
very  lengthy  document,  referred  to  the  following  matters. 
Mr.  S.  Lloyd  Stacey  presented  the  Society  with  an  old 
cabinet  of  materia  medica  specimens,  for  which  a  letter  of 
thanks  was  ordered  to  be  sent.  The  Advisory  Board 
of  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Service  were  also  thanked 
for  presenting  a  collection  of  750  specimens  of  Indian, 
Chinese,  and  West  African  drugs  which  had  been  in  use 
at  Netley  Hospital.  The  Curator  was  also  authorised  to 
purchase  a  collection  of  Chilian  medicinal  plants  from  Mr. 
P.  M.  Middleton,  F.L.S.  Messrs.  Parkinson's  account 
for  25/.  6s.  was  approved.

Both  Professor  A.  W.  Crossley  and  Professor  H.  G. 
"Greenish  remarked  on  the  excellent  work  of  Miss  Wren 
and  Mr.  Morrell. 

A  further  portion  of  the  report  dealt  with  the  hours  oi 
closing  the  Society's  promises. 

A  special  report  on  the  school,  with  recommendations 
on  the  report,  was  separately  dealt  with  by  the  Treasurer. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  on  April  29, 
when  an  application  was  considered  from  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  for  permission  to  use  the  Materia  Medica 
Laboratory  on  June  3  for  the  purpose  of  holding  an  oral 
■examination  for  naval  dispensers.  It  was  recommended 
that  permission  be  given.  The  Redwood  Scholarship  hav- 
ing been  applied  for  by  Miss  Wren,  the  Committee  recom- 
n.  ended  the  Council  to  appoint  her  the  Scholar. 

Laboratory  Alterations. 
The  Treasurer,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the.  report, 
first  referred  to  the  prize  awards,  and  then  in  detail  to 
the  alterations  proposed  to  be  made  in  the  Major  Labora- 
tory. It  appears  that  the  sub-committee  which  was  ap- 
pointed last  year  to  go  into  the  question  of  school  organisa- 
tion met  several  times  in  the  autumn  and  considered  the 
matter  under  three  headings  :  (1)  administration,  (2)  edu- 
cational policy,  and  (3)  structural  improvements.  The 
first  item,  which  dealt  with  the  relations  between  the  secre- 
tarial and  the  teaching  staff,  was  disposed  of  at  the  March 
'Council  meeting.  In  regard  to  the  educational  policy,  this 
referred  to  the  question  of  admitting  Minor  students  to 
'the  School  for  a  shorter  period  than  ten  months.  A  course 
of  ten  months  has  hitherto  been  insisted  on,  but  the  Com- 
mittee recommend  that,  having  regard  to  the  increased 
facilities  for  teaching  that  are  now  available  in  the  country 
and  with  a  view  to  encournging  apprentices  to  undergo 
.systematic  study  during  their  pupilage,  the  Dean  be  em- 
powered to  receive  students  for  shorter  periods  on  being- 
satisfied  that  they  possess  a  certain  knowledge  of  some  sub- 
jects. Mr.  Hills  explained  at  some  length  the  reasons  for 
-coming  to  this  conclusion,  adding  that  the  Committee 
wished  it  to  be  clearly  understood  that  they  had  no  sym- 
pathy with  cramming,  but  wished  to  encourage  students  to 
work  at  scientific  subjects  during  apprenticeship.  Mr.  Hills 
next  referrec1  to  the  question  of  structural  alterations  in 
the  Major  Laboratory.  He  gave  many  particulars  of  the 
unsatisfactory  state  of  the  present  laboratory,  which 
was  constructed  between  1860  and  1862,  and  had  had 
very  little  done  to  it  since.  It  is  necessary  that  the  Society 
should  put  the  laboratory  in  a  position  to  compare  favour- 
ably with  similar  establishments,  so  that  the  work  of 
students  and  examination  candidates  can  be  carried  out 
with  the  least  possible  loss  of  time.  In  considering  the 
■question  of  what  alterations  should  be  done,  the  Com- 
mittee had  to  consider  how  much  could  be  done  in  the 
present  condition  of  the  Society's  finances.  A  surveyor  was 
brought  in  to  draw  up  the  specifications  in  conjunction  with 
Professor  Crossley,  and  estimates  were  obtained  from  four 
firms,  the  tender  of  Messrs.  Parkinson  for  647/.  being  re- 
•commended  for  acceptance  by  the  Council.  The  work, 
which  includes  raising  the.  floor  sixteen  to  seventeen  inches, 
providing  thirty-six  benches  with  sinks,  building  a  new 
"balance-room,  and  installing  the  electric  light,  is  to  be 
completed  by  September  5,  uncler  a  penalty  of  21.  a  day. 
Mr.  Hills  spoke  very  highly  of  the  help  given  by  Professor 
■Crossley,  who  has  promised  to  superintend  the  progress  of 
the  work. 

Mr.  Harrington,  seconding  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
said  he  was  satisfied  that  the  plans  had  been  cut  down 


to  the  utmost  limits  and  that  nothing  less  than  the  scheme 
proposed  would  be  of  any  use. 

Mr.  Hagon,  referring  to  the  short  course  for  the  Minor, 
raised  the  question  as  to  how  the  Dean  would  satisfy  him- 
self as  to  the  students'  knowledge.  It  would  be  incon- 
venient for  country  students  to  have  to  come  to  London  on 
the  chance  of  being  admitted  to  the  School.  He  suggested 
that  a  certificate  from  the  local  technical  school  should  be 
accepted  as  evidence  of  training. 

The  Treasurer  said  the  regulations  did  not  make  it 
essential  that  the  student  should  come  up  to  London. 

Mr.  Eowsell  made  a  similar  suggestion  to  that  of  Mr. 
Hagon. 

Mr.  Harrison  was  of  opinion  that  the  Society's  labora- 
tory must  be  the  best  of  its  kind  and  serve  as  a  model  for 
such  institutions. 

Mr.  Gifford  and  Mr.  Campkin  also  spoke,  and 
Mr.  Carteighe  made  it  clear  that  although  the  Dean 
might  require  to  examine  a  student  to  find  out  the  extent 
of  his  knowledge,  it  did  not  follow  that  he  would  neces- 
sarily do  so. 

Mr.  Cross  and  Dr.  Symes  also  made  some  remarks,  the 
latter  emphasising  the  fact  that  the  Society  spends  30/. 
to  40.'.  on  each  student  who  enters  for  the  ten 
months'  course,  over  and  above  the  fees  paid.  He  added 
that  if  a  scheme  for  dividing  the  Minor  had  been  working 
the  certificate  of  having  passed  the  first  part  could  have 
been  accepted  as  proof  of  sufficient  knowledge  to  enable 
the  student  to  enter  for  a  shortened  course  of  study. 

Mr.  Southall  asked  whether  a  mass  of  brickwork  shown 
in  the  plans  (on  the  table)  could  not  be  removed,  but 

The  Treasurer  said  the  suggestion  was  impracticable. 

The  report  was  then  adopted  and  the  necessary  authority 
given  to  use  the  Society's  seal  on  the  contract. 

Jacob  Bell  Scholarships. 
Mr.  Hagon  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  entries  for  the 
Jacob  Bell  Scholarships  must  be  made  on  or  before  June  1, 
and  suggested  that  more  publicity  should  be  given  to  the 
Scholarships. 

Naval  Dispensers. 

Mr.  Wootton  drew  attention  to  the  use  in  the  report  of 
the  expression  "  naval  dispensers."  He  thought  it  should 
be  "  dispensers  in  naval  hospitals."  He  asked  also  whether 
this  was  the  first  time  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  had 
held  the  examination  in  the  Society's  laboratory,  and 
whether  the  fact  that  these  vacancies  existed  was  made 
sufficiently  public. 

The  Treasurer  said  the  examination  had  been  held 
in  the  building  on  several  occasions,  and  he  supposed  the 
vacancies  were  advertised  somewhere  by  the  Commissioners. 
He  also  read  the  regulations  regarding  the  examination. 

Mr.  Park  said  the  officials  were  generally  known  as 
"  naval  dispensers,"  and 

Mr.  Allen  said  that  as  medical  storekeepers  the  dis- 
pensers in  one  sense  superintended  dispensing  on  ships. 

Organisation. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Organisation  was  next 
read.  It  referred  to  meetings  held  at  Cardiff,  Swansea, 
and  Sunderland,  and  expressed  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Hagon 
for  assistance  in  organising  the  two  Welsh  meetings.  The 
Secretary  was  directed  by  the  Committee  (at  the  meeting 
held  on  April  1)  to  communicate  with  the  divisional  officers 
of  the  Society  intimating  the  possibility  of  a  strong  at- 
tempt being  made  to  give  legal  sanction  to  the  use  by  com- 
panies of  the  title  "chemist  and  druggist,"  and  urging 
them  to  approach  their  members  of  Parliament. 

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
said  the  Sunderland  meeting  was  very  successful,  thanks 
to  the  preliminary  arrangements  that  had  been  made  by 
Mr.  Harrison.  The  series  of  meetings  had  been  produc- 
tive of  a  considerable  amount  of  good,  if  only  in  making 
the  President  acquainted  with  the  active  members  of  the 
trade.  Several  people  who  came  to  the  meetings  to  curse 
remained  to  bless. 

Mr.  White  said  he  had  found  the  meetings  of  consider- 
able educational  advantage  to  himself. 

Mr.  Campkin  regretted  that  the  mistake  had  been  made 
of  limiting  the  meetings  to  officers  of  the  Society. 

The  President  said  there  had  been  two  types  of  meet- 
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ings.  Those  in  previous  years  had  been  open  to  the  whole 
trade,  but  the  last  were  in  the  nature  of  private  meetings. 
He  added  that  the  fact  that  reporters  were  not  present 
had  been  an  advantage,  as  some  of  the  speakers  had  been 
able  to  converse  with  the  utmost  candour — almost  brutal 
in  fact.  (Laughter.) 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Educational. 

The  report  of  the  Education  and  Examinations  Com- 
mittee dealt  with  the  recommendations  of  both  Boards  of 
Examiners  regarding  the  regulations  for  the  admission  of 
pharmaceutical  students.  It  was  a  recommendation  that 
the  words  "a  modern  foreign  language  "  be  retained.  [It 
had  been  suggested  that  the  words  should  be  ' '  one  other 
language."]  It  was  also  suggested  that  the  Junior  school 
certificate  of  the  University  of  London  should  be  omitted 
from  the  list  of  examinations  which  the  registrar  is 
authorised  to  receive.  It  is  a  newly  instituted  examina- 
tion, and  it  was  felt  that  sufficient  evidence  of  the  standard 
of  the  work  required  was  not  forthcoming.  Some  improve- 
ment was  also  made  in  the  wording  referring  to  the  Matri- 
culation examinations  of  Manchester,  Birmingham,  Leeds, 
Liverpool,  and  Sheffield.  A  suggestion  from  Scotland  that 
the  regulation  that  the  subjects  should  be  passed  at  not 
more  than  two  examinations  of  the  same  examining 
authority  should  be  altered  so  as  not  to  apply  to  the  examina- 
tions accepted  for  the  medical  Preliminary  was  negatived. 
A  clause  in  the  regulations  gives  the  Council  power  to  con- 
sider such  cases  on  their  merits. 

The  President  having  stated  that  the  last-named  clause 
gives  the  Council  power  to  accept  Welsh  as  a  "  modern 
foreign  language," 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  the  new  wording  had  been  used  to 
make  the  clause  quite  plain  to  schoolmasters  and  others. 
The  clause  does  not  disqualify  any  language,  because  power 
is  reserved  to  the  Council  to  consider  any  case  on  its  merits. 
The  saving  clause  would  also  be  useful  in  those  cases  where 
Latin  is  not  taken  for  the  matriculation.  All  the  Council 
really  requires  to  do  is'  to  see  that  the  candidate  has  a  good 
general  education,  but  for  this  exact  regulations  cannot 
be  laid  down  to  meet  all  cases. 

Mr.  Wootton  said  that  if  Mr.  Carteighe  was  to  adjudi- 
cate in  the  doubtful  cases  he  (Mr.  Wootton)  would  be  quite 
satisfied,-  but  when  the  duty  fell  to  someone  with  less 
rigorous  views  on  elasticity  the  result  might  be  different. 
He  could  not  see  that  Welsh  is  covered  by  the  term 
"  modern  foreign  language." 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  a  committee  would  probably  be  ap- 
pointed to  deal  with  these  cases.  In  about  a  year  prece- 
dents would  be  established  that  would  make  the  working 
of  the  regulation  easy. 

Mr.  Currie  and  Mr.  Campkin  having  spoken. 

The  President  wound  up  the  discussion  with  the  remark 
that  after  all  the  Welsh  language  has  but  a  sentimental 
value. 

The  report  and  recommendations  were  adopted. 
Poison-schedule. 

The  report  of  the  Parliamentary  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  was  next  taken.  The  first  item  was  about  the 
suggestions  which  were  made  by  the  Edinburgh  Chemists' 
Trade  Association  for  revising  the  poison-schedule.  These 
are  to  be  taken  into  account  when  next  the  schedule  is  being 
revised. 

Council  Prizes. 

The  report  of  the  examiners  for  the  Council  prizes  was 
part  of  this  report.  There  were  seven  candidates,  and  the 
result  was  that  Miss  G.  H.  Wren  was  awarded  the  Pereira 
medal  and  Mr.  G.  F.  Morrell  the  Council's  silver  medal. 

The  Council  agreed  with  these  recommendations. 
A  Visit  from  Mr.  Robinson. 

At  this  stage  Mr.  E.  A.  Robinson,  the  ex-President, 
came  into  the  room,  and  the  President  said  a  few  words  of 
welcome  and  invited  Mr.  Robinson  to  lunch  with  the 
Council.  Mr.  Robinson  replied,  and  the  Council  ad- 
journed till  two  o'clock. 

Other  Business. 
On  the  re-assembling  of  the  Council  the  Secretary  called 
attention  to  the  report  of  the  examiners  on  the  April  Ex- 
aminations.   There  were  24  Major  candidates  in  London 


and  13  passed,  the  one  Major  candidate  in  Edinburgh 
being  unsuccessful.  Of  the  195  Minor  candidates  in 
London  67  were  successful,  and  of  80  Scotch  examinees  32. 
passed.  Certificates  by  approved  examining  bodies  were 
received  from  127  persons  desiring  to  be  registered  as 
apprentices  or  students. 

The  pharmaceutical  chemists  who  were  successful  were 
granted  diplomas  stamped  with  the  seal  of  the  Society. 

The  Colonial  Office  transmitted  a  copy  of  an  Ordinance  to- 
regulate  the  sale  of  poisons  in  Grenada. 

Communications  regarding  the  Pharmacy  Bill  were  re- 
ceived from  the  Wolverhampton,  Bournemouth,  and  West 
Ham  Chemists'  Associations. 

The  General  Medical  Council  advised  the  Society  that 
Mr.  Merson  had  resigned  his  position  on  the  Pharma- 
copoeia Committee  of  Reference,  and  asked  for  nomina- 
tions for  a  successor  and  an  additional  expert  resident  in 
or  near  London  for  service  on  the  Committee.  Mr.  G.  Lunars 
and  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill,  B.Sc,  were  recommended. 

Annual  Report. 

The  Council  then  went  into  committee  to  consider  the 
annual  report,  which  was  finally  approved  of  in  the  fol- 
lowing form  : 

In  submitting  the  sixty-seventh  annual  report  and  financial 
statement,  the  Council  has  much  pleasure  in  recording  that 
during  the  past  year  the  membership  of  the  Society  has  been 
well  maintained,  and,  as  revealed  by  the  registrar's  report 
presented  to  the  Council  in  February,  the  total  exceeds  that  of 
any  previous  year.  It  is  also  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  record 
that  the  financial  position  of  the  Society  has  impi-oved  since 
the  last  statement  was  issued,  and  that  the  expenditure  has- 
been  considerably  diminished. 

Examinations. — The  number  of  candidates  examined  during 
the  year  1907  for  qualification  as  chemists  and  druggists  was- 
1,116,  and  of  this  number  605  failed  to  satisfy  the  examiners. 
The  percentage  of  successes  was  45.78,  which  compares  favour- 
ably with  the  record  for  the  past  three  years.  The  greater 
number  of  the  rejections  are  still  in  the  practical  portion  of  the- 
examination;  a  test  that  rarely  fails  to  reveal  whether  a 
candidate  has  or  has  not  received  the  systematic  training 
recommended  in  the  regulations  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners. 

For  the  Major  examination  there  were  72  candidates,  and1 
36,  or  50  per  cent,  were  successful. 

The  visitors  on  behalf  of  the  Privy  Council  continue  to- 
express  satisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which  the  Boards 
perform  their  duties.

"  Bismuth  Subnitrate,"  by  E.  J.  Brown,  Ph.C  ;  "  Mexican  Scani- 
mony,"  by  William  Duncan,  Ph.C,  F.C.S. ;  "Note  on  Liquor  Bis- 
muthi,"  by  William  Duncan,  Ph.C,  F.C.S.;  "Report  on  some 
Powdered  Drugs,"  by  John  Lothian,  Ph.C ;  "  Notes  on  Acetone- 
Collodion  and  Cone.

The  Council  is  grateful  to  those  who  have  submitted  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Society  the  result  of  their  scientific  labours,  and 
desires  to  express  its  obligations  to  the  various  contributors. 

The  School.— The  Dean  of  the  school  has  reported,  through 
the  school  visitor,  that  the  progress  made  in  all  the  depart- 
ments under  the  control  of  the  school  staff  has  been  satis- 
factory. The  excellence  of  the  training  given  in  the  school 
is  continually  manifested  in  the  success  achieved  by  students- 
both  in  the  examination  room  and  in  post-graduate  life.  The 
future  conduct  of  the  school  has  during  the  past  year  received 
special  consideration  by  a  sub-committee,  comprising  the 
school  visitor,  the  treasurer,  and  Mr.  Edmund  White,  in  con- 
sultation with  the  school  staff.    Certain  administrative  modifi- 
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cations,  which  it  is  expected  will  increase  the  effectiveness  of 
the  school  management,  have  been  suggested  by  that  sub- 
committee, and  it  has  been  resolved  to  modernise  the  chemical 
laboratories  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Library  and  Museum.— During  the  year  2,516  books  were 
issued  to  borrowers,  and  nearly  200  new  volumes  of  the  most 
recent  chemical  and  pharmacological  literature  have  been 
added.  To  the  museums  no  fewer  ihan  4,859  visits  have  been 
paid  by  students  and  others  interested  in  materia  medica 
apart  from  special  visits  from  colonial  and  foreign  pharma- 
cists or  scientific  workers.  Information  on  matters  relating  to 
the  natural  history  of  drugs  and  the  recognition  of  botanical 
specimens  has  also  been  freely  imparted  by  the  curator  to 
investigators  and  inquirers.  .  . 

Legu..— Five  hundred  and  thirty-three  cases  of  infringe- 
ment were  reported  and  dealt  with  during  the  year  1907  and 
in  200  instances  prosecutions  were  necessary.  In  some  ot  the 
cases  it  was  not  found  possible  to  serve  summonses  on  the 
defendants.  Details  of  the  cases  proceeded  against  are 
published  in  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Journal"  for  February  8, 
1908.  ,         _  ,        .      ^  ., 

Parliamentary. — The  Lord  President  of  the  Privy  Council 
introduced  into  the  House  of  Lords  on  February  17  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Bill,  which  is  practically  identical  with  the 
Bill  presented  to  the  same  House  in  1906.  It  is  of  special 
interest  inasmuch  as  it  omits  the  regulation  of  companies  who 
*rade  as  chemists  and  druggists,  and  excludes  the  regulation  of 
the  sale  of  agricultural  poisons  in  Ireland.  On  March  5  the 
Bill  was  read  a  second  time  in  the  House  of  Lords,  the  Lord 
President  stating  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Government 
to  refer  the  measure  to  a  joint  committee  of  both  Houses  in 
order  that  an  independent  tribunal  might,  after  hearing 
evidence,  decide  upon  the  terms  in  which  the  clause  dealing 
with  companies  should  be  inserted,  and,  further,  whether 
Ireland  should  or  should  not,  be  included  in  the  scope  of  the 
Bill.  The  Joint  Committee  has  now  been  formed,  and  is  com- 
posed of  the  following  lords  and  gentlemen  :  Lord  Haversham 
(chairman),  Lord  Saltoun,  Lord  Monk  Bretton,  Lord  Law- 
rence, Lord  Stanlev  of  Alderley,  Sir  J.  Batty  Tuke,  Mr. 
T.  II.  W.  Idris,  Mr."  L.  Atherley-Jones,  Mr.  Godfrev  Baring, 
and  Mr.  Vincent  Kennedy.  The  committee  has  heard  evidence 
from  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  from  the  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment of  the  Board  in  Ireland,  from  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical 
Societv,  and  from  Mr.  Jesse  Boot,  but  has  not  vet  heard  any 
evidence  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 
Such  evidence  is,  however,  to  be  tendered.  It  would  be  in- 
appropriate at  this  stage  to  comment  upon  the  work  of  the 
Committee,  but  the  members  of  the  Society  should  know  that 
their  views  are  being  admirably  presented  by  Mr.  Idris.  The 
Council,  in  the  hope  that  the  proposals  of  the  Society,  in 
regard  to  pharmacy  legislation,  might  be  brought  officially 
to  the  notice  of  the  joint  committee,  introduced  into  Parlia- 
ment on  March  18  a  Pharmacy  Bill,  which  Mr.  Winfrey  pre- 
sented, and  which  is  supported  by  Mr.  Idris,  Mr.  Henniker 
Heaton,  Mr.  Gulland,  Mr.  Remnant,  Mr.  Dobson,  Mr. 
Cowan,  Mr.  Crooks,  Mr.  V.  H.  Rutherford,  and  Mr.  Ellis 
Griffith.  The  text  of  the  Bill  was  published  in  the  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Journal  "  of  March  7,  1908,  and  there  is  no  necessity  to 
refer  to  it  in  detail.  The  chief  features  of  the  Bill  are  that  it 
provides  a  reasonable  solution  to  the  company  difficulty  and 
removes  many  of  the  anomalies  which  have  been  utilised  as 
arguments  in  favour  of  permitting  companies  to  continue  the 
use  of  personal  titles.  The  provision  contained  in  the 
Society  Bill  of  1907  requiring  companies  to  have  a  qualified 
chemist  as  a  director  has  not  been  inserted  in  the  present  Bill. 
It  is  hoped  that  Mr.  Winfrey  may  be  called  by  the  joint  com- 
mittee to  explain  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  he  has  introduced. 
The  Council  has  taken  the  necessary  steps  to  have  the  Society's 
case  presented  as  effectively  as  possible  before  the  committee, 
and  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  that  any  body  of  impartial 
persons  can  resist  the  logic  and  the  justice  of  the  claim  that  is 
being  made  on  behalf  of  registered  chemists  and  druggists. 

Organisation. — During  the  past  year  the  committee  on 
organisation  has  arranged  a  definite  series  of  meetings  of 
officers  of  the  Society  and  delegates  from  local  Pharmaceutical 
Associations  at  various  centres  in  England  and  Wales.  As  a 
direct  consequence  a  very  valuable  practical  system  of  co- 
operation has  been  established  between  the  Society's  executive, 
the  divisional  officers,  and  the  local  Associations.  The  Presi- 
dent or  Vice-President,  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Society, 
have  conferred  with  divisional  representatives  at  Manchester, 
Leeds,  Preston,  Nottingham,  Birmingham,  Bristol,  Chester, 
Sunderland,  Cardiff,  and  Swansea.  In  each  instance  the 
chairman  has  been  supported  by  one  or  more  members  of 
Council. 

New  Bye-laws  designed  to  give  effect  to  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Examinations  and  Education  Committee  were 
for  mulated  by  the  Council  in  July  1907,  and  adopted  at  a 
general  meeting  of  members  on  August  7.  The  official  con- 
tinuation of  the  Privy  Council  was  intimated  on  Novem- 
ber 20.    The  effect  of  the  alterations  made  is  to  modifv  the 


restrictions  which  formerly  occasioned  delay  in  connection 
with  the  registration  of  pharmaceutical  students,  with  entry 
for  the  qualifying  examinations,  and  with  re-entries.  New 
regulations  in  accord  with  the  bye-laws  are  being  framed  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners,  and  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Council  almost  immediately. 

The  Benevolent  Fund  has  during  the  past  year  given  relief 
to  about  100  applicants  for  casual  assistance,  and  there  are 
thirty-eight  annuitants  now  in  receipt  of  a  permanent  income 
of  50/.  a  year  from  the  Fund.  The  Decennial  Festival  held  in 
Mav  last  resulted  in  the  addition  of  1  458/.  to  the  capital,  and 
enabled  the  Council  to  elect  six  additional  annuitants  in 
December.  The  annual  subscriptions  are  on  the  whole  satis- 
factory, and  reflect  the  measure  of  confidence  felt  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  Fund. 

^  North  British  Branch.— The  report  of  the  executive  to  the 
Council  affords  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  work  of  the  Society  in  North  Britain  are 
efficiently  conducted.

Chemists'  Exhibition. 

THE  annual  Exhibition  of  chemists'  goods  promoted 
by  our  contemporary  "  The  British  and  Colonial 
Druggist"  is  being  held  at  the  Royal  Horticultural  Hall, 
Vincent  Square,  Westminster,  S.W.,  this  week.  We  note 
a  few  of  the  striking  features  to  be  seen  at  the  displays 
given  by  various  exhibitors  : 

Aerators,  Ltd.,  have  a  sparkling  display  of  aerators. 
There  are  the  perfected  sparklet  syphons  and*  sparklogenes, 
but  the  novelty  for  the  year  is  the  Prana  sparklovine. 
The  last-named  is  especially  devised  for  the  direct  aeration 
of  milk,  beef-tea,  barley-water,  and  wines,  which  cannot 
be  conveniently  syphoned  off  owing  to  the  froth  that 
forms.  The  contents  of  the  sparklovine  are  poured  out, 
and  not  forced  out  as  in  the  case  of  aerated  waters.  The 
range  of  the  Prana  sparklet  fruit-crystals  has  been  en- 
larged by  the  addition  of  four  new  flavours— William 
pear,  menthe,  orange,  and  iron-and-quinine  brew.  Two 
new  showcards  are  to  be  issued  shortly,  about  which 
inquiries  should  be  made. 

The  A  nglo- American  Optical  Co.  have  a  good  show 
of  optical  goods.  The  special  rigid  bar-clip  made  by  this 
company  is  the  "  Solite,"  which  exhibits  evidence  of  care- 
ful and  expert  workmanship.  In  rimless  eye-glasses  no 
fewer  than  thirty-seven  patterns  of  placquets  are  shown. 
Test-cases  and  flash-signs  are  also  features  of  this  stand. 
The  latest  model  ophthalmometer  was  explained  to  our 
representative;  it  is  made  at  the  company's  new  works  at 
Hampstead,  N.W.  A  booklet  has  been  issued  to  give 
the  points  about  this  instrument.  Druiff's  "Refraction" 
is  shortly  to  be  issued  in  the  fourth  edition. 

Armour,  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  erected  a  new  stand  specially 
for  the  occasion.  It  is  of  the  pavilion  type,  and  serves 
admirably  for  the  display  of  the  elegant  pharmaceuticals, 
which  are  arranged  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  E.  W.

Rennet  tablets 
(sixteen  in  a  tube  for  sixpence)  are  also  new,  and  the 
samples  of  junket  made  from  the  tablets  which  are  shown 
indicate  that  a  compression  has  been  secured  which  con- 
tains the  proper  coagulative  qualities.  In  addition  to  the 
labels  which  the  Armour  Co.  supply  for  the  preparations 
contained  in  Armour's  "  Formulary,"  there  are  now  to  be 
obtained  free  of  charge  a  series  of  elegant  showcards  to 
advertise  these  preparations. 

Baiss  Brothers  &  Stevenson,  Ltd.,  confine  their 
exhibit  to  cod-liver  oil  emulsion,  extract  of  malt,  effer- 
vescing Carlsbad  salts,  and  petroleum  emulsion,  and  make 
a  very  effective  display  of  these  well-known  goods.  Elo- 
quent testimony  to  the  popularity  of  the  emulsion  of  cod- 
liver  oil  is  borne  by  the  increasing  demand  for  the  larger 
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sizes,  which  means  that  customers  recognise  the  worth 
ot  the  preparation  as  a  nutrient  tonic.  Extract  of  malt  is 
put  up  in  the  new  airtight  wide-mouth  glass  jars  which 
users  have  found  so  convenient.  The  effervescing  Carls- 
bad salts  is  put  up  in  bottles  which  are  not  panelled  and 
are  excellent  value  for  the  price  charged. 

Arthur  Berliner  exhibits  a  great  variety  of  surgical 
dressings  and  chemists'  sundries.  Among  the  newly  intro- 
duced goods  may  be  noted  the  boxes  of  sanitary  cotton- 
wool toilet-paper  for  those  who  suffer  from  piles,  and  rolls 
ot  pine  cotton-wool,  which  is  one  of  the  most  popular 
chest-dressings  m  cases  of  coughs  and  colds.

It  is  a  bright  little  exhibit,  with 
giant  syphons,  ginger  ale,  and  genuineness  as  the  main 
features.  The  advertising  novelties  provided  by  the  com- 
pany are  always  interesting  to  visitors,  and  chemists 
appreciate  the  idea  of  having  their  own  branded  syphons. 
"  Quinine  Tonic  Champagne  "  is  one  of  the  latest  Camwal 
beverages,  and  it  is  very  refreshing. 

Thomas  Christy  &  Co.  have  a  large  number  of  attrac- 
tive novelties  at  their  exhibit.    In  the  centre  of  the  exhibit 
is  a  stand  upon  which  are  shown  about  eighty  varieties 
of  a  new  pump  spray,   which  works  with  marvellous 
accuracy,  and  cannot  get  out  of  order  if  fairly  treated.

The  series  com- 
prises anti-fat,  complexion,  backache  and  kidney,  pink,, 
anosmia,  and  similar  good  selling  lines. 

Cresswell,  Bros.  &  Schmitz  Branch,  of  the  Inter- 
national Sponge   Importers,   Ltd.,   are   faithful  to  the 
sponge-pavilion  mode  of  exhibit.    It  is  undoubtedly  the 
best  way  by  which  an  idea  of  the  magnitude  and  variety  of 
the  trade  can  be  given.    There  are  approximately  80,000 
sponges  of  all  sizes,  shapes,  and  descriptions  used  in  the 
building,  and  the  value  is  between  4,000/.  and  5,000/.

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  a  new  series 
of  perfumes — Fantasma,  Extasia,  and  Naisma — which  are 
put  forth  as  equal  to  the  best  French  productions.  Packed 
perfumes,  a  dozen  botles  in  an  outer,  is  another  line  which 
we  favour  on  account  of  the  well-produced  labels  and 
convenience  of  the  system. 

The  Express  Developing  Co.  are  showing  some  excel- 
lent photographic  enlargements.  This  company  only 
supply  chemists,  and  undertake  all  kinds  of  photographic 
work  at  competitive  prices. 

Findlater  &  Co.  exhibit  a  large  variety  of  mineral 
waters,  the  special  kinds  being  Carabana.  Chatel-Guyon, 
Contrexeville,  Ems,  Fachingen,  Giesshubler,  Marienbad, 
Martigny,  Perrier,  Pougues,  Schwalbaeh,  Taunus,  Vittel, 
Wildungen,  Wolff-Metternich.  Carabana  is  a  Spanish 
water  of  which  mention  has  already  been  made  in  this 
journal,  while  Wolff-Metternich — known  for  short  as  Mett 
— is  a  German  table  water  which  retains  its  gas  for  a  long 
time  even  after  opening.

Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  good  show  of  aerated  waters 
in  syphons  and  bottles.  The  novelty  is  "  Koolime,"  which 
is  a  very  pleasant-tasting  aerated  drink  in  handy-sized 
bottles.  "Koolime"  should  be  a  popular  beverage  if  the 
coming  summer  is  seasonable.  Quinine  tonic  water  is  a 
drink  that  finds  especial  favour  in  India  and  malarial 
districts,  and  we  mention  it  to  remind  our  subscribers  in 
sunny  climes  that  it  is  being  exported  in  increasing  quan- 
tity. Home  chemists  should  prepare  for  the  season  by 
requesting  to  be  supplied  with  new  showcards  and 
circulars.  Vichy  water  in  syphons,  Distilidris,  Tonalka, 
and  Idris  lime-juice  cordial  are  all  worth  pushing. 


Ingram  &  Rotle,  Ltd.,  are  exhibiting  a  number  of 
mineral  waters  which  they  have  done  so  much  to 
popularise.  Here  one  may  see  old  friends  like  Vichy,  Con- 
trexeville, Giesshubler,  and  Hunyadi,  cheek  by  jowl  with 
lesser-known  waters,  such  as  Wychia,  Soultzmatt,  and 
Nocera  Umbra.

Jewsbury  &  Brown  are  showing  aerated  waters  and 
the  Oriental  tooth-paste.  The  former  are  exhibited  in  con- 
siderable variety,  and  Mr.  Kirkby,  the  firm's  chemist,  is 
present  to  answer  any  questions  of  a  technical  character 
which  chemists  may  care  to  put.

The 
last-named  is  the  most  effective  line.  It  is  put  up  in  green 
globular  bottles  of  eight  different  sizes.  The  prices  of  the 
Junon  lavender-water  range  from  6d.  to  15s.,  and  the 
aroma  is  good. 

The  Keene  Co.  are  attracting  a  large  share  of  attention 
with  three  mechanical  figures,  two  of  which  are  advertis- 
ing devices  to  promote  the  sale  of  Keene 's  Corn  Cure  and 
the  other  is  for  "  Dandricide  " — a  hair-preparation.  The 
figures  are  beautifully  finished  and  work  smoothly,  being 
electrically  driven. 

Lamont,  Corliss  &  Co.  have  a  stall  devoted  to 
Mennen's  toilet-powder,  Javol  hair-tonic,  and  the  Marvel 
Spray.  Electric -flash  signs  are  being  supplied  to  advertise 
these  goods.  As  novelties  are  being  shown  Kosmodont 
tooth-cream  and  the  Javol  hair-drier.  The  latter  is  made 
of  metal  and  is  shaped  like  a  hair-brush.  In  place  of 
bristles  there  are  conical  metal  projections,  which  convey 
to  the  hair  the  heat  of  the  hot  water  with  which  the  in- 
strument is  filled. 

J.  E.  Lockyer  is  in  attendance  to  explain  the  extent  of 
his  business  in  packed  photographies.  Nothing  in  the 
photographic  line  comes  amiss  to  Mr.  Lockyer,  who  has 
ready  the  organisation  for  promptly  preparing  and  pack- 
ing anything  his  customers  require.  There  are  always 
ready  a  great  number  of  developers  and  such  like  solutions, 
and  a  feature  of  this  business  is  packed  chemicals  ready 
for  sale.  We  noticed  that  the  new  Viscose  capping  is 
employed  for  bottles  containing  acids  and  ammonia,  and 
its  use  is  being  extended  to  developers.  The  photo-tints 
are  now  supplied  in  a  greater  number  of  shades,  and  are 
very  popular  among  amateurs  and  professionals. 

The  London  Drug  Depot  have  a  telling  display  of 
Davidson's  Bile  Beans,  the  feature  being  that  the  retailer 
has  a  profit  of  140  per  cent.  During  this  week  and  next 
buyers  of  one-gross  quantities  of  Davidson's  Bile  Beans 
are  given  two  dozen  boxes  free ;  orders  for  six  dozen  have 
one  dozen  gratis ;  and  with  three  dozen  an  extra  quarter- 
dozen  is  given.  There  is  a  profusion  of  dummies,  show- 
cards,  etc.,  for  advertising  purposes.  At  this  stand 
"Embrolio,"  a  new  embrocation,  is  also  on  view.  A  31. 
order  for  "  Embrolio  "  entitles  the  buyer  to  the  loan  of  a 
mechanical-working  figure  for  window  use. 

Miol  Manufacturing  Co.  have  a  corner  exhibit  of  their 
medicated  food.  The  ruddy  cartons  and  the  artistic  show- 
cards  attract  more  than  a  passing  glance,  and  the  P.A.T.A. 
protected  prices  meet  the  approval  of  the  retailer. 
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Francis  Newbery  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  have  an  interesting 
variety  of  druggists'  sundries  on  show.  The  first  things 
that  attract  are  the  showstands  for  finger-stalls  and 
toothbrushes.  The  former  is  a  life-size  card  model  of  an 
extended  hand,  upon  the  fingers  of  which  finger-stalls  are 
fitted.  We  also  examined  some  new  kinds  of  hair-brushes. 
These  are  made  of  a  special  variety  of  vegetable  fibre  of  a 
pearly  appearance,  resembling  the  finest  kinds  of  bristle. 
A  drawback  of  the  fibre  is  that  it  must  not  be  wetted,  or 
its  stiffness  is  spoiled ;  this  is  guarded  against  by  the 
directions  for  cleaning  stamped  on  the  handle  of  the 
brush — flour  and  benzine  being  the  agents  employed. 
Cremogen,  which  is  such  a  capital  base  for  cold- cream 
and  skin-foods,  is  shown,  and  developments  of  this  class 
of  labour-saving  galenicals  are  promised. 

Odol  Chemical-works  have  little  to  learn  in  the  way 
of  effective  display.  Odol,  "the  world's  dentifrice," 
"  Irex  "  tooth-powder,  and  "  Formawn "  have  each 
separate  exhibits  on  one  neat  corner  stand.

There  are  to  be 
seen  Odol  packed  for  Mexico,  France,  Italy,  Hungary, 
Russia,  Spain,  Brazil,  Uruguay,  Poland,  Denmark,  Livonia, 
and  many  other  places,  all  with  labels  and  literature  in  the 
language  of  the  country.  It  is  noticeable  that  the  Odol 
flasks  for  Russia,  Spain,  and  Livonia  are  slightly  larger 
in  size  than  the  ordinary  flask,  to  conform  with  import 
regulations.  In  the  Odol  reception-room  visitors  may 
look  through  an  interesting  portrait-album,  containing 
photographs  of  the  eminent  persons  in  music,  drama, 
politics,  society,  and  the  Church  who  have  expressed 
approval  of  Odol.  Selecting  at  random  we  note,  among 
hundreds  of  Odol  adherents,  the  Duke  of  Argyll,  Mrs. 

Alto- 
gether an  attractive  exhibit,  with  a  distinct  personality  of 
its  own. 

The  Offord  Patent  Hygienic  Truss  Co.,  Ltd.,  are 
showing  the  Offord  truss,  which  embodies  several  new 
ideas  in  supporting  weakened  inguinal  muscles.  There  is 
neither  pelvic  spring  nor  understrap,  the  pressure  being 
exerted  by  the  action  of  ingenious  levers  and  springs  in  the 
pad.  The  pad  is  made  of  smooth  polished  ivorine,  and 
the  band  which  goes  round  the  body  is  of  cotton.  The 
Offord  truss  is  one  of  the  novelties  of  the  Exhibition. 

Oowana  Soap  and  Candle  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  an  imposing 
show  of  "Oowana"  toilet  and  shaving  soaps  and  of 
''  Snowdol  "  disinfectants,  etc.  The  goods  are  displayed 
in  handsome  showcases  (bearing  the  imprimatur  of  Philip 
Josephs  &  Sons,  Ltd.),  and  it  is  noteworthy  that  the 
"Snowdol"  specialities  are  now  put  up  in  a  new  and 
very  attractive  guise.  "  Sea- water  Snowdol"  is  one  of 
the  latest  specialities.  There  are  also  Snowdol  Liquid- 
soap,  Vidol  Sanitary-soap,  and  Snowdol  Vine-spray. 
Moreover,  a  legend  has  been  erected  over  the  stand  in- 
timating to  all  and  sundry  that  "  Oowana  soaps  and  Snow- 
dol disinfectants  will  be  exclusively  used  in  the  lavatories 
at  the  Franco-British  Exhibition." 

C  Oppel  &  Co.  are  exhibiting  their  world-known 
aperient  water — Friedrichshall — with  a  frame  picture  of 
Mrs.  Gamp  (looking  suspiciously  like  the  late  Dan  Leno) 
using  it  as  a  pick-me-up.  At  this  stall  there  is  also  ex- 
hibited Mars  Oil  (a  leather  preservative)  and  Salvarol  (a 
preparation  for  preventing  and  removing  rust  from  gun- 
barrels,  locks,  etc.). 

W.  T.  Owbridge,  Ltd.,  are  showing  Owbridge's  Lung 
Tonic  and  its  satellites.  A  feature  of  Owbridge's  stall  is 
the  display  of  advertising  matter.  The  supply  of  ideas 
in  this  line  seems  to  be  inexhaustible,  the  range  being 
from  puzzle  match-boxes  to  lady  suffragists.  Advance 
copies  are  shown  of  a  new  showcard  shortly  to  be  issued, 
representing  a  charming  young  lady  on  a  swing ;  it  is 
worth  inquiring  about. 

Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  have  as  enticing  a  spread-out  of 
P.D.  products  as  usual.  P.A.T.A.  specialities  are  given 
particular  prominence,  and  there  is  a  special  offer  in 
Euthymol  preparations.  These,  by  the  way,  are  effec- 
tively grouped  in  the  centre  of  the  attractive  stand,  and 
form  a  striking  centrepiece,  because  of  the  bright  and 
tasteful  style  in  which  they  are  packed.    "We  are  also 


making  a  splash  in  pepsin  preparations,"  explained  Mr. 
Sidney  Jamieson  to  our  representative.  "  There  they  are, 
as  you  see,  in  scale,  powder,  glycerole  (double-strength 
B.P.),  elixir,  and  tablet.  The  absence  of  peptones  is  our 
claim  for  these  preparations."  The  new  opsonic  vaccines 
(Sir  A.  E.  Wright's)  will  interest  many  chemists.  They 
yield  a  good  profit  and  they  stamp  the  chemist  who  stocks 
them  with  high  medical  and  professional  favour.  A  new 
all-glass  hypodermic  syringe  has  several  notable  features.

The 
nickel  case  forms  a  steriliser  for  the  syringe,  besides  acting 
as  a  container.  The  syringe  is  made  in  four  sizes.  The 
new  style  of  putting  up  the  granular  effervescent  pre- 
parations with  aluminium  caps,  which  also  form  a  measure, 
has  "taken  on."  A  glance  at  the  fluid  extracts  for 
making  standardised  tinctures  always  brings  some  reward 
to  the  visitor,  and  chemists  should  ask  for  a  sample  box  of 
empty  capsules.  There  are  beautifully  finished,  and  are 
made  in  all  sizes  from  5  grain  up  to  horse-ball  dimensions. 

The  Charles  H.  Phillips  Chejiical  Co.  make  milk  of 
magnesia  the  chief  attraction  at  their  stand,  but  many 
will  be  interested  in  Phillips'  phospho-muriate  of  quinine, 
which  is  a  coloured  tonic  syrup  of  acid  reaction,  yielding 
a  good  profit  to  the  retailer.  Phillips'  digestible  cocoa  is 
also  shown. 

Price's  Patent  Candle  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  special 
exhibit  of  toilet-soaps,  many  of  which  are  reserved  for 
chemists'  sale.  In  the  centre  of  the  stand  is  a  bust  of  the 
Queen  in  buttermilk  soap.  Newly  introduced  brands  of 
soap  are -the  pine  oatmeal  skin  soap  and  the  baby  curd 
soap.  Lanoline  and  Melbalm  soaps  should  also  be  men- 
tioned as  old  favourites. 

R.  J.  Reuter  occupies  a  position  near  the  reception 
room,  and  makes  a  good  display  of  pump  sprays  and  other 
druggists'  sundries.  The  spray  is  on  a  new  principle,  and, 
although  a  pump  spray,  is  fitted  with  bellows.  The  spray 
of  perfume  is  clean-cut,  so  to  speak,  which  ensures  an 
absence  of  dropping  from  the  nozzle.  Here  can  be  seen 
a  great  variety  of  covered  pots  which  are  special  lines  with 
Mr.  Reuter.  We  saw  also  a  neat  little  eye-dropper  called 
the  "Aseptus,"  and  a  small  square  alarm  clock  which  is 
useful  for  reminding  medical  men  of  appointments. 

Rivers  Hill  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  possess  one  of  the  most 
interesting  shows  in  the  exhibition.  They  are  proprietors 
of  a  Dorset  lavender  farm,  and  the  lavender  oil  and 
lavender  water  are  distilled  on  the  spot  by  a  special 
process  devised  by  Mr.  Hill.  Besides  the  laven- 
der, this  company  manufacture  "Dorset"  lavender 
cologne,  violet  extracts,  elder-flower  water,  roce  water, 
Hill's  "English  Roses,"  and  "English  Lilies." 

The  Ruewel  Co.  have  an  attractive  corner  display 
of  Rubwel,  the  new  skin  ointment.  At  the  back  of  the 
exhibit  is  a  large,  well-designed  crayon  drawing  of  an 
athlete  using  Rubwel.  The  ointment  has  become  very 
popular  as  a  household  emollient  and  application,  and, 
being  free  from  stamp  duty,  the  customer  feels  he  is 
getting  good  value  for  money.  The  show-cards  and 
samples  which  are  offered  to  chemists  are  good  for  helping 
on  the  sale  of  this  article. 

The  Safety  Non-Explosive  Reservoir  Co..  Ltd..  have 
a  device  which  will  commend  it  particularly  to  chemical- 
manufacturers,  wholesale  druggists,  methylators,  and 
country  chemists  who  deal  largely  in  petrol,  naphtha, 
benzine,  turpentine,  and  such  inflammable  liquids.  The 
"  Snercold  "  safety  device  is  made  of  wire  gauze  and  per- 
forated metal  cylinders  in  conjunction  with  a  metal  safety 
plug. 

Frederick  Sharman,  in  the  same  location  as  last  year, 
shows  syphons  and  his  compact  syphon-filling  apparatus. 
The  latter  is  complete  for  34/.  and  only  occupies  about 
4  feet  square,  so  that  it  can  be  set  up  in  almost  any 
chemist's  back  shop. 

A.  F.  Sherley  &  Co.  are  dog  specialists.  Their  principal 
speciality  is  "  Lactol,"  for  weaning  and  rearing  puppies, 
but  they  also  put  up  worm-capsules  for  dogs,  a  shampoo, 
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and  a  skin-cure  (for  mange,  ringworm,  etc.).  Chemists 
with  a  veterinary  trade  may  find  the  Sherley  specialities 
valuable. 

H.  Silverlock  in  a  small  stand  is  showing  chemists' 
labels  and  specimens  of  printing  suitable  for  chemists' 
requirements. 

Solspa,  Ltd.,  have  only  one  word  to  say,  but  they  say 
it  well.  It  is  difficult  to  miss  "Solspa"  or  to  fail  to 
have  the  fact  impressed  upon  you  that  "Solspa"  is  the 
cure  for  rheumatism,  sciatica,  and  allied  ailments. 

Stephen  Smith  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  an  exhibit  of  Hall's 
wine  and  other  wines.  There  are  three  new  varieties  of 
invalid  port,  the  "Double  Tower,"  Castro's  invalid  port, 
and  medicated  port.  "  Keystone  "  brand  of  Liebig's  meat 
and  malt  wine  is  still  proving  a  popular  seller— partly, 
perhaps,  on  account  of  the  Lemco  guarantee— and  it  is 
supplied  with  labels  of  a  non-proprietary  character  for 
those  chemists  who  prefer  it. 

F.  J.  Stokes  Machine  Co.,  whose  agents  are  Thompson 
&  Capper,  have  a  capital  show  of  pharmaceutical  machinery 
which,  when  in  motion,  forms  one  of  the  greatest  attrac- 
tions of  the  Exhibition.  There  are  six  different  classes 
of  tablet  machines— the  "  Eureka  "  (a  hand  machine),  the 
"  N  "  ;  "  0  "  ;  "  L  "  ;  "  M  "  and  Clark  rotary  compressor. 
The  last-named  has  not  been  long  on  the  market.  It  com- 
presses about  500  tablets  a  minute  and  works  noiselessly 
and  cleanly.  The  "  0  "  machine  is  a  favourite  with  those 
manufacturers  whose  output  does  not  warrant  a  rotary 
compressor.  The  capacity  is  135  tablets  a  minute  and  it 
is  a  first-class  machine.  The  power  mortar  is  a  piece  of 
apparatus  which  will  interest  most  chemists;  it  exactly 
imitates  hand-trituration  and  is  useful  tor  preparing 
2naterial  for  making  into  tablets. 

The  Stone  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  showing  their  two 
products— Stone  Salve  (for  rheumatic  affections)  and  Stone 
Ointment  (for  eczema,  etc.).  The  retail  prices  of  these  are 
4?.  and  5s.  per  jar  respectively,  and  both  are  protected  by 
the  P.A.T.A.  Mr.  Stone  is  in  attendance  at  his  exhibit, 
and  he  is  justly  proud  of  a  large  number  of  testimonials 
from  people  in  various  parts  of  the  world  which  he  is 
exhibiting  for  inspection.  The  business  has  been  in 
existence  since  1858,  and  the  remedies  are  well  known  in 
Germany,  France,  and  America. 

Surgical  Hosiery  Co.,  Ltd.,  besides  elastic  hosiery, 
bandages,  belts,  trusses,  and  surgical  indiarubber  goods, 
exhibit  a  first-class  English-made  hot-water  bottle,  which 
is  having  a  vogue  and  for  which  a  great  future  is  pre- 
dicted. Chemists  are  ever  desirous  of  combining  quality 
with  profit,  so  their  attention  is  directed  to  the"  Surco  " 
leg  bandage  and  to  the  "Surco"  chest-expanding  braces, 
all  shown  at  this  neat  little  stall. 

H.  A.  Wanklyn  has  a  bright  little  exhibit,  consisting 
chiefly  of  Orlwara  nail-brushes,  peace  pillows,  and  Velvey 
rubber  sponges,  and  rubbers.  Each  of  these  classes  shows 
improvements;  the  "Orlwara"  brushes,  for  instance,  are 
now  made  with  a  convex  underside,  which  prevents  any 
tendency  to  warp  and  holds  the  bristles  better.  The 
peace  pillows  are  improved  in  odour,  the  smell  of  the  hops 
being  toned  with  lavender.  For  the  Velvey  rubber 
sponges  a  nice  showcard  is  supplied  which  helps  the  sale 
wonderfully,  as  Mr.  Wanklyn  has  been  able  to  demonstrate 
very  strikingly  in  some  instances.  Our  representative  was 
interested  in  a  new  collapsible  hair-brush  called  the 
"Foldex,"  which  collapses  to  about  a  quarter  the  thick- 
ness of  an  ordinary  brush. 

W.  R,  Warner  &  Co.  have  a  multi-coloured  exhibit  of 
tablets,  pills,  and  specialities.  There  seems  to  be  a  general 
development  in  the  class  of  "own  name"  goods,  which 
are  taken  up  by  chemists  and  pushed  as  non-secret 
remedies.  In  tablets  note  should  be  made  of  cascara  in 
bottles  of  200,  and  the  anaemia  tablets,  chocolate  coated  and 
containing  arsenic  and  manganese  dioxide  combined  with 
Blaud's  pills.  There  is  a  new  package  of  Blaud's  pills, 
which  is  out  of  the  usual  rut.  The  pills  are  labelled 
"Tonic  Pil.  Blaud,"  and  the  top  of  the  outer  case  of 
each  gross  bottle  is  banded  with  a  guarantee  of  genuine- 
ness. The  chocolate-coated  laxatives  and  digestive  tablets 
are  also  good  lines,  and  suitable  for  sale  unstamped  as 
"known  and  approved  remedies"  by  those  to  whom  this 
privilege  is  accorded  by  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts. 


Vincent  Wood  is  showing  a  great  variety  of  surgical 
dressings  and  appliances,  and  is  specialising  in  elastic 
hosiery.  The  "  blue  tip  "  elastic  hosiery,  produced  at  the 
Carlton  works,  is  so-called  because  of  the  blue  edge  to 
the  goods,  which  is  to  be  taken  as  a  sign  of  the  best  work- 
manship. Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  appendi- 
citis belt,  worn  after  the  operation  for  appendicitis,  and 
of  the  electric  belts  which  generate  a  slight  but  constant 
current  of  magnetism.  The  attention  of  our  representative 
was  also  called  to  the  "  Eureka  Albion  "  leg  bandage;  it  is 
made  of  elastic  web  and  cannot  slip. 

Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd.,  are  showing  a  full 
range  of  packed  pharmaceuticals  suitable  for  the  season. 
New  labels,  wrappers,  and  cartons  for  salines,  health  salts, 
citrates,  and  effervescent  salts  are  in  evidence,  and  lily 
foam,  hazel  foam,  lemon  crystals,  seidlitz  powders,  bath 
salts,  lemon  squash,  and  photographic  chemicals,  solutions, 
and  tablets  are  all  appropriate  to  the  summer  that  is  "to 
be  about  to  be."  The  Wright's  Coal-tar  Soap  specialities 
are  by  no  means  kextt  in  the  background  ;  special  side-shows 
are  given  to  Wright's  coal-tar  preparations  and  to  Marza 
wine  and  tablets.

Flav."  with  the  pineapple  flavour,  when 
an  iron  tonic  is  indicated.  Among  the  latest  "  Tropels  " 
will  be  found  Formalin,  and  a  much-appreciated  combina- 
tion of  potassium  chlorate  and  liquorice  (5  grains  of  each 
in  a  tropel).  The  last-named  have  sold  exceedingly  well 
during  the  past  winter.

"  Folia  Therapeutica  "  for  April  is  an  exceptionally  in- 
teresting number,  and  begins  with  an  elaboration  by  Dr. 
Macnaughton- Jones  of  the  speech  which  he  made  recently^  at 
the  London  Chemists'  Association  on  "  the  debt  of  medicine 
and  surgery  to  chemistry."  A  pathetic  interest  is  attached  to 
the  paper  on  "  Protection  and  x-ray  Therapy,"  by  Mr.  J.  Hal- 
Edwards.  Other  contributions  are  by  well-known  practi- 
tioners. The  annotations  to  current  literature  on  therapeutics 
continue  on  most  useful  lines. 

Fuller's  Earth  Union,  Ltd.— The  report  for  the  twelve 
months  ended  March  31  states  that  the  profit  and  loss  ac0°"nt 
for  the  year  shows  a  net  profit  of  7,433?.,  a  sum  of  264?- 
brought  forward,  making  a  total  of  7,697?.  An  interim  divi- 
dend (1,084?.)  on  the  preference  shares  was  paid  in  November 
last,  leaving  6,613?.  The  directors  recommend  a  dividend  ot 
10  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  ordinary  shares,  and  from  the 
balance  then  remaining  the  directors'  fees  wid  be  paid  and 
the  balance  (189?.)  carried  forward. 

The  Bomb-plots. — The  recent  police-raids  at  Calcutta 
have  brought  to  light  the  existence  of  a  large  organisation 
for  the  manufacture  of  bombs,  explosives,  etc.  One  of  the 
places  visited  had  a  signboard  describing  the  shop  as  a 
pharmacy.  Inside  this  "  pharmacy  "  was  discovered  a  well- 
equipped,  bomb-factory,  together  with  electric  batteries, 
picric  acid,  gunpowder,  dynamite  cartridges,  etc. 
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Zbc  Week's  poisonings. 

THE  fatalities  by  poisoning  during  the  week  numbered 
sixteen,  four  being  misadventures.  A  peculiar  case 
occurred  in  Marylebone,  where  a  child  named  Looner  died 
after  taking  what  its  mother  described  as  "  Condy's  cry- 
stals," which  she  had  obtained  for  a  sore  throat,  and  the 
child  had  got  hold  of  the  cup  in  which  the  crystals  were 
kept  and  ate  a  quantity,  thinking  them  sweets.  One  of  the 
witnesses  at  the  inquest  was  JVLr.  Frederick  Early  Tozer, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Great  Titchfield  Street,  W.,  who 
said  he  did  not  remember  selling  the  mother  anything. 
He  (witness)  is  not  allowed  to  sell  crystals  called 
"Condy's."  There  is  a  proprietary  article  known  as 
"Condy's  fluid."  It  is  possible  that  he  (witness)  had 
sold  permanganate  of  potash  for  a  gargle.  The  medical 
evidence  was  that  death  was  due  to  haemorrhage  resulting 
from  corrosive  poison. — Maria  Hooker  (15),  of  Woking, 
drank  a  mixture  of  paraffin  and  camphorated  oil  and  then 
drowned  herself. — Bertha  Esther  Timms  (33)  committed 
suicide  by  taking  a  liniment  of  ammonia  and  turpentine. — ■ 
Mrs.  Lydia  Russ,  the  young  wife  of  a  Cardiff  millwright, 
took  a  fatal  quantity  of  salt  of  lemon  in  mistake  for  seid- 
litz-powder.  At  the  inquest  a  juryman  pointed  out  that 
the  salt  of  lemon  when  sold  by  a  chemist  was  always 
wrapped  in  white  paper,  whereas  the  paper  containing  the 
poison  taken  by  the  deceased  was  brown.  It  was  ex- 
plained that  the  white  paper  had  probably  been  burst,  and 
that  deceased  had  herself  re-wrapped  the  salt  of  lemon 
in  brown  paper. — Three  deaths  were  caused  by  laudanum. 
It  was  taken  by  Mrs.  Henderson  (70),  of  Aberdeen,  by 
Mary  Anne  Thomas  (42),  of  Colne.  and  by  William  Stott 
(37),  a  chemist's  assistant  at  Broughton  (taken  for 
insomnia);  while  Sarah  Hollingworth  (40),  of  Oldham, 
died  from  narcotic  poisoning — probably  laudanum. — Ellen 
Campbell  (50)  inadvertently  took  an  overdose  of  morphine, 
and  died  as  the  result. — At  Ashington,  Edward  Cobble 
(39)  poisoned  himself  with  carbolic  acid,  and  the  same 
poison  was  taken  with  fatal  results  by  Annie  Williamson 
(43),  of  Blackpool,  and  by  Jane  Little  (70),  of  White- 
haven.—Annie  Clark  (51),  of  Catford,  died  at  Haslemere 
from  the  effects  of  drinking  a  poisonous  lotion. — A  boot- 
finisher  at  Bethnal  Green,  named  Jenkins,  poisoned  him- 
self (with  some  unnamed  poison)  through  worry  because  of 
his  poverty.— Patrick  Cunningham  (42)  died  from  chloral- 
poisoning  at  Liverpool.  Cunningham  was  found  uncon- 
scious in  the  street,  and  it  is  suspected  that  he  was 
drugged  and  robbed.— An  Edgware  Road  butcher, 
Patrick  O'Connor  (55),  poisoned  himself  with  potassium 
bichromate.

— A  Smyrna  correspondent  writing  on  April  25 
states  that  no  business  was  anticipated,  as  the  market  was 
practically  cloc-ed  in  consequence  of  the  Easter  Jewish 
feasts.  Three  buyers  for  England,  however,  presented 
themselves  for  prime  Karahissar,  and  altogether  twenty- 
four  cases  changed  hands  at  the  equivalent  of  12s.  2d. 
per  lb.  c.i.f.  European  ports.  This  inclination  to  sell  on 
the  part  of  holders  surprised  nobody.  Of  the  above  twenty- 
four  cases  only  eleven  have  been  examined  up  till  now,  and 
they  have  all  been  rejected,  which  points  to  the  conclusion 
that  others  will  also  be  rejected.  The  anticipation  of 
replacing  the  rejected  cases  seems  to  have  given  a  certain 
assurance  to  the  holders,  who  were  somewhat  demoralised 
by  the  favourable  reports  of  the  new  crop,  as  they  under- 
stand that  in  the  not  far  distant  future  the  losses  on  their 
stock  will  be  increased.  The  arrivals  amount  to  1,382  cases, 
against  3,217  cases  last  year  on  the  same  date.  Another 
Smyrna  correspondent,  writing  on  April  25,  states  that 
favourable  reports  as  to  the  new  crop  continue  to  reach  us 
from  all  sides,  except  from  certain  small  districts  where 
some  damage  has  been  done.  The  large  holders  still  refrain 
from  selling,  in  the  hope  that  the  new  crop  may  not  justify 
expectations.  Including  Salonica  and  Malatia,  the  crop  is 
estimated  at  8.000  cases,  and  if  no  accidents  supervene  it 
may  total  10,000  cases.

for  fair  ditto  slightly  drossy,  32s.  6d.  to  33s.  for  dull  seconds, 
and  28s.  to  30s.  6d.  lor  partly  very  soft  and  livery  to  common 
drossy.  Ten  cases  Algoa  Bay  sold  on  "estimated  tares" 
at  36s.  per  cwt.  for  fine  hard  bright.  Curacao  aloes  in  boxes 
sold  at  high  rates,  including  fair  liver  at  48s.,  and  ordinary 
dull  at  38s.  to  41s.  per  c.wt. 

Areca  is  plentiful  at  20s.  per  cwt.

4rf.  to 
Is.  2d.  per  lb.  Fourteen  cases  of  native  wild  were  bought 
in,  including  good  medium  to  bold  full  at  Is.  8d. 

According  to  the  exports  from  Ceylon  during  the  period 
January  1  to  April  13,  1908,  there  has  been  a  decline  of 
50,000  lb.,  as  compared  with  1907,  the  figures  being  as  follows  : 
1908,  175,451  lb.;  1907,  225,452  lb.;  1906,  217,915  lb.;  and 
1905,  224,399  lb.  Shipments  to  United  Kingdom  up  to  date 
amount  to  54,688  lb.,  India  to  95,091  lb.,  Germany  to  9,480  lb., 
but  no  exports  have  been  made  direct  to  U.S.A.  A  Ceylon 
planter,  writing  to  the  local  "Observer"  on  April  11,  says: 
"  Rainfall  to  date  is  double  that  of  same  time  last  year — this 
is  good  lor  the  cardamoms.  In  view  of  the  shortage  in  ex- 
ports this  year  he  does  not  believe  that  more  than  90  per  cent, 
of  the  estimate  (700,000  lb.)  will  be  shipped,  this  being,  in  his 
opinion,  due  to  the  extensive  roofings  out. 

Cascarilla. — Good  bold  quill,  part  silverv,  was  bought 
in  at  82s.  6d.  ;  small  quill,  part  stringy,  was  held  at  from 
67s.

Soudan  Acacia. 

In  the  annual  report  on  the  finances,  administration,  and 
condition  of  Egypt  and  the  Soudan  for  1907,  by  Sir  Eldon 
Gorst,  reference  is  made  to  the  fact  that  the  bridging  of  the 
Blue  Nile  at  Khartoum  will  facilitate  the  extension  of  the 
railway  into  the  fertile  district  of  the  Gezira ;  the  work  is 
now  well  in  hand,  and  should  be  completed  within  two  years. 
In  all  probability  the  main  line,  turning  in  the  direction  of 
the  White  Nile,  will  eventually  be  extended  towards  El  Obeid, 
and  will  thus  penetrate  to  within  easy  reach  of  the  extensive 
gum-forests  of  Kordofan.  Sir  R.  Wingate,  the  Governor  of 
the  Soudan,  writes  that  the  gum-crop  last  year  was  an  ex- 
cellent one,  and  good  prices  were  obtained.  Every  effort  is 
being  made  to  strengthen  the  position  of  the  gum-trade  by 
affording  transport  and  handling  facilities,  and  by  insti- 
tuting researches  to  discover  whether  the  nature  of  the  present 
crop  can  be  improved  and  new  gums  developed.  The  exports 
during  the  past  five  years  (in  cantars)  are  as  follows:  1907, 
204,961 ;  1906,  162,000 ;  1905,  158,000 ;  1904,  262,572 ;  and  1903, 
191,214  (cantar=100  lb.).  The  1907  exports  were  valued  at 
E.127.000J.  (an  increase  of  E.40,000/.),  this  being  the  amount 
published  in  the  Soudan  Customs  Returns  as  having  passed 
through  Suez  in  transit.

Society  of  Cbemical  3nou6tr\>. 


LONDON  SECTION. 

AT  the  meeting  of  this  Section,  held  in  the  rooms  of  the 
Chemical  Society,  Burlington  House,  on  Monday, 
May  4,  at  8  p.m.,  the  programme  was  exceptionally  long 
and  one  or  two  of  the  contributors  did  not  treat  their  sub- 
jects on  the  inverse  proportion  principle,  so  that  it  was 
fully  half-past  ten  before  the  Section  adjourned  until  June  1. 
Dr.  Julius  Lewkowitsch  was  in  the  chair,  and  there  was  a 
good  attendance.   The  papers  consisted  of  the  following  : 

1.  The  Manufacture  of  Sodium  Nitrite,  by  Dr.  G.  T. 
Morgan. 

2.  On  some  Simple  and  Mixed  Esters  of  Cellulose:  the 
Alkaline  Decomposition  of  Nitro  Derivatives  of  Cellulose 
and  other  Carbohydrates,  by  Dr.  Watson  Smith,  jun. 

3.  The  Mechanism  of  Filtration,  by  Mr.  E.  Hatschek. 

4.  Metanil  Yellow :  its  Use  as  a  Selective  Indicator,  by 
Mr.  E.  Linder,  B.Sc. 

5.  The  Conversion  of  Oleic  Acid  into  Candle  Material^ 
II.,  by  Dr.  J.  Lewkowitsch. 

Dr.  Morgan  occupied  forty  minutes  in  reading  his  paper. 
He  dealt  first  with  the  manufacture  of  sodium  nitrite  by 
fusi.on  of  sodium  nitrate  with  molten  lead.  This  has  been 
the  manufacturing  process  for  the  past  twenty  or  thirty 
years,  and  Dr.  Morgan's  remarks  referred  chiefly  to  pre- 
cautions that  have  to  be  observed  in  carrying  it  out.  He 
stated  that  the  nitrate  used  must  be  free  from  iodate,  and 
after  the  reduction  is  complete  the  fused  mass,  in  which 
litharge  (with  a  little  red  lead)  has  deposited,  is  poured 
into  warm  water,  at  which  stage  a  little  sodium  plumbite 
and  sodium  hydrate  i3  apt  to  be  formed,  but  is  prevented 
by  the  addition  of  a  little  free  nitrous  acid  to  the  water, 
which  neutralises  the  hydrate  and  decomposes  the  plumbite 
and  deposits  lead  hydroxide.  Dr.  Morgan  next  dealt  with 
the  recovery  of  the  litharge — his  conclusion  being  that  the 
best  plan  is  to  reduce  it  to  the  metal  in  a  blast-furnace, 
Other  methods  of  reducing  the  nitrate  to  nitrite  were  then 
discussed.  Graphite  has  also  been  used  as  a  reducing 
agent,  and  Read,  Holliday  &  Co.  use  sulphur.  In  the 
latter  sodium  nitrate  (in  the  proportion  of  three  molecules) 
is  fused  with  one  each  of  sodium  hydrate  and  sulphur — the 
result  being  one  molecule  of  sodium  nitrite,  one  of  sodium 
sulphate,  and  one  of  water.  The  process  is  not  free  from 
danger,  however,  as  the  addition  of  sulphur  to  the  molten 
mass  of  nitrate  and  hydrate  frequently  results  in  an  explo- 
sion. Dr.  Morgan  described  methods  to  prevent  this,  also 
how  the  nitrite  is  separated  from  the  sulphate  by  crystallisa- 
tion. In  succession  he  described  methods  of  producing 
sodium  nitrite  by  means  of  carbon  monoxide,  sulphites,  sul- 
phides (including  stibite  and  barium  sulphide),  nitrous 
fumes,  and  the  interaction  of  calcium  nitrate  and  sodium 
sulphide  and  sulphite  (two  molecules  of  calcium  nitrate, 
one  of  sodium  sulphide,  and  two  of  sodium  sulphite),  but 
only  60  per  cent,  of  the  theoretical  yield  is  obtained. 
There  was  no  discussion  on  this  paper. 

Dr.  Watson  Smith,  jun.,  had  a  hearty  reception  when  he 
rose  to  read  his  paper,  which  was  a  digest  of  his  Doctor 
of  Philosophy  thesis  (Zurich).  The  action  of  acid-mixtures 
containing  acetic  anhydride  and  nitric  acid,  with  and  with- 
out the  addition  of  concentrated  sulphuric  acid  as  a  de- 
hydrating agent,  was  investigated.  Pure  nitro-celluloses 
and  aceto  nitro-celluloses  were  in  this  way  prepared.  Pure 
acetyl  nitrate  acts  on  cellulose  with  the  production  of  nitro- 
celluloses  containing  a  high  percentage  of  nitrogen.  Acetyl 
nitro-celluloses  were  obtained  by  the  action  of  acetic 
anhydride  and  sulphuric  acid  on  nitro-cellulose.  These  new 
bodies  give  well-characterised  compounds  with  phenyl- 
hydrazine.  One  group  of  products  dissolves  in  acetone  and 
acetic  ether,  leaving  a  tough  residue  which  contains  4  per 
cent,  of  nitrogen  and  is  not  much  more  inflammable  than 
acetyl-cellulose,  so  that  it  may  be  of  technical  importance, 
as  it  appears  to  have  the  advantageous  properties  of  cellu- 
loid without  being  so  highly  inflammable.  The  author  also 
described  results  which  show  that  a  close  relationship  exists 
between  cellulose,  glucose,  and  levulose. 

Mr.  Oscar  Guttmann  congratulated  the  author  on  his  first 
appearance  as  an  investigator. 

The  way  was  now  clear  for  Mr.  Hatschek,  whose  com- 
munication on  "Filtration"  was  really  the  paper  of  the 
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evening  and  was  listened  to  throughout  with  absorbing 
interest.  The  author  first  explained  that  filtration  means 
the  passage  of  the  liquid  portion  of  a  mixture  of  liquid  and 
solid  through  a  porous  medium.  In  the  nature  of  things 
the  solid  particles  contained  in  the  mixture  tend  to  obstruct 
the  pores.  By  means  of  a  model  of  a  porous  sep- 
tum and  small  bagatelle-balls  he  showed  that, — taking 
a  ball  to  be  the  equivalent  of  a  solid  particle— it 
does  not  completely  close  a  triangular  pore,  and  it 
could  be  seen  from  another  model  containing  two 
layers  of  balls  that  the  additional  layers  do  not  neces- 
sarily increase  the  resistance  to  the  passage  of  the  liquid. 
By  means  of  diagrams  and  geometric  formulae,  Mr.  Hatschek 
made  perfectly  clear  the  principles  of  filtration  and  the  con- 
ditions which  have  to  be  obviated  and  the  means  which  in- 
crease filtration.  His  remarks  had  reference  chiefly  to 
filter-presses  and  to  the  separation  of  liquids  from  chemical 
precipitates.  The  structure  of  the  solid  deposit  on  the 
filtering  surface  was  shown  to  be  determined  by  the  flow  of 
the  liquid  into  the  latter,  and  to  be  independent  of  the 
pressure,  which  therefore  does  not  affect  the  percentage  of 
voids.  Substantially,  the  discourse  amounted  to  the  re- 
commendation to  examine  microscopically  any  precipitate 
which  proves  refractory.  By  means  of  slides  he  demon- 
strated the  membranous  nature  of  precipitates  of  copper 
ferrocyanide  and  aluminium  hydroxide,  and  showed  that 
by  careful  attention  to  the  strengths  of  solutions  and  the 
temperature  of  mixing,  such  precipitates  as  calcium  car- 
bonate and  barium  sulphate  may  be  obtained  amorphous  or 
in  small  crystals  or  large  crystals — the  first  retarding 
filtration  and  the  last  being  most  favourable  to  the  process. 
The  communication  is  one  that  should  be  of  great  service 
to  manufacturers,  and  the  fact  was  testified  to  by  Mr. 
Thomas  Tyrer,  Dr.  Divers,  Mr.  Corcoran,  Dr.  Watson 
Smith,  and  Mr.  Guttmann.  In  his  reply  to  the  discussion 
the  author  mentioned  the  curious  fact  that  if  a  water- 
mixture  of  the  lactic  bacillus  and  yeast  is  treated  in  a  cloth 
filter,  very  little  of  the  bacillus  goes  through ;  whereas  in 
a  mixture  of  the  bacillus  and  water  nearly  all  goes  through 
the  filter. 

At  this  stage  half  the  members  present  left  the  meeting, 
and  they  missed  a  good  deal,  for  what  followed  was  not 
only  interesting  but  valuable.  Mr.  Linder's  "paper  was  to 
this  effect  :  If  ordinary  white  filtering  papers  are  dipped 
into  a  1-per-cent.  solution  of  metanil  yellow  and  dried,  the 
resulting  paper  is  a  splendid  indicator  for  the  presence  of 
mineral  acids,  detecting  as  little  as  a  single  drop  of 
thousandth-normal  acid.  Placed  on  the  centre  of  the  paper 
it  gives  a  red-violet  spot,  and  when  it  is  dried  at  80°  to 
90°  C.,  the  spot  becomes  dark  blue.  The  paper  is  not 
affected  by  acetic  acid,  chlorine,  sulphur  dioxide,  or  sul- 
phuretted hydrogen.  The  presence  of  mineral  acids  in 
vinegar  is  readily  detected.  The  paper  is  sufficiently  sen- 
sitive to  give  an  approximately  quantitative  result 
by  spotting  with  acid  solutions  of  different  strengths.  It 
detects  the  acids  as  fumes — e.g.,  in  the  gases  given  off  from 
chemical  processes  as  little  as  0.016  of  hydrochloric  acid 
per  cubic  foot  is  detected.  Mr.  Linder  is  assistant  to 
Mr.  Forbes  Carpenter  (chief  inspector  of  alkali  works), 
who  spoke  on  the  value  of  the  test,  as  did  Mr.  F.  N. 
Sutton. 

Mr.  Grant  Hooper  took  the  chair  while  Dr.  Lewkowitsch 
made  his  communication.  He  had  been  engaged  for  many 
years,  in  endeavouring  to  convert  oleic  acid  into  stearic 
acid,  but  eleven  years  ago  he  had  to  set  the  work  aside. 
Since  then  he  had  found — especially  when  visiting  Chicago 
two  years  ago — that  others  had  started  where  he  left  off 
and  had  produced  hydroxystearic  acid  to  the  extent  of 
80-per-cent.  of  the  theoretical  amount,  and  it  has  been  used 
in  candle-making.  More  lately,  consequent  upon  the  re- 
searches of  Sebatier  and  Sende-rens  in  1902,  a  catalysis 
process  has  yielded  splendid  results,  and  Dr.  Lewkowitsch 
showed  the  meeting  two  specimens  of  stearic  acid  made  in 
his  own  laboratory  from  oleic  acid,  the  yield  being  98  per 
cent,  of  the  theoretical  amount. 


MANCHESTEE  SECTION. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  Manchester, 
on   May   1,    under   the   chairmanship   of  Mr. 
Clayton.    The  first  paper  was  on  the

International  Congress  of  Applied  Chemistry, 
by  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid  (Vice-President  of  the  Society),  who 
had  been  deputed  by  the  Joint  Committee  which  is  organis- 
ing the  Congress  to  explain  the  objects  of  such  Congresses  to 
the  members  of  the  Section  and  to  enlist  their  support.  After 
a  brief  sketch  of  previous  Congresses  and  of  the  work  which 
they  had  done,  some  particulars  were  given  of  the  prepara- 
tions already  in  progress  for  the  Congress  which  is  to  meet 
in  London  on  May  27,  1909.  Among  the  items  of  a  pro- 
gramme, which  is  at  present  provisional  only,  may  be  men- 
tioned that  it  is  proposed  to  hold  the  banquet  at  the  Crystal 
Palace,  and  that  four  general  lectures  will  be  delivered,  one 
in  each  of  the  official  languages  of  the  Congress — English, 
French,  German,  and  Italian.  In  addition  to  the  presidents 
of  sections  whose  names  were  mentioned  in  our  report  of  the 
recent  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Section  of  the  Society,  the 
following  names  were  mentioned  :  Dr.  Ludwig  Mond,  as 
President  of  the  Inorganic  Chemistry  Section ;  Lord  Blyth, 
President  of  Agricultural  Chemistry;  and  Sir  William 
Abney,  President  of  Photographic  Chemistry.  Mr.  Reid 
laid  much  stress  on  the  advantages  of  making  the  personal 
acquaintance  of  men  eminent  in  the  various  branches  of 
industrial  chemistry,  and,  from  the  repeated  reference  to 
this  subject  in  the  discussion  which  ensued,  it  is  evident 
that  many  members  of  the  Man<  hester  Section  are  looking 
forward  with  pleasure  to  the  coining  opportunity  of  meeting 
their  colleagues  from  other  lands.  After  a  sympathetic 
debate  it  was  decided  to  form  a  Local  Committee  to  further 
the  aims  of  the  Congress,  such  committee  not  to  be  limited 
to  members  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry.  The  next 
paper  was  on  the 

Corrosive  Action  of  Magnesian  Waters 

in  Steam-boilers  and  the  Distillation  of  Sea-water,  by 
Dr.  J.  Grossmann.  In  carrying  out  his  experiments  Dr. 
Grossman  employed  a  new  method,  which  has  the  advantage 
over  previous  ones  that  a  larger  surface  of  steel  is  acted 
upon  by  the  water  under  examination.  The  steel  is  em- 
ployed in  the  form  of  bright  wire,  and  the  heating  takes 
place  in  a  bronze  autoclave  with  a  porcelain  liner,  so  that 
the  water  is  not  acted  upon  by  the  metal  of  the  containing 
vessel.  The  lengthy  discussion  which  ensued  showed  that 
the  subject  was  one  that  interested  a  large  number  of  those 
present. 

The  final  paper  was  by  Dr.  P.  D.  Zacharias  on 

Tanning  with  Aniline  Colours 
and  the  Theory  of  the  Tanning  Process.  A  summary  of  the 
work  of  Dr.  Zacharias  was  given  by  Dr.  Hiibner  (Secretary 
of  the  Section),  in  the  absence  of  the  author,  and  from  this 
it  appeared  that  good  leather  may  be  made  from  hide  treated 
with  aniline  colours  alone,  without  the  assistance  of  any 
other  tanning  agent.  A  number  of  samples  of  coloured 
leather  accompanied  the  paper,  and  these  were  favourably 
commented  upon ;  but  the  general  opinion  appeared  to  be 
that  the  cost  of  the  process  would  be  too  high,  although  the 
facts  mentioned  by  the  author  were  of  great  scientific 
interest  and  might  assist  in  throwing  light  upon  an  industry 
in  which  rule  of  thumb  still  largely  prevails. 


Grecian  Olive  Oil.— Writing  in  regard  to  olive  oil,  H.M. 
Consul  at  Patras  states  that  notwithstanding  an  abundant 
yield  in  the  Morea  district  during  1907  the  export  was  almost 
nil,  as  local  consumption  absorbed  practically  all  the  pioduc- 
tion  at  prices  far  above  what  foreign  markets  can  afford  to 
pay  for  industrial  purposes.  Besides,  as  one  year  of  plenty 
in  olive  oil  is  invariably  succeeded  by  a  lean  one,  local 
speculators  lay  in  stock  when  the  oil  is  plentiful  and  com- 
paratively cheap,  and  are  able  to  realise  a  handsome  pront 
during  the  succeeding  season  (see  also  C.  &  D..  May  2,  p.  oooj. 

Chemicals  at  Nantes.— Among  the  imports  into  Nantes  last 
year  were  4,610  tons  of  chemicals  from  the  United  Kingdom, 
as  compared  with  6,700  tons  in  1906  and  10,842 ^tons _in Wfc 
Nitrate  of  soda  from  Chile  declined  by  10,000  tons  to  1S.UW 
tons,  and  of  phosphate  of  lime  from  Algeria,  Tun",  ana 
the  United  States  the  imports  were  156,221  tons  or  38,500 i  tons 
more.  Many  cargoes  of  phosphate  are  brought  MWPW 
British  steamers ;  formerly  it  was  largely  imported  from i  tne 
United  States,  but  Algeria  and  Tunis  are  the  main  sources  or 
supply.  At  Nantes  it  is  converted  into  superphosphates  ui 
sulphuric  acid  used  for  this  purpose  being  manufarturea 
the  spot  with  sulphur  from  pyrites  imported  from  op«

Cod-liver  Oil  in  Cattle-condiments. 
Sir, — "Oleum''  (171/23)  will  not  find  that  condiment 
containing  an  appreciable  amount  of  cod-liver  oil  a  satisfac- 
tory article.  The  oil,  as  is  well  known,  is  peculiarly  sus- 
ceptible to  change,  and  in  the  form  of  condiment  often 
develops  a  peculiar  pungent  odour  not  at  all  acceptable  to 
man  or  beast.  He  will,  I  am  sure,  find  that  the  best  way 
to  administer  this  most  valuable  article  is  with  the  food 
of  the  cattle  as  required,  and  to  this  end  the  instructions 
and  hints  as  under  will  be  helpful  : 

For  stock-feeding  fat  of  some  kind  is  essential,  hence  the 
value  attached  to  oil-cakes.    Cod-liver  oil  is  not  only  a 
valuable  food,  but  has  most  important  medicinal  properties, 
and  is  a  safeguard  against  many  pulmonary  diseases  to 
which  cattle  are  subject,  while  as  a  fattener  it  is  unequalled. 
Always  mix  the  cod-liver  oil  thoroughly  with  the  food,  pre- 
ferably overnight  (for  the  morning's  feed), 
j      2  oz.  twice  daily  is  enough  for  horses,  cows,  and  full- 
grown  beasts. 
1  oz.  twice  daily  for  calves  and  young  stock. 
Do  not  reduce  the  quantity  of  ordinary  food. 
If  beans,  barley,  or  peas  are  given  in  the  shape  of  meal 
mix  a  little  chaff  with  it,  as  the  addition  of  the  oil  would 
otherwise  make  it  pasty.    Young  pigs  thrive  well  on  cod- 
j  liver  oil,  1  oz.  twice  daily  ;  but  stop  its  use  a  short  time 
before_  killing  or  there  will  be  trouble  with  the  pork  butcher 
and  his  customers,  who  will  not  care  to  take  cod-liver  oil 
second-hand  with  their  meals.    If  the  oil  is  given  up  to  the 
day  of  death  the  flesh,  especially  of  young  animals,  may 
taste  a  bit  fishy.

Our  Students'  Corner. 
I  Sir, — I  was  very  pleased  to  read  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  that  I  had  been  awarded  the  first  prize  in  this 
year's  analytical  tournament.  The  first  0.  <t-  D .  salt  which 
t  analysed  was  at  the  beginning  of  last  year's  tournament, 
laving  then  finished  testing  for  bases  and  acids  and  analysed 
J  few  simple  salts.  The  exercises  did  me  a  great  deal  of 
;ood,  and  made  me  take  a  great  interest  in  my  work,  and 
|>he  fact  of  coming  out  fourth  in  last  year's  tournament 
yas  a  stimulus  to  try  and  do  better  this  year.  Perhaps  a 
:ew  words  on  my  method  of  analysing  will  be  of  interest 
'0  future  competitors.  I  always  apply  the  preliminary  dry 
ests  to  the  substance,  as  much  valuable  information  to  the 
nethod  of  procedure  in  the  wet  analysis  can  thus  be  ob- 
•ained.  As  only  a  small  quantity  of  substance  was  sent,  I 
nade  as  many  tests  as  possible  with  a  small  portion — for 


example,  with  a  little  of  the  substance  tested  for  carbonate 
and  sulphite  by  means  of  dilute  hydrochloric  acid.  I  used 
the  same  liquid  for  flame  tests  and  then  tested  the  remain- 
ing solution  for  a  sulphate,  and  by  this  method  of  procedure 
it  is  possible  to  use  a  small  quantity  of  substance  for  a  great 
many  tests,  and  after  the  analysis  I  had  invariably  some  of 
the  substance  over.  I  also  took  great  care  that  all  the 
precipitate  had  come  down  in  one  group  before  proceeding  to 
the_  next,  and  by  using  clean  reagents  and  keeping  the 
various  solutions  bright  by  filtering  many  errors  are  pre- 
vented. The  time  when  I  dropped  this  year  obtaining 
eighty-four  marks  was  due  to  dissolving  starch  out  of  the 
filter-papers  which  I  used,  and  this  in  solution  led  me  to  a 
wrong  conclusion.

What  is  a  Tun-dish  ? 

Sir, — I  notice  that  a  correspondent  makes  a  tun-dish 
and  funnel  synonymous.  This  I  know  is  the  case  in  some 
parts  of  England,  as  also  of  Ireland  ;  but  I  think  a  much 
better  representation  of  the  article  is  that  used  by 
farmers  in  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  some  years 
ago — viz.,  a  small  powder  funnel  as  found  in  all  wholesale 
drug  houses,  devoid  of  a  stem,  and  having  instead  a  small 
rim.  This  was  placed  on  the  bunghole  of  a  barrel  while 
ale  was  fermenting,  and  the  yeast  rising  into  the  dish  was 
removed  as  occasion  required.  It  is  certainly  much  more 
of  a  dish  than  is  an  ordinary  funnel.      Yours  truly,

Pharmacy  in  O.R.C. 

Sir, — Writing  in  your  issue  of  March  21  "An  O.R.C. 
Chemist  "  says  that  chemists  have  the  sole  right  to  dispense 
in  the  Colony.  This,  I  believe,  is  incorrect.  Licences  are 
issued  to  medical  practitioners,  giving  the  right  to  dispense 
medicines,  at  151,  and  to  chemists,  ibidem,  at  101.  With 
your  correspondent's  letter  otherwise  I  agree,  as  reflecting 
the  sad  state  of  the  working  of  the  Pharmacy  Laws  in 
Orange  River  Colony.  In  my  dorp,  general  dealers  are 
selling,  inter  alia,  such  articles  as  arsenic  (under  3rd  Sched., 
Div.  1),  opium  and  preps.,  etc.  (especially  laudanum) 
(Div.  2),  twelve  poisonous  Dutch  medicines  and  a  few 
patents  (Div.  3).  The  doctors  keep  a  good  supply  of  sund- 
ries for  their  clients.  With  such  an  unhappy  drift,  is  it 
any  wonder  that  there  is  an  absence  of  apprentices 
to  the  calling?  A  chemist  in  Bloemfontein  tells  me  in  a 
letter  "  There  is  not  one  apprentice  in  this  city." 

Anotheii  O.R.C.  Chemist.  (187/13.) 
Why  Don't  Businesses  Sell  More  Readily  ? 

Sir, — That  question  ha3  again  arisen.  I  am  quite  con- 
vinced that  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  when  the  market 
in  drug-shops  has  recovered  from  the  effect  of  nearly  1,000 
men  being  withdrawn  from  that  market  as  buyers  of  6hops, 
and  who  are  now  managers  of  branches  engaged  in  making 
a  trade  for  the  branch  in  each  town  by  taking  it  away  from 
the  draper  and  grocer  (without  inflicting  any  injury  on  the 
ether  chemists  of  a  town),  businesses  will  again  be  in  good 
demand.  The  Society  has  poured  in  a  surplus  of  men 
each  year  for  the  last  ten  years,  and  if  they  had  all  set 
up  as  ordinary  chemists  instead  of  going  to  the  Stores  we 
would  have  felt  their  competition  much  more  than  the 
competition  of  the  Stores.  If  there  had  never  been  any 
big  company  branches  then  the  grocers  and  drapers  would 
have  gone  on  increasing  the  ordinary  patent  and  sundry 
diug  lines  (without  employing  qualified  men),  which,  since 
tho  advent  of  branch  thops,  are  now  done  by  chemists 
themselves.  Fifteen  to  twenty  years  ago  chemists  looked 
askance  on  the  patent  trade  and  everything  that  smacked 
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of  commercialism ;  the  grocers  were  eager  to  take  it  up,  and 
I  can  well  remember,  opening  a  new  branch  for  a  limited 
company,  how  a  grocer  near  by  cut  the  prices  against  us 
on  Pears'  Soap,  Clarke's  Blood  Mixture,  and  the  like,  keep- 
ing it  up  for  years,  until  he  gave  up  keeping  patents 
eltogether.  During  that  time  our  nearest  and  strongest 
chemist  competitor  admitted  that  he  had  nearly  quadrupled 
his  business,  so  we  had  not  taken  anything  much  out  of  his 
pocket.  The  P.A.T.A.  is  a  great  bulwark  :  non-paying 
patents  are  still  with  us,  but  decreasing ;  packed  goods  and 
sundries  pay  well  (vide  Standard  Tablet  Co.'s  advertise- 
ment, "A  little  Transaction  with  Boot's"),  and  you  need 
rot  overload ;  seeds  and  wines  pay  well,  and  again  no  need 
ti  overload  ;  photo  and  optics  are  doubtless  profitable,  but 
as  they  need  special  experience  to  make  them  really  pro- 
fitable, and  as  they  are  not  an  every-day  demand,  it  seems 
rafest  to  leave  them  alone  until  you  first  acquire  the  experi- 
ence. 

Drugs  are  the  only  part  of  your  stock  which  I  find 
give  much  trouble.  All  the  big  men  buy  at  the  keenest 
prices,  and  cut  on  lines  like  sweet  nitre,  tinct.  rhei,  and 
cascara,  but  I  believe  the  frequent  rises  of  the  market  are 
a  distinct  help  to  smaller  men,  because  these  sharp  rises 
upset  the  big  men  and  their  undercutting  and  tend 
to  level  things  up  a  bit.  It  is  really  wonderful  how 
it  comes  right  at  the  year's  end  if  you  only  watch  the 
expenses,  prevent  waste,  and  drips,  and  leaks,  and  have 
your  place  in  such  order  that  you  can  work  with  young 
labour.  I  have  never  regretted  starting  on  my  own,  and 
would  have  done  so  years  earlier  had  I  been  able  to  buy 
some  of  the  places  I  looked  at  and  offered  for.  Whatever 
time  you  begin  you  may  reckon  the  first  year,  at  least, 
is  given  np  to  acquiring  experience  you  can  never  get  as 
manager  of  any  of  the  well-organised  branches  of  a  com- 
pany. There  you  have  no  difficulties  of  rent,  rates,  taxes, 
;.nd  repairs  :  the  buying  of  goods  you  are  ignorant  of. 
All  I  knew  was  the  stock  problem — the  pons  asinorttm — 
and  it  has  not  only  saved  me  from  getting  into  debt  for 
goods  I  could  not  sell,  but  made  me  very  comfortable. 
I  must  see  a  cash  balance  at  my  bank  at  the  end  of  each 
year's  working.    I  won't  have  it  in  stock.       Jay  Mack. 


Dispensing*  Notes. 


Boric  Acid  and  Potassium  Chlorate. 

Sir, — Replying  to  your  correspondent's  letter  referring  to 
the  action  of  chlorate  of  potash  and  boric  acid,  in  several  ex- 
periments I  have  completely  failed  to  obtain  the  slightest 
trace  of  chlorine.  Boric  acid  is  a  very  weak  acid,  and  I  fail 
to  see  that  any  reaction  takes  place  at  all ;  in  any  case  I 
should  imagine  it  would  be  purely  mutual,  forming  chloric 
acid  (HC103)  and  potassium  borate.  Again,  Mr.  Robinson  says 
he  obtained  the  odour  of  chlorine  by  merely  mixing  the  dry 
powders  together,  but,  supposing  chemical  action  did  take 
place,  it  would  not  do  so  in  the  absence  of  moisture.

The  Fifth  Annual  Conference  of  the  German  Union 
of  Assistant  Druggists  was  held  at  Cassel  last  week.  The 
report  states  that  the  membership  is  now  1,638,  comprising 
thirty-nine  associations.    Salaries  for  assistants  have  de- 
clined during  the  past  year,  and  the  demand  for  assistants 
has  decreased,  it  being  only  possible  (by  means  of  -  the 
Situation  Bureau)  to  secure  berths  for  256  out  of  521  appli- 
cants.    The  salaries  offered  were  81.  15s.  per  month  (one 
offer),  11.  10s,  (nine  offers).  61.  10s.  (ten),  61.  5s.  (eighty), 
51.  (200).  from  4/.  to  5/.  (sixty),  from  3/.  15s.  to  41,  (fifty). 
The  majority  of  the  successful  applicants  ranged  from 
pineteen  to  twenty-four  years  of  age;  for  the  older  men 
the  securing  of  situations  was  more  difficult.  .  The  ques- 
tion of  a  compulsory  examination  for  druggists  was  brought 
forward.   A  committee  of  the  Union  has  been  engaged  for 
three  years  collecting  data  upon  which  to  base  a  Bill  for 
hat  end.   The  information  is  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Im- 
>erial  Chancellor  and  the  Federal  Council.    In  Prussia  it 
s  a  condition  that  assistants  engaged  in  establishments 
inhere  poisons  are  sold  should  pass  an  examination,  and 
he  Conference  agreed  that  it  is  desirable  to  extend  that 
Principle  to  the  whole  Empire  by  means  of  legislation.  The 
:xamination-tests  suggested  comprise  a  knowledge  of  the 
Etws  and  Federal  regulations  on  the  derivation,  properties, 
se,  effect,  and  strength  of  every  article  mentioned  in  the 
.st  of  poisons  contained  in  the  Federal  Council  resolution 
f  November  29,  1894,  which  is  for  sale  outside  phar- 
macies. It  is  likewise  suggested  that  the  examination  should 
iclude  a  knowledge  of  the  antidotes  to  the  various  poisons, 
Jat  the  examiners  should  comprise  one  medical  man  and 
jvo  qualified  poison-sellers,  and  that  the  certificate  ob- 
ined  be  recognised  in  German  Colonies,  as  well  as  through- 
it  Germany  proper.

btig  qualified.  A  historical  review  of  the  matter  was  given, 
ail  as  to  the  present  proposals  Mr.  Cuff  indicated  their  un- 
fitness to  those  who  have  qualified  as  the  law  demands, 
a  warned  chemists  that  if  the  proposals  as  regards  agri- 
cifural  poisons  become  law  it  will  be  an  easy  step  to  ex- 
tol the  provision  to  veterinary  medicines.  He  then  dealt 
B1  the  shop-management  clause  of  the  Bill,  and  called 
ic  the  introduction  of  the  clause  in  last  year's  Bill  which 
ccf^red  the  management  of  companies'  shop's.  A  lengthy  clis- 
cijjion  followed,  in  which  the  chairman,  Mr.  Pentnev,  Mr. 
Vldthorpe,  Mr.  R.  Willson,  Mr.  A.  Pellew,  and  Mr.  Mawer 
Joed,  the  opportunity  being  taken  to  "heckle"  Mr.  Cuff 
as  Council  candidate.

IRISH  PHARMACY  ACT  CASE. 

At  Graigue  (co.  Kilkenny)  Pettv  Sessions  on  May  7.  before  Mr. 
P.  C.  Creaghe,  R.M.  (in  the  chair),  and  Mr.  E.  A.  Hughes, 
Mr.  W.  Kennedy  was  prosecuted,  at  the  suit  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland,  for  having  sold  poisons,  etc.,  with- 
out being  duly  qualified  as  a  registered  druggist;  also  of 
having  allowed  prescriptions  to  be  compounded  on  his 
premises  by  a  person  who  was  not  a  pharmaceutical  chemist. — 
Mr.  W.  C.  Meeke,  Dublin,  appeared  on  behalf  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Societ}',  and  Mr.  M.  J.  Bannin  represented 
the  defendant.  Before  the  hearing  of  the  case  was  proceeded 
with  Mr.  Bannin  asked  by  what  authority  the  prosecution 
had  been  brought,  and  Mr.  Meeke  satisfied  the  Bench  on  this 
point.  Sergeant  Spedman  was  then  called  and  proved  asking 
for  an  ounce  of  tincture  of  aconite,  and  the  assistant  replied 
that  he  had  not  that,  but  that  he  had  liniment  of  aconite.  He 
then  stated  to  the  assistant  that  he  wanted  to  treat  horses,  and 
when  he  received  the  poison  he  produced  a  prescription,  which 
was  prepared  by  the  assistant  and  handed  to  witness. — 
Dr.  Henry  Mason,  Dublin,  also  gave  evidence,  and  was 
followed  by  Mr.  David  Jardin,  who  proved  analysing  the 
articles  purchased  and  finding  them  to  be  as  stated. — Thos. 
Holloway,  who  gave  his  evidence  with  much  reluctance,  was 
called  by  Mr.  Bannin  to  reply  to  the  latter.  He  said  that  he 
had  been  with  Mr.  Kennedy  since  he  opened  those  premises  in 
October  last.  He  had  a  good  deal  of  experience,  having 
worked  in  Dublin  and  other  places,  and  he  had  been 
assistant  to  Mr.  Smith,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society. — Mr.  Bannin  here  pressed  the  witness  as  to  whether 
it  was  not  the  practice  for  unqualified  assistants  to  make  up 
prescriptions  in  the  absence  of  their  employers,  but  the 
Chairman  said  they  would  not  take  the  witness's  word  as  to 
that.  Mr.  Bannin  said  it  was  the  practice  all  over  the 
world.— The  Chairman  :  Well,  that's  what  the  Society  wants  to 
put  a  stop  to. — Mr.  Meeke  said  it  was  for  the  protection  of  the 
public,  apart  from  their  own  interests,  that  the  Society  brought 
the  prosecution  forward.  He  might  mention  that  it  was  only 
in  one  out  of  every  ten  of  those  cases  that  the  Society  secured 
a  conviction.— Mr.  Bannin,  in  reply  to  the  Bench,  sajd  that 
defendant  had  since  secured  the  services  of  a  qualified  man. — 
The  Chairman  stated  they  considered  the  case  proved.  It  was 
6rought  for  the  protection  of  the  public.  The  defendant  had 
evidently  made  a  mistake  which  he  had  now  remedied,  and 
u^der  the  circumstances  they  would  only  inflict  the  penalty 
of  5s.,  with  15s.  costs  in  each  case.
